By refusing to throw out the Natural Born Killers case, 
the Supreme Court could create an ugly new precedent 


Natural-born censors 


REE SPEECH GOT a lot more ex- 

pensive earlier this month. Time 

Warner — the corporate media giant 
that’s being sued over the 1994 Oliver 
Stone film Natural Born Killers — presum- 
ably can afford it. Society can’t. 

On March 8, the Supreme Court declined 
to throw out a lawsuit brought by the family 
of Patsy Byers, a convenience-store clerk in 
rural Louisiana who was 
shot and paralyzed in March 
1995 (she later died of can- 
cer). Byers’s family charges 
that the shooters, Benjamin 
Darras and Sarah Edmond- 
son, adopted Mickey and 
Mallory Knox as their role 
models after seeing Natural 
Born Killers, and embarked 
on a murderous rampage 
across Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi. The lawsuit seeks damages from 
Time Warner and from Stone. 

News coverage of the Court’s action has 
pointed out that Byers’s family has little 
chance of succeeding. Under. Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes’s “clear and present dan- 
ger” standard of the 1920s — modified, in 
1969, to cover material that would “incite 
imminent lawless activity” — the Court has 
ruled repeatedly that speech is protected 
unless it would provoke immediate violence. 
In the case of Byers, the Court has ruled not 
that her family’s lawyers have a legitimate 
case but, rather, that they should be given 
an opportunity to present evidence aimed at 
showing that Time Warner and Stone incit- 
ed Byers’s assailants. '

How civilized. How reasonable. 

But an old saying — “Justice delayed is 
justice denied” — applies here. The 
Supreme Court had an opportunity to af- 
firm free speech in the strongest possible 
terms: to throw out the lawsuit, to strength- 
en the Holmes standard, even to admonish 
the appeals court for letting the case move 
forward. Instead, Time Warner and Stone 

must spend more money 
and face the uncertainties of 
litigation. 

Time Warner, the coun- 
try’s largest media compa- 
ny, and Stone, a controver- 
sial filmmaker, may appear 
to some in this age of media 
backlash to be distinctly un- 
sympathetic defendants. 
Add to this the fact that By- 
ers’s family has a heart- 

breaking story to tell. But that is not the is- 
sue. The issue is whether creating contro- 
versial art will become so legally and finan- 
cially hazardous that no one will undertake 
to do it. 

The Court's refusal to throw out the By- 
ers suit is similar to — but potentially more 
dangerous than — a decision by a federal 
district-court jury in Oregon last month to 
order the creators of “The Nuremberg 
Files,” an extremist anti-abortion Web site, 
to-pay $107 million to Planned Parenthood. 
The Nuremberg Files included the names 
and addresses of abortion providers (a/k/a 
“baby butchers”), and cheered whenever 
one of those providers was murdered. Still, 
the Web site’s authors did not urge people 


they lived. It is extremely thoughtful of New 
Balance to provide a safe haven for its Chi- 
nese workers. 

Also, New Balance gives away shoes to 
nonprofit organizations helping disabled 
and troubled people. 

Mr. Gay reported that only two out of 
nineteen models of New Balance shoes are 
made in the US. That’s two models more 
than Nike, Reebok, Avia, Converse, Fila, etc. 

That New Balance hung on for so long as 
an American manufacturer of athletic shoes 
is a testament to Jim Davis’s resolve to keep 
American shoe workers employed. If only 
for that, he should be given a tip of the hat. 

Besides that, they make a damn good shoe.

FALLIBILITY? 


.Concerning your ar- 
ticle “Papal Fallibility” 
{Editorial, News, Jan- 
uary 29], | am very 
upset and discouraged 
by it.

to murder doctors; thus, as civil-liberties 
lawyer and Phoenix contributor Harvey Sil- 
verglate argues, their activities should have 
been protected by the First Amendment (see 
“Freedom Watch,” News, February 12). 

But at least with the Nuremberg Files, hon- 
est observers can disagree over whether the 
site violated the Holmes standard. (Holmes 
himself defined speech that should not be 
protected as the equivalent of shouting “Fire!” 
in a crowded theater.) In the case of Natural 
Born Killers, it appears that the standard isn’t 
even being considered — or, to be more 
legally correct, it will be considered only after 
the Byers family’s lawyers have an opportuni- 
ty to show that Stone’s dark, disturbing social 
satire about media and celebrity was actually 
an instructional film for impressionable, 
homicidally inclined young lovers. 

“I think that Hollywood ought to be very 
concerned,” Douglas Mirell, a First Amend- 
ment lawyer, told the Los Angeles Times. 
“There is no way of knowing what a jury 
would do if the case goes to trial.” 

Actually, it’s fairly easy to predict what a 
jury would do. Find the defendants liable. 
Order them to pay millions of dollars. And 
force a lengthy appeals process that could 
create dangerous new precedents about the 
limits of free speech. 

What happened to Patsy Byers is a 
tragedy. But it is a tragedy for the culture 
that the Supreme Court chose not to put a 
stop to the war against free speech that’s 
being waged in her name. %

In Quincy, one of life’s little ironies 


Quincy has long been touted as having 
one of the toughest probation programs in 
the country, but the city seems to have lost 
sight of the big picture. A couple of weeks 
ago, the office set up to administer 
random urine tests to those on probation 
for drug- or alcohol-related crimes moved 
from the tree-lined streets of Quincy’s 
downtown retail district to the outskirts of 
town, right in the heart of a neighborhood 
notorious for its crack dens. 

Adding insult to injury, the new Copeland 
Street office is located right below a liquor 
store and directly across the street from the 
Hat Rack, a local watering hole with a 
rowdy clientele that drinks all day long. 

There is no parking, which isn’t too 
inconvenient because most people who 
visit the facility have lost their license for 
drunk driving or other infractions. But 
public transportation to the office is 
limited too. So offenders who are called to 
take a urine test have a difficult time 
getting to the office — and if they fail to 
show up, officers surrender them to the 
court without batting an eye. 

“Talk about hypocrisy,” says one local probation 
officer. “It’s like leading the lambs into the lion’s den. 
Many of these offenders have real substance-abuse 
problems and are trying hard to be on the straight and

A high-tech Habitrail 


Call it the Law of the Next Big Online Novelty: 
there is always at least one Web 
site, popularized solely through 
forwarded e-mail, that captures 
the public imagination for no 
apparent reason. At the moment, 
that site is the Hampster [sic] 

Dance, a screen full of animated 
rodents shaking their 
moneymakers to a speeded-up Disney ditty. 

The hamsters’ original choreographer is 
Vancouver-area resident Deidre LaCarte, who 
back in 1997 staged them on a whim at her 
Geocities home page. Word spread, and 
eventually the hamsters began to attract upward 
of 40,000 hits a day. “I think | may be reaching my 
goal of becoming a Web Star,” she now writes. 

In January, a friend forwarded the site to the 
founder of a Chicago-based ISP 
called Tilted Media. “I just 
thought it was the cutest thing on 
earth,” says Tilted Media founder 
George Vuckovic, who asked 
LaCarte for permission to host 
the hamsters at the simpler 
address http://hamsterdance.com, which is now 
drawing around 160,000 visitors a day. The 

hamsters have already 
reached Web cult status, 
following in the cute but 
uncanny footsteps of the 
Dancing Baby, which went 
from a widely circulated 

Quicktime animation to a 

recurring segment on Ally 

McBeal. 

LaCarte still holds the copyright to the 
hamsters themselves, but in exchange for hosting 
the site, Tilted Media owns rights to the 
advertising space on the page, and is now 
negotiating with their creator to share hamster- 
merchandise marketing revenues. 

Vuckovic has no deep explanation for their 
appeal — “It gave me giggles at the end of a 
really bad day,” he says — but he’s gambling on 
the dancing-animal thing in general. So far he’s 
acquired the domain names puppydance.com, 
cowdance.com, and “you-name-it-dance.com,” he 
says.

HE ADVERTISEMENTS LOOK 
like a half-forgotten nightmare 
from a shameful chapter in our 
collective past. SLAVES FOR SALE reads 
one. SHIPMENTS OF SLAVES proclaims 
another. But don’t let the antebellum- 
era message fool you. These are new 
ads, aimed at fighting a real, and very 
current, problem. 

Sometime next month the Boston 
ad agency of Hill, Holliday, Connors, 
Cosmopulos will launch a campaign 
on behalf of the American Anti- 
Slavery Group, a six-year-old 
Boston-based organization that 
draws attention to — and “crusades 
against — slavery in Africa, South 
Asia, and the Persian Gulf. The ads, 
designed by senior vice-president 
Todd Riddle and written by senior 
vice-president Jonathan Plazonja, are 
aimed at grabbing readers with a 
provocative, even offensive, approach 
— and then educating them about 
the horrors of Third World slavery. 
Riddle’s goal: to place the ads in 
national newspapers such as the New 
York Times and the Washington Post, 
and in smaller regional and local 
publications as well. 

“It puts a spin on the old slave 
auctions,” says Riddle. “But we’re not 
trying to be controversial for 
advertising’s sake. The advertising 
shouldn’t be the controversy. The 
subject should be the controversy.” 

Riddle volunteered his services after 
hearing Charles Jacobs, president of 
the American Anti-Slavery Group, on 
The David Brudnoy Show one evening. 
Jacobs is excited about the ads. “We 
think we should shock, because this is 
shocking,” he says. “We just got 
finished with Black History Month. 
But black slavery is not history.” 

Jacobs’s organization is most heavily 
involved in Sudan, where tens of 
thousands of people have reportedly 
been taken into slavery, and 
Mauritania, where the number ranges 
from 300,000 to one million. He hopes 
the ads will raise money for a project 
that has drawn both praise and 
criticism: buying the freedom of slaves, 
especially in Sudan. 

An impoverished, famine-plagued 
country south of Egypt, Sudan has 
been ravaged by a decades-long civil 
war between the Arab Muslim north 
and the black Christian south. Muslim 
forces raid Christian villages, taking 
livestock, property, and people, often 
Once in 
captivity, the slaves are forced to 
convert to Islam; women designated 
as sexual concubines undergo genital

mutilation as well. 

These practices were 
ignored, even denied, 
until recent years, when, 
largely through the work 
of organizations such as 

Jacobs’s, the existence of 

slavery was documented and 
disseminated. Among the first 
Western journalists to witness 
and confirm Sudanese slavery 
was then—Boston Phoenix staff 

writer Tim Sandler, who traveled 
to Sudan in 1995 and reported on 
the thriving slave trade (see 
“Africa’s Invisible Slaves,” News, 
June 30, 1995). Sandler is now a 
producer with NBC’s Dateline. 

The only comprehensive solution 
to Sudanese slavery is an end to the 
war. But Jacobs, working mainly 
with Christian relief organizations, 
has come up with an ingenious 
stopgap: buying individual slaves and 
returning them to their villages. Jacobs 
hopes the ads will raise money for this 
effort. Freedom in Sudan comes 
shockingly cheap. Just $100 — half to 
the slave owner, the other half to pay 
for a volunteer’s expenses and the food 
and medicine she or he brings to the 
country — is all it takes to buy one 
person out of slavery. 

Surprisingly, this effort has not met 
with universal approbation. In early 
February, a spokeswoman for 
UNICEF, the international children’s- 
relief agency, deemed the slave- 
redemption program “intolerable.” 
Reed Brody, advocacy director of 
Human Rights Watch, doesn’t go that 
far, but he voices some real concerns 
about possible unintended 
consequences. 

“Certainly in the individual cases it’s 
very good that people are taken out of 
slavery,” says Brody. “But the 
knowledge that there are foreigners 
with deep pockets willing to pay to 
redeem slaves can only spur on this 
kind of practice.” 

To be sure, there’s a certain logic to 
Brody’s critique. But Jacobs and his 
supporters believe that the moral 
imperative behind their work overrides 
any theoretical concerns voiced by 
their critics. Besides, Jacobs notes, the 
American Anti-Slavery Group, 
Christian Solidarity International, and 
similar organizations are actually 
getting people out of slavery. What, 
exactly, is UNICEF doing? 

“They can’t get away with saying the 
war has to end before things can get 
better,” Jacobs says. “That’s exactly 
what the West told the Jews. Is the 





















































world going’ to 

abandon black Christians until they 
can get the parties to come to the 
peace table? That’s morally obtuse.” 

Joshua Rubenstein, Northeast 
regional director of Amnesty 
International USA, whose organization 
pioneered the one-person-at-a-time 
approach, says this of the slave- 
redemption programs: “I think it’s 
fantastic what they’re doing. Whenever 
a slave or a prisoner of conscience is 
released, it’s a moment for 
celebration.” 

Jacobs got his start as a human- 
rights activist in the 1960s. He was in 
Washington for Martin Luther 
King Jr.’s “I Have a Dream” speech, 
and was an anti-war and SDS activist 
in Boston. A business consultant before 
becoming a full-time anti-slavery 
crusader, he talks in an enthusiastic 
rush about his work, which is 
supported across the political and 
social spectrums — by Barney Frank 
and Pat Robertson, by schoolchildren 
and prison inmates. 

As for Hill, Holliday’s role, Riddle 
says the public-service ads may be just 
the beginning. Next up: a series of 
posters, to be illustrated with images 
donated by the noted photographer 
Nadav Kander. A TV and radio 
campaign may be in the offing as well. 

“Slavery is kind of a forgotten cause, 
unfortunately,” says Todd Riddle. “It’s 
hard to imagine a worse human-rights 
problem than slavery. This is just a 
starting point for us.”

The truth about Trent 


When Tom 
Cosgrove saw that the 
country’s most powerful 
elected Republican was 
getting off the hook for his 
ties to a white- 
supremacist group, he 
took matters into his own 
hands. 

The Cambridge-based t 
communications 
consultant shelled out for 
an advertisement on the 
op-ed page of the New 
York Times last week denouncing the lack of outrage 
over recent reports of Senate majority leader Trent 
Lott's chumminess with the Council of Conservative 
Citizens (CCC), a white-supremacist group based in 
Lott's home state of Mississippi. CCC members have 
argued, among other things, that immigration has turned 
America’s population into “a slimy brown mass of glop.” 

“| started this because no one else was doing it,” says 
Cosgrove, who has a background in Democratic politics 
but denies partisan motives. “It's an embarrassment to 
the US Senate.” 

Cosgrove's ad announced that he was filing a 
complaint against Lott with the Senate Ethics Committee 
and invited readers to visit his Web site — 
www. TrentTeliTheTruth.com — where they can do the 
same via e-mail. This bit of activism didn’t come cheap. 
A Times spokesperson says a weekday quarter-page ad 
like his goes for a tidy $28,170. 

Ordinary citizens can file ethics complaints in 
Congress, and Senate rules do allow for sanctions 
against members who have “engaged in improper 
conduct which may reflect upon the Senate.” Whether 
having creepy allies constitutes grounds for an ethics 
charge isn't clear. But Cosgrove says Lott's well- 
documented kinship with the CCC, and his 
subsequent dissembling, is an ethical issue. Despite 
having said in a speech before the CCC that the 
group's members “stand for the right principles and 
the right philosophy,” Lott has denied having known 
about the group's racist bent. 

Cosgrove says he hasn't heard from Lott, the ethics 
committee, or the CCC. But one posting in the 
“guestbook” of Cosgrove's Web site offers a creepy look 
at politics in Lott's home state. 

“My trouble with Senator Lott is that he is distancing 
himself from the [CCC] to begin with,” wrote Anthony 
Boor, an editor of the CCC's newsletter. “If he keeps this 
tomfoolery up, Mr. Lott will find himself out of a plush 
$130,000-a-year job. If you are white and at least 
moderately conservative in Mississippi, the Council of 
Conservative Citizens owns your derriére; you best do 
what they say if you wish to have a political future.”

Cambridge City Council on the Art & Performance Party 
ticket — wore a headdress and robe and carried a guitar 
emblazoned with the words NO PERMIT. MacKinnon and 
several of his Zeitgeist cohorts testified that the gallery 
has long conducted itself in a reputable and neighborly 
fashion. 

The commission, however, refused to kowtow to this 
unruly mob, and postponed a decision on the Zcitgeist's 
future until April 1. Leaving the mecting, MacKinnon was 
seen smirking.

Logan Airport, you’ll miss what a little 

patronage has set in motion in this hid- 
den neighborhood across the harbor. Last 
year, Eastie’s long-time state representative, 
Emmanuel “Gus” Serra, was among a 
handful of Democratic legislators who 
crossed the fence to back Paul 
Cellucci against Scott Harshbarg- 
er in the governor’s race. Cellucci 
didn’t forget the favor — last 
month, Serra was handed a top 
post at the Massachusetts Port 
Authority, and the $119,000 
salary that goes with it. 

What's left in his wake is a war 
ferocious enough for even the 
most seasoned political observers 
to relish — one that pits the power 
of City Hall against Serra’s nearly 
three-decade legacy in East Bos- 
ton. Two ambitious twentysome- 
thing Democrats are already off 
and running toward the May 11 
Democratic primary in the race to 
replace Serra, who had held office 
since 1971. One of them, Anthony 
Petruccelli, has worked for Mayor 
Menino; the other, Richard Lynds, 
has worked for Serra. Though 
Menino isn’t up for reelection 
himself this year, the East Boston 
battle is a good barometer of the 
mayor’s strength. 

Petruccelli, 26, was until re- 
cently the East Boston coordina- 
tor for the Menino administra- 
tion’s Office of Neighborhood 
Services. That means he comes to 
the race with the backing of key Menino 
workers, including long-time City Hall em- 
ployee and East Boston political operative 
Junior Lombardi — whose political pres- 
ence in East Boston dates back to his work 
with former mayor Kevin White. 

Lynds, 29, is an attorney who recently 
stepped down as director of the East Bos- 
ton Foundation, which helps funnel money 
from Massport into job training, open 
space, and other projects aimed at compen- 
sating the neighborhood for the burden of 
being near the airport. Lynds worked for 
Serra for more than five years, moving up 
from intern to chief of staff. And even if a 
state-representative seat doesn’t come with 
the foot soldiers that the mayor’s office 
does, Serra’s 28-year reign in Eastie is ex- 
pected to help his protégé. “Twenty-eight 
years in the State House means a lot of fa- 
vors for a lot of people,” says one insider. 
“Gus Serra is still able to put a lot of people 
on the street for a cause important.to him.” 

Fans of raw politics have plenty to look 
forward to here. For one thing, some say 
this race never would have happened if Ser- 
ra hadn’t gone back on his word: Petruccel- 
li was looking to run against Serra in 1998, 
but reportedly decided against it after Serra 
— perhaps already aware of the Massport 
job — said he would not run again and 
would back Petruccelli when the seat 
opened up. (Serra, through a Massport 
spokesman, declined comment.) 

At any rate, though, East Boston has a 
long history of political street fighting. 
Here, says former East Boston city coun-

cilor Diane Modica, politics “is not like a 
lesson out of a civics book.” Already, 
Petruccelli says some of his campaign signs 
have been torn down. 

Brian Wallace, a city employee who hosts

Congressional District campaign, says turf 
wars for space to hold signs get “competitive 
and territorial” in East Boston. “People 
would feel like you were invading their terri- 
tory if you worked a stand-out too close,” 
recalls Wallace, also a columnist in several 
neighborhood newspapers, of the race for 
the Eighth. There are rules of engagement, 
Wallace says, but it’s an essentially savage 
undertaking. “It’s still a basic street fight. 
Local politics at its best, door to door.” 

Newspaper to newspaper, too. One of 
the town’s competing community papers, 
the East Boston Times—Free Press, is 
strongly behind Lynds, regularly criticizing 
Menino and bashing Lombardi. A March 3 
story on the race, for example, called it a 
match-up between “a young, bright lawyer 
and a City Hall candidate.” And here’s a 
sample from the January 27 “As I See It” 
column: “Informants are eagerly spreading 
information that Junior Lombardi has been 
using City Hall phones to campaign for his 
selected candidate for state rep.” 

It’s further evidence that East Boston’s tra- 
ditional politics have remained intact even as 
the neighborhood, with its influx of Latino 
residents, has grown more diverse. Leg- 
endary East Boston operatives such as Tony 
Albano and Tony Cannata remain hugely im- 
portant, according to the Boston Globe’s Alan | 
Lupo, who devoted much of a recent column

to describing how they've lined up on oppo- 
site sides of this fight. No one remembers the 
two friends’ splitting up politically before, he 
wrote, calling it “unthinkable.” But though 
allegiances may have shifted, the same 
players are calling the shots. 

Some of the race’s fervor stems from 
the insularity bred by the neighborhood's 
geographical isolation. It creates some- 
thing of a fronticr mentality, says John 
Nucci, an East Boston resident and former 
Boston city councilor. “There’s a harbor 
between [Eastic] and the rest of the city 
— it’s not part of Boston proper and quite 
often thinks of itself that way,” he says. 
“It’s a ncighborhood that’s had to fend for 
itsclf for a lot of years against a lot of in- 
stitutional expansion. They have to live 
with an airport, the tunnels, a racetrack, 
and tons of traffic. It’s no picnic, and it 
has made East Bostonians feel somewhat 
isolated from the city.” 


ROM THE graffiti-covered bridge over 
the tracks of East Boston’s Wood Is- 
land MBTA station, the jets that roar over- 
head look almost close enough to touch. 
Even in Day Square, farther from the air- 
port, the noisc stops conversation as the 

planes gain altitude. “That’s nothing,” says 
Lynds, standing in Day 

Squarc next to supporters 

holding campaign signs, 

moments after a jet flies 

by. “When they’re con- 

stant, every 45 seconds to 

a minute, it can get over- 

whclming.” 

“Not a day goes by when 
you do not feel or sce or 
smell the airport,” says 
Modica. “It has a positive 
influcnce in terms of jobs, 
but frankly, the land-taking, 
the environmental issues, 
the traffic problems — 
they’re all part of our daily 
existence, and you can’t 
avoid thinking about it.” 

Massport, say residents, 
has long subjected the 
ncighborhood to excessive 
noise from planes flying 
overhead. Now, East Bos- 
ton has joined with scores 
of other nearby citics and 
neighborhoods to fight the 
agency’s plans to case 
flight delays by building 
another runway at Logan. 

The new runway would re- 

distribute noise away from the most Sor 
dened areas, Massport says, but opponents 
say that allowing more flights will make a 
bad situation worse in the long run. It’s an 
issue that’s central to the race for Serra’s 
scat. Pctruccclli’s camp charges that Lynds 
would be too close to the port authority 
where his former boss now works. (Serra, 
according to a Massport spokesman, is re- 
cused from the new runway’s planning.) 

Lynds — who, like Petruccelli, is a life- 
long East Boston resident — calls the ac- 
cusations ridiculous. “I’m not Gus Serra,” 
he says. “! had an opportunity to work 
with him and, if anything, an opportunity 
to learn the ropes. And that experience will 
be beneficial. 

“| have an independent mind,” he adds. 
“I don’t have to take my cues from Gus 
Serra.” Indeed, he says he’s as opposed to 
the new runway as Petruccelli is, calling it 
a “Band-Aid” fix when Massport really 
needs to beef up operations at Hanscom 
Ficld or clsewhere. 

Lynds’s testy reply cuts to the heart of 
how both sides are framing the race. Each 
candidate wants to turn the other’s political 
lincage into a liability. Petruccclli, says Lyn- 
ds, is part of a “power grab” by City Hall in 
East Boston, an indircct effort by Menino 


to call the shots in the neighborhood. “I 
think City Hall’s agenda is being put for- 
ward here,” says Lynds, who argucs that on 
issucs such as property taxcs, East Boston's 
and City Hall's interests can diverge. “The 
point | want to makc is that | don’t think 
City Hall’s agenda belongs in a state-repre- 
sentative seat.” 


HUGE picture of Pctruccclli’s face 

stares down from a campaign sign 
hung on a building at the corncr of Ben- 
nington and Saratoga Strects, in East Bos- 
ton’s Orient Heights. Down the street, 
about 200 supporters are holding up cam- 
paign signs and waving to motorists, some 
of whom honk to show support. It’s an im- 
pressive display, onc that Junior Lombardi 
calls proof of Pctruccclli’s strength beyond 
City Hall. “Walk down this line,” says Lom- 
bardi. “Ninety percent of these people have 
no affiliation with City Hall.” 

That, of course, leaves plenty who do. 
But Petruccelli doesn’t sec his link to Meni- 
no as negative. “I’m not afraid to say that 
Mayor Menino is supporting my candida- 
cy,” he says, taking a break from shaking 
hands and chatting with supporters. “I’m 
proud to say that.” 

A couple of days carlicr, Petruccclli 
stands outside his campaign headquarters 
near East Boston’s Maverick Square —

just a block from Lynds’s campaign office 
— and pronounces himsclf ready to fight 
both the runway and Lynds. “There's no 
two ways about it — there necds to be a 
linc drawn in the sand,” he says of the 
runway. “If we want families to move in 
here and stay in the neighborhood and 
want to raise their children here, then we 
have to do everything we can to improve 
the quality of life, and that mcans fighting 
airport expansion.” 

Inside the office, on the ground floor of 
the building where Pctruccclli grew up, a 
group that includes his father and Albano is 
stapling signs together and making other 
preparations for the coming fight. Every- 
one’s kidding around. “Look at that kiss- 
er,” says Petruccelli’s father, stepping back 
from a newly made sign, then jokes: “Get 
the darts, will you?” 

Better hurry — if predictions hold, they 
may soon be in short supply. &

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A rape controversy at Harvard stirs the student body and 
the media, but was the real story lost amid the hype’? 


Poisoned ivy

HE FIRESTORM AT Harvard 


last week over the faculty’s dis- 


missal of a male student ac- 
cused of rape — which was followed, 
coincidentally, by the report that an- 
other woman had been raped in a 
school building that same evening — 
reinforced several basic contentions. 
First, both events made it clear that 
rape is a serious issue on college cam- 
puses. They also drew new attention 
to the lingering, unfortunate debate 
over the seriousness of date rape as 
opposed to stranger 
rape. Last, they 
proved that bad news 
at Harvard is always, 
well, news. 

None of that comes 
as any surprise, but 
something seemed a 
little off-key about the 
shouting and media 
attention that sur- 
rounded Harvard for 
much of last week. 

There is no question 
that the two reported 
rapes were important, 
that they merited cov- 
erage and concern. 
But so many half- 
truths and misconcep- 
tions filtered out into 
the ether that a 
straightforward news 
event evolved into a 
somewhat misguided 
controversy. 

The dismissal dis- 
pute was the center of the storm. Last 
Tuesday night, March 9, Harvard’s 
faculty was faced with deciding the 
fate of a male underclassman, 

D. Drew Douglas, who had previously 
admitted to the school’s administra- 
tive board that he had sexually as- 
saulted a female classmate. Charged 
in Middlesex Superior Court, Douglas 
had pled guilty to indecent assault and 
battery and was sentenced to 18 
months of house arrest and five years 
of probation. 

The administrative board recom- 
mended that Douglas be dismissed, a 
penalty that, at Harvard, is the virtual 
equivalent of expulsion — it allows a 
student to be readmitted only under 
circumstances in which new evidence 
exonerates him or her. But in a 
March 9 front-page Boston Globe sto- 
ry headlined IN ALLEGED DATE RAPE, 
HARVARD SPLIT ON CALL FOR LESSER 
PENALTY, a handful of educators ex- 
pressed discomfort with dismissal. 
Some drew distinctions between date 


rape and stranger rape, saying that the 


former should draw a less severe 
penalty than the latter. As a result, a 
few faculty members said they were 
prepared to recommend a different 
punishment for Douglas — “with- 
drawal,” which would allow him to 
reapply to Harvard after five years, 
new evidence or not. 

Not surprisingly, members of the 
student body were outraged by this 
news. Campus activists mobilized, as 
did the local media. On Tuesday, the 
day of the faculty vote, the satellite 
trucks were rolling up Mass Ave, and 
camera crews were in Harvard Yard, 


trawling for angry students. 

To judge from this response, one 
might have presumed that there was 
serious suspense over Douglas’s fate 
— that there was a real possibility of 
the convicted sex offender’s getting 
the lesser “withdrawal” penalty, and 
winding up back on campus after five 
years. But it now appears that lenien- 
cy was never a realistic possibility. 
The Boston Herald reported that the 
faculty voted 119 to 19 to dismiss 
Douglas; Harvard said only that dis-

missal passed by a “wide margin” of 
the voting faculty. “It was a lopsided 
verdict and rightly so,” English de- 
partment chair Lawrence Buell told 
the Harvard Crimson. 

Calls for leniency toward Douglas 
hinged on the possibility that last 
spring’s assault was actually an 
episode of consensual sex — the basic 
idea being that the two students got a 
little drunk and fooled around, and a 
crime occurred, but under ambiguous 
circumstances. Yet court documents 
from Douglas’s guilty plea, obtained 
by the Crimson, describe a different 
scenario, in which the woman — who 
had encountered Douglas while out 
on a date with another man — re- 
peatedly told him to leave her room. 
“His advances continued even as she 
repeatedly told Douglas to leave and 
tried to push him off her bed,” the 
Crimson reported. 

Though not all the faculty members 
were privy to this information prior to 
last Tuesday’s vote, it’s fairly obvious 
that Douglas never had a real chance 
of being allowed to return to Harvard. 
Students, while well intentioned, were 
raging against a threat — Douglas’s 
withdrawal and return — that didn’t 
really exist. Sure, there were faculty 
members who thought the situation 
was cloudy. But the vast majority of 
teachers did not. 

Additional energy was misspent on 
another front: arguing that Douglas 


should have been expelled, not dis- 
missed. A number of students said they 
were angry that Harvard expelled peo- 
ple for academic fraud, such as cheat- 
ing, but not for rape. “I think he should 
be expelled,” one student told the Her- 
ald. “This is someone who raped a 
Harvard student, and Harvard hasn’t 
shown they’ve taken it seriously.” 

Lost, however, was the basic fact 
that Harvard hasn’t expelled anyone in 
more than 60 years. Indeed, school 
spokesperson Joe Wrinn researched 
the penalty and found only 
one instance in modern 
times, in 1936 — and the 
expelled “student” had 
been a phony name admit- 
ted in a prank. In effect, 
then, expulsion has been 
out of circulation, and dis- 
missal has been the 
strongest penalty in use. 
Rapists don’t get lesser 
punishment than cheaters 
after all. 

Part of the confusion was 
Harvard's fault, of course. 
The school does itself no 
favors with its arcane, mul- 
ti-tiered system of punish- 
ment — students them- 
selves seem genuinely be- 
fuddled as to the distinc- 
tions between expulsion, 
dismissal, and withdrawal. 
“As long as ‘expulsion’ re- 
mains on the books as an 
option .. . confusion and 
frustration will linger,” the 
Harvard Crimson editorialized 6n 
March 15. As the Crimson also pointed 
out, the school would be well served by 
specifically designating dismissal as the 
appropriate punishment for a student 
found guilty of rape. 

Of course, last week’s controversy 
was also driven by the fact that Har- 
vard, being Harvard, is always going 
to make the news, especially when 
there’s trouble. There’s a certain sec- 
tor of the public that will never tire of 
hearing about scandal within its hal- 
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lowed halls; as a result, a rape con- 


troversy at Harvard is going to be 
bigger news than a rape controversy 
at School X or Y. 

Wrinn, the Harvard spokesperson, 
understands that. “It’s like that with 
everything here,” he says. “The clas- 
sic good-news story is not going to 
get as much attention here, because 
the good stories are a given, while the 
bad stories are amplified because they 
are bad.” 

True, but it’s clear that something 
can be gained from last week’s contro- 
versy. Some activists used the dismissal 
debate as an opportunity to point to 
Harvard’s shortcomings in its services 
for rape and sexual-assault victims. 
The Crimson contends that the school 
should require sensitivity workshops 
for all first-year students, and provide 
better-trained staff to handle sex-crime 
issues. As the alleged rape after Tues- 
day night’s faculty vote showed yet 
again, no one on any college campus is 
ever totally safe. a

Streetscapes by spotlight 


Turned on

RCHITECTURE BY NIGHT was 
the last thing on my mind as I made 
my daily climb (nine floors up!) to 
my perch at the old Boston Athenaeum, in 
whose long, graceful, barrel-vaulted top 
floor I do most of my writing. 

Musing, rifling through my folder, filling 
my writing pad with this idea and that, | 
found myself looking up, as is my habit 
when an idea or a word won’t come. The 
portion of the skyline that I see from my al- 
cove arcs along Boylston and Tremont 
Streets from the Steinert Building on Piano 
Row to the Park Street Church, the steeple 
of which rises hopefully before me — ele- 
gant foreground to majestic background. 

Eventually, an idea always comes. So too 
does that moment — so wonderful for any- 
one alert to the world of the senses, and the 
axis of the aesthetic and the erotic on 
which they spin — when the upward 








brings out its detail more sharply than by 
day, imparting to the overall design a new 
delicacy. 

The use of electricity in Boston architec- 
ture goes back to the early 1900s, when the 
fashion was mostly for the sort of colorful 
electrical display built into the new Custom 


that year. It was likely done to mark the 
New Year’s Eve ceremonies at the Massa- 
chusetts capitol, where the first year of 
the 20th century was ushered in by 
massed trumpets and public prayer. 

Today, this sort of lighting is still un- 
usual. Only a few structures beyond Bos- 
ton’s core are illuminated, including the 
Bunker Hill Monument in Charlestown, 
the First Church in Dorchester (both of 
which you can see from the Red Line), 
and the West Newton Unitarian Church 
(visible from the turnpike). But | experi- 
ence many of the great in-town land- 
marks “lit up” every night during my walk 
home from the Athenaeum to Copley 
Square. 

It’s only a few steps from the 
Athenaeum’s front door to the State House 
itself. Its lighting design today — because 
it focuses on the splendid 18th-century 
central section by Charles Bulfinch, obscur- 
ing the much more prosaic 20th-century 
wings — re-creates something of the effect 
of how the State House appeared 200 years 
ago. This is all the more the case because

glance meets the descending twilight. 

(Happens so early these bleak March 

days.) Soon enough, lights are winking on 

all along the skyline, while the sound of 

_ bells from the church (now, too, a blaze of 
light) signals the hour to head home. 
That’s when it occurred to me how much 

more striking the church’s fine early- 19th- 


century steeple is by night, when its lighting 


beacon that surmounts the old Hancock 
Tower of 1948 is a later example. 

But full-fledged illumination of an en- 
tire building, or of an important feature 
like a fagade or a spire, was unusual. 
Probably the earliest example in Boston, 
shown in a 1901 painting by James West- 
on on display at the old State House, was 


the gold of the dome (a Victorian addition) 

is not much emphasized by night; instead, 

the flat, attenuated, white-painted wood 
trim is brought out so as to make the 

Bulfinch front as graphic and scintillating 

as a Wedgwood relief. 

Across the street, the lighting of the 
Colonel Robert Gould Shaw Memorial is 
a marvelous foil. At the Shaw all is dark 
bronze in profound relief, the deeply 
shadowed modeling of which has been 
beautifully accented by the lighting de- 
signer, Chris Ripman. It is almost as if 
Shaw and his men, marching still, are 
seen by the gas lamps long gone from this 
part of Beacon Street. 

After one plunges down into Boston 
Common, there is for a long time only dis- 
appointment. The towering column of the 
Civil War Memorial overlooking the Frog 
Pond is supposed to be lit, but you could 
have fooled me. Nor is the Public Garden 
much better, though Henry Lee, the inde- 
fatigable leader of the Friends of the Gar- 
den, has high hopes, especially for the four 
statues on the Boylston Street Mall oppo- 
site the Four Seasons. 

The great exception is the lighting of the 
truly magnificent figure of George Wash- 
ington: so solitary seeming, astride his 
horse, his face in shadow and his profile 
the bolder for it. And one may well contin- 
ue up the Commonwealth Avenue Mall to- 
ward which the first president is pointed. 
The effect is arresting: one historical figure 
after another emerges, illuminated, out of 
the darkness, and is gone soon enough 
when passed by. 

What T.S. Eliot said of street lamps is 
here true of Boston statues: one walks, so 
to speak, “the spaces of the dark.” Which is 
also to make the point that darkness, with 
its hiddenness, is as much a player in my 
nightly walk home as is illumination. 

But not so in Copley Square, where the 
peregrination cannot help but turn fes- 
tive, triumphant even: here is architec- 
ture of world importance lit with great 
flair and imagination, and with an evi- 
dent artistic unity full of marvelous con- 
trasts and subtleties. 

Why? Because, by some happy accident, 
everyone in the square has had recourse to 
the same lighting designer, William Lam — 
a pioneering American designer (an MIT 
graduate in architecture and the author of 
several books on lighting) whose other 
Boston credits include the Custom House 
and the old City Hall. 

Trinity Church Lam has lit in a way that 
is at once spiritual and mysterious — as 
befits its robust and niuscular volumes, so 
picturesquely composed. Because the over- 
all structure is not washed with strong light 
— only its recesses — the effect for me is 

of a holy mountain, a mountain almost en- 


tirely in shadow, the depths and recesses of 
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which (seen through H.H. Richardson's 

tremendous arches) glow rather as lantcrns 

glow in deep darkness. Lighting as mystical 
experience. 

The Copley Plaza, on the other hand, 
Grand Dame of Boston's Edwardian 
palace-hotels, is endowed with dramatic 
upward shafts of lights along the facade, 
suggestive of klieg lights and thus of the 
Copley’s glamorous history. 

Then, facing Trinity, the Boston Public 
Library — perhaps America’s greatest pub- 
lic building of its era — Lam has bathed in 
a wonderfully refined and icy gray-blue 
wash of uniform luminosity, using a wide 
beam horizontally but a very shallow onc 
vertically — a beam that works with other 
lights (some hidden in the finials of the 
street lights) to deliver a more intense glow 
on the tablets of names at the base of the 
great arched windows of the fagade and on 
the topmost cornice. 

Finally, the multicolored stone tower of 
the Old South Church — lit, like Trinity, 
rather picturesquely — achieves an appro- 
priately more exotic character: every flow- 
ering green-copper cusp of its elegant pin- 
nacled top fairly dances with light against 
the night sky. The effect is magical. 

Although Copley Square is unrivaled in 
the quality of its architecture and lighting 
design alike, there is a worthy afterword 
just up Huntington Avenue at I.M. Pci's 
Christian Science Center, where the effect 
of the illuminated domed church seen 
across Pei’s block-long reflecting pool 
makes for a wonderfully serene walk on 
summer nights. 

But not every night. Most evenings, for 
my taste, there is a much more exotic after- 
word on nearby Newbury Strect, in some 
ways a rival to Copley itself — and worth a 
longer walk home. 

The Tower Records building is the only 
realized work in Boston by Frank Gehry, 
and it will remain so until his forthcoming 
MIT Science Center. And Gehry is the by- 
no-means-implausible candidate for 
World’s Greatest Architect since the death 
of Frank Lloyd Wright. It is, of course, like 
all such distinctions, a ludicrous one. But in 
the wake of Gehry’s Guggenheim Muscum 
in Bilboa, Spain, which burst upon an as- 
tonished and dazzled world last year with a 
force felt even in Boston, I’m not going to 

quarrel with it — not this year, anyway. 

Certainly not standing across the strect 
from Tower. Although it is a marvelous 
building by day or night, it is unique in 
Boston in being, as I see it, better by night 
— a reflection, surely, of the fact that 
nighttime illumination of the entire building 
was conceived as an integral part of the ar- 
chitect’s design from the start. This fact is 
attested to by Robert Silver, the principal of 
Schwartz/Silver who worked most closcly 

with Gehry on the Tower building. 

It is like a Mediterrancan sunset — 
when, that is, all the lights are working. 
The bulk of the building is washed in an al- 
most dreamlike light — gorgeous, soft, and 
rosy. Meanwhile, the angular stccl-strut top 
floor is highlighted with green-bluc lighting 
that creates a dramatic contrast. In the best 
sense of a much overworked word, it is 
very romantic. And the dream is surcly 
worth the detour. 

In winter, however, | content myself after 
Copley Square with the view of the Old 
South Church tower from my own apart- 
ment’s bay window (my other perch), 
where | usually finish my day’s writing after 
dinner. 

Then, around midnight, another glance 
upward, in search of another word — this 
time it is Old South’s tower that is again in 
view, and the news is of lights turned not 
on, but off. And there is the day’s end, and 
the night’s, too. 

At first it is disappointing. All the life 
seems to have gone out of the tower. Archi- 
tecture illuminated at night focuses our at- 
tention so much more sharply; it seems, in 
turn, so much more brilliant, heightening 
the senses in a curiously erotic way. It is, 
after all, so much more theatrical. 

But the darkened tower speaks too.

from circulatory collapse and respiratory 
failure. Doctors suspect an outbreak of 
pneumonia. 

By Friday morning, local hospitals are 
full. Now several doctors, nurses, and 
EMS workcrs have taken ill. Mayor Tom 
Menino and other city officials convene an 
cmergency meeting. Fifty people are dead. 

Things begin spiraling out of control. 
Dozens of people are dying in and around 
Boston. Callers can’t get through to EMS; 
hospitals are overrun. CNN and the na- 
tional networks lead their evening broad- 
casts with news of a mystery epidemic in 
Boston. People begin to panic. Thousands 
rush to hospitals. Thousands more flee the 
city, snarling the highways in a sustained 
rush hour of fear. 

Health officials, who have determined 
that many carly paticnts had attended a 
UMass hockcy game on Tucsday night, 
refer to the unknown illness as “Hockey 
Fever.” Then, on Saturday morning, lab 
tests identify the discasc. It is Yersinia 
pestis. Bubonic plague. Transmittable 
through a simple cough, the plaguc kills 
100 percent of its untreated victims. 

An act of biological terrorism at the rink 
is suspected. The finding touches off an 
unprecedented chain of events. Governor

On Saturday aftcrnoon, a militia group 
takes responsibility for the attack. That 
night, President Clinton delivers a nation- 
al address to reassure the public, but the 
media are in a frenzy and the airwaves are 
filled with reports of varying accuracy. 
Possible plague cases start to emerge 
across the country. Riots break out as 
people Icarn that supplies of vaccines and 
antibiotics are severely limited. Black mar- 
kets for medicine spring up. A nationwide 
panic scts in. Amcrica is changed forever. 


EEDLESS TO say, this scenario is fic- 

tion. But it is not the product of a writ- 
cr’s wild imagination. It is preciscly the 
nightmare imagined last week, at a feder- 
ally sponsored biotcrrorism exercise here 
in Boston that involved more than 200 lo- 
cal, state, and federal officials represent- 
ing everything from the mayor's office to 
local hospitals to the military (sce “Target: 
Boston,” page 21). 

For most pcople, biological weapons arc 
an abstract, even far-fetched, concept. But 
Thursday’s exercise — one of dozens be- 
ing conducted nationwide — is just a 
glaring confirmation that Amcrica has 
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moved beyond debating whether the 
threat cxists. We are now preparing for it. 
With the support of billions of dollars in 
new spending, hundreds of the nation’s 
top policy experts, health officials, and 
military officers are now focused full-time 
on the threat of bioterrorism. Unnoticed 
by most ordinary people, they are devel- 
oping vaccines, training local officials, and 
scrutinizing illness patterns. In its scope, 
urgency, and, perhaps, futility, this new 
national effort is reminiscent of the civil- 
defense programs of the early Cold War. 
Indeed, the people who know biological 
weapons best say they present a threat to 
the United States unscen since the Berlin 
Wall fell. Former CIA director James 
Woolsey speaks for these people when he 
calls bioterrorism “the single most dan- 
gcrous threat to our national sccurity in 
the foreseeable future.” 

Far deadlicr than chemical arms, much 
simpler and cheaper than nuclear bombs, 
there is a vicious simplicity to germ 
weapons. They arc invisible. They have no 
odor or taste. They are extremely Icthal. A 
hundred pounds of anthrax, effectively dis- 
persed, could kill 100,000 people. Twice 
that amount, spread over a wider arca, 
could leave a million dead in a week. An in- 
fectious germ, such as smallpox, might 
spread throughout the country within days. 


With panic and chaos complementing sick- 
ness and death, the impact of a major 
bioweapons attack could be equivalent to 
that of a limited nuclear exchange. 
Amcricans have lived with the threat of 
nuclear Armageddon since the 1950s. That 
danger still undoubtedly cxists, but the col- 
lapse of the Sovict Union has clearly dimin- 
ished it. Now the nuclear threat has been 
replaced with something that is even morc 
frightening, becausc it is casicr to imagine 
its happening. Bioterrorism, Senator Jay 
Rockefeller (D—West Virginia) said this 
weck, “is as great a threat or a greater 
threat than the Soviet Union posed to us.” 
And so we will begin to adopt a new Iexi- 
con for a new kind of evil. The names of 
the living weapons will inevitably become 
familiar to us: anthrax, Ebola, Q fever, 
smallpox, botulism, plaguc, denguc fever. 
Just as we once confronted the horrible de- 
tails of the thermal pulse, the blast wave, 
and radioactive fallout, now we must ac- 
quaint ourselves with words like pathogen, 
incubation, transmittability. Where we once 
dealt in kilotons and megatons, now we will 
count in grams and kilograms. This is the 
vocabulary of the new “unthinkable.” 


IOLOGICAL WEAPONS kill in par- 
ticularly crucl ways. Where the vio- 
lence of a bomb is instant, a germ weapon 




































brings death slowly and grucsomely. he US 

military acknowledges about two dozen unclas- 

sified varieties of bioweapon. But an especially 
deadly few stand out as prime threats. 

Anthrax may be the best known of the germ 
weapons. Its name is taken from anthracis, the 
Greck word for coal, because of the running, 
black-scabbed sores that appear on the body 
before it causes shock, coma, and death. An- 
thrax kills 80 percent of its untreated victims, 
and even a few microscopic spores can be 
lethal. When a gram of anthrax was accidental- 
ly released from a Soviet bioweapons plant in 
1979, 68 people downwind died. 

Smallpox kills only about a third of its un- 
vaccinated victims. But, unlike anthrax, it is 
contagious. And its symptoms are even more 
grucsome. Smallpox victims spew black vomit, 
bleed internally, and develop flesh-scarring 
pustules across their face and body. Smallpox 
is untreatable, and the world stopped making 
vaccines in 1980, when the disease was eradi- 
cated from nature. But it lives on in loosely 
guarded Russian labs. 

immortalized in Richard Preston’s 1995 
book The Hot Zone, Ebola is one of a family 
of awful discases known as viral hemorrhagic 
fevers. These are perhaps the scariest of all 
the potential bioweapons, although they are 
thought to be the hardest to harness. The 
strain of Ebola that killed 245 people in Zaire 
in 1995, for instance, causes virulently infec- 
tious blood to pour from every orifice, includ- 
ing the pores of the skin, which essentially 
liquefies. No vaccine exists for Ebola, which 
killed 92 percent of its victims in .Zaire, and 

which can be transmitted with a simple 
cough. 

Although the United States and Soviet Union 
conducted hundreds of Cold War-era tests to 
convert diseases like these into weapons, it hard- 
ly takes a world superpower to make a deadly 
germ weapon. A single germ attack, though, can 
be enough to cripple a superpower. 

There are three basic steps to developing 
biowcapons. First, you need to acquire germ 





samples, which can be ordered from many labs 
with some bogus credentials and a few thousand 
dollars. Next, you must weaponize your germs, 
typically by making a dricd powder of tiny parti- 
cles that will float through the air and be inhaled 
by your victims. A biocnginecr with some basic 
— and perfectly legal — agricultural lab cquip- 
ment can handle that. Finally, you need a way to 
spray your brew into the air. Again, slightly 
modified agricultural equipment will do. 

Once you've built your killer device, delivery 
can be as simple as donning a mask and driving 
your van through a downtown arca for an after- 
noon. Then, sit back and wait a couple of days 
for the first panicky news bulletins. What is most 
triumphantly evil about biological weapons is 
that an attack from them is apparent only once 
sick people start pouring into hospitals. And by 
then it’s often too late to save the dying. 

No, it’s not easy to launch a bioattack. But 
it’s casy enough that the threat is worth taking 
very scriously. Easy enough that Bill Clinton 
himself told the New York Times in January 
that he’s spent some late nights anxiously 
imagining how a crop dustcr might spray 
germ weapons over a mass gathering on the 
Washington Mall. 

Of course, a terrorist might prefer to attack 
a specific building. It’s an easier feat to pull 
off — no worrics about wind and weather, for 
instance. And in an enclosed space, the mor- 
tality rate can quadruple. A few dozen liters of 
liquid anthrax piped into the ventilation sys- 
tem of the FlectCenter during a sold-out 
Celtics game, for instance, could easily kill 
16,000 people. 

And remember that anthrax is noncontagious, 
meaning that only people who had actually 
breathed the initial germ weapon would fall ill. 
The consequences of dispersing a furiously con- 
tagious virus such as Ebola at New York’s 
Kennedy Airport — from which unknowingly in- 
fected victims would be spread out to every cor- 
ner of the globe — are nearly impossible to grasp. 
Death is only part of the formula, however.

Preparing for the worst 


HE MORNING BEGAN like a sci- 

ence-fiction video game. An over- 
head slide projector beamed the eerie 
universal symboi for “biohazard.” Su- 
perimposed over the red-and-biue 
background were two bright-yellow 
words: BEGIN PLAY. 

With that, more than 200 govern- 
ment and medical leaders tried to imag- 
ine one of the worst catastrophes that 
can strike a modem American city: an 
act of bioterrorism. Before the day's 
federally sponsored exercise was over, 
715 people were “dead” from the hypo- 
thetical plague attack — enough to 
make it by far the century's deadliest 
act of terrorism. 

And it could have been worse. “This 
is what you'd call moderate,” one con- 
ference organizer admitted. “If this 
was more infectious, it'd go right 
through the city.” 

To watch Thursday’s daylong drill 
was to appreciate just how catastrophic 
even a “moderate” bioterrorist attack 
would be, and how difficult it would be 
to manage such a crisis with any sem- 
blance of order. From keeping emer- 
gency “first responders” healthy to dis- 
tributing medicine to simply figuring out 
who was in charge, one logistical night- 
mare after another presented itself. It 
was reassuring to see the city’s leaders 
identify weaknesses they hadn’t con- 
templated before. But in the end, one 
was left to wonder how well anyone 
could ever prepare for something like 
this. 

The drill was the work of the defense 
department's nationwide “Domestic 
Preparedness” program, which for the 
past two years has been training offi- 
cials in 120 American cities to prepare 
for chemical, biological, and nuclear 





terrorism. The list of attendees was a 
testament to how seriously Boston 
views the bioterrorist threat. It included 
representatives from Boston mayor 
Tom Menino’s office, the Boston police 
and fire departments, EMS, the Nation- 
al Guard, the FBI, the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency (FEMA) 
and its state and city offshoots — even 
the US Department of Defense. Per- 
haps even more significant was the 
presence of dozens of health officials 
from just about every major Boston- 
area medical institution, from Beth Is- 
rael and Mass General Hospitals to the 
city and state departments of health. 

The exercise consisted of three 
“modules,” in which a day-by-day se- 
quence of events was laid out by an 
MC of sorts. There were such creepi- 
ly realistic flourishes as a fake 
“News 8 Special Report,” pho- 
tographs of Paul Cellucci “declaring” 
a state of emergency, and an audio- 
taped “address” from President Clin- 
ton (borrowed from the aftermath of 
the Oklahoma City bombing). Even 
the terrorists were conceived with an 
almost literary flourish. The attack 
was the work of the “Red, White, and 
Biue Militia,” who claimed responsibil- 
ity with a fax declaring: “We only 
have to be lucky once. You have to 
be lucky always.” 

Things weren't so organized dur- 
ing the “caucus sessions” between 
these narrated segments, in which 
the attendees were charged with fig- 
uring out just how in hell they would 
respond to the crisis. What was clear 
was that, in addition to making peo- 
ple sick, a bioterrorist attack would 
touch off widespread logistical chaos

A major act of bioterrorism would al- 
most certainly touch off panic, riots, 
and looting. Entire urban populations 
would evacuate — in 1994, 500,000 
people fled a feared plague cpidemic 
in the Indian city of Surat. The very 
rule of law would be jeopardized. 

Over the longer term, medical and 
other costs would be staggering, pos- 
sibly running into the billions. And, 
finally, America would confront mas- 
sive psychological fallout. New re- 
strictions on civil liberties might well 
be demanded or simply imposcd (sec 
“Taking Libertics,” page 24). Shock, 
paranoia, and xenophobia would alter 
our socicty. Daily life would never be 
the same. 


HE VITAL question, then, is 
whether anyone is both able and 
willing to unleash biological weapons 

on an innocent civilian population. 
Nobody knows for sure. But a mount- 
ing pile of evidence suggests that the 
answer is ycs. 

Biological weapons arc hardly new. 
They can be traced back as far as the 
ancient Grecks, who threw rotting an- 
imal corpses into their enemies’ wells. 
Fourteenth-century Tartar soldiers 
catapulted the dead bodies of plaguc- 
infected comrades over their cnemics’ 
city walls. In 1763 the British com- 
mandcr Sir Jeffrey Amherst tricd to 
whittle down Amcrica’s native popula- 
tion by giving smallpox-infested blan- 
kets to Indian tribes. 

During World War II, Japan used 
an elaborate bioweapons program to 
attack Chinese citics and fatally infect 
some 10,000 prisoners. Even the US 
has seen bioterrorism: in 1984 an 
Orcgon cult spread salmonclla on 
restaurant salad bars, sickening 750 
people in a weird scheme to disrupt 
an election. 

Today, most nations have re- 
nounced the use of biological 
weapons. Amcrica shut down its own 
extensive program in 1972. But 
around the world, bioweapons still 
exist by the tons — cnough to kill

billions of people. 

Russia is the world’s Icading hold- 
er of these germ weapons. The for- 
mer Soviet Union is believed to have 
produced more than 30 tons of dricd 
anthrax spores, tons of smallpox, and 
dozens of varieties of other 
bioweapons — perhaps even night- 
marish, specially engineered germ 
strains that could combine, say, the 
virulence of Ebola with the infec- 
tiousness of smallpox; Ken Alibck, a 
former head of the Soviet 
biowcapons program, says Russia has 
developed just such an “Ebolapox.” 
The Soviets even mass-manufactured 
a biowcapon from blood and tissuc 
samples of a government scicntist 
who was mortally infected by an 
Ebola-like virus he had been experi- 
menting with. So who's keeping an 
eye on all this stuff? In many cases, 
scientists and guards who may be 
disgruntled, underpaid — and casily 
bribed. 

We also know that by 1995 Iraq

with frightening implications. For in- 
stance, it became apparent as the 
plague spread that overwhelmed 
medical personnel would be painfully 
slow to remove dead bodies from 
homes around the city. People would 
be living with the deceased for hours, 
even days. In response, a Boston 
Emergency Management Agency offi- 
cial made an attempt at morbid hu- 
mor: “We have called Monty Python in 
case we need that ‘Bring Out Your 
Dead’ tape.” 

The list of challenges goes on. Medi- 
cal officials would have to brace for 
hospitals to be swamped, not just by 
infected victims but also by thousands 
of.the “worried well.” The disease 
would have to be rooted out not only 
from humans but also from rats and 
fleas. Public areas such as the Hynes 
Convention Center and South Boston's 
World Trade Center would need to be 
converted somehow into triage cen- 
ters. An entire squad of press flacks 
would need to work full-time to fight 
media misinformation. 

The day’s biggest unresolved ques- 
tion, however, was the most vital of all. 
Who, exactly, would be in charge? Who 
would make decisions about whether to 
close airports, where to send supplies, 
how to ration medicine? The answer 


had produccd half a million liters of 
such biological agents as botulinum, 
anthrax, ricin, and aflatoxin — thco- 
rctically cnough to wipe out entire 
nations. The Iraqis mounted anthrax 
and botulinum on bombs and mis- 
siles, and had designed a remote- 
controlled jet outfitted with aerosol 
sprayers. By the time United Nations 
arms inspectors became aware of the 
scope of the Iraqi program, all evi- 
dence of it had vanished. It is thought 
to be hidden somewhere in the desert. 
Meanwhile, almost every enemy of 
the United States, including Iran, 
Libya, Syria, and North Korea, is in 
pursuit of bioweapons. But using 
biowcapons against the US is a high- 
stakes risk for a foreign nation, which 
could expect a swift nuclear retaliation. 
Tcrrorists, on the other hand, are 





harder to trace and are a nearly im- 
possible target for retaliation. And the 
ominous fact is that bioweapons tech- 
nology is becoming easier for individ- 
uals and small groups to acquire. This 
is a dark side of the biotechnology 
revolution of the mid- 1970s: techno- 
logical advances have made 
biowcapons development cheaper and 
safer. Samples of bacteria and viruses 
can readily be acquired from “germ 
banks” created to aid research. The 
number of scientists with the right 
background to develop biowcapons is 
booming. Many of them are in the 
former Soviet Union, where they may 
be willing to peddle their services to 
the highest bidder. But you don’t even 
need a PhD to build a germ bomb. 
“Biological agents don’t require rare 
finances, they don’t require rare re- 
sources,” Princeton University profes- 
sor Steven Block explained this month 
at a congressional hearing on bioter- 
rorism. “They don’t even require rare 
intelligence.” 


was never entirely clear. It might be the 
mayor, the governor, the FBI, FEMA, or 
the White House itself. About half a 
dozen agencies announced their plans 
to set up all manner of command posts 
and emergency headquarters, but none 
seemed to trump all the others. Indeed, 
just to absorb the dialogue of the cau- 
cus sessions was to appreciate the pre- 
vailing confusion of the day: 


Who’s gonna respond?. . .. You're 
gonna need to have the entire 101st Air- 
bome there to hold off people storming 
the place for medication. . .. Do we 
have masks?. . . . Fold a handkerchief 
over six times and wear that. . . . Is 
Massport here?. . . . Stay off the 

roads. ... We are going to lock down 
the state. .. . | just want everyone to lis- 
ten to me... .. Who's in charge?. . . . Oh, 
great. ... 


Fortunately, it was all just a test. 
Unfortunately, however, it’s not such a 
far-fetched scenario. Getting hold of 
the plague isn't all that difficult: just 
ask an Ohio white supremacist named 
Larry Wayne Harris. In May 1995, 
Harris, then a member of the ultra- 
right-wing group Aryan Nations, ac- 
quired three vials of freeze-dried 
Yersina pestis from a Maryland labo- 
ratory — through a simple mail order.

As for the criticism that to publicize 
the threat — in an article such as this, 
for example — encourages would-be 
terrorists, the authors Richard Falken- 
rath, Robert Newman, and Bradley 
Thayer makc a salicnt point in Ameri- 
ca's Achilles’ Heel (MIT Press, 1998): 
“[i]t would be a rare [terrorist group] 
that is intelligent cnough to carry out 
a covert [nuclear, biological, or chem- 
ical] attack successfully, yet stupid 
enough not to have thought of the 
possibility on its own.” 

The spread of biotechnology is 
alarming at a time when a new breed 
of terrorism seems to be emerging, 
one committed less to traditional po- 
litical goals and morc to pure vio- 
Ience, death, and anarchy. Religious 
fundamentalists, political radicals, 
and millennial Armageddonists all 
come to mind. The most frightening 
example of all is the Japanese cult 
Aum Shinrikyo, the group responsible 
for the 1995 nerve-gas attack in the 
Tokyo subway that killed 12 people 
and sickened 5500. Aum’s goals were 
simple: to kill millions of people, cre- 
ate global anarchy, and take over the 
world. Well funded and well orga- 
nized, the group managcd to build up 
giant stockpiles of chemical and bio- 
logical weapons without detection un- 
til it actually staged an attack. (Aum 
was not broken up after the Tokyo 
subway incident. It still has some 
18,000 followers in Russia and asscts 
of more than a billion dollars.) 

We don’t know how many groups 
like Aum may exist. We do know that 
America has no shortage of zealous 
enemies, such as the Saudi superter- 
rorist Osama bin Laden. Saddam 
Hussein may be helping bin Laden 
acquire biowcapons, and recent re- 
ports suggest that bin Laden may 
have mail-ordered deadly germs from 
labs in the former Eastern Bloc. 

It’s truc that there are few histori- 
cal examples of major terrorist at- 
tacks on Amcrican soil. But the end 
of the Cold War, and the prolifcra- 
tion of technology and information, 
limit the relevance of historical cx- 
amples. We have alrcady seen the 
beginnings of the change, not just 
with Aum Shinrikyo but with the 
World Trade Center bombing in 
1993 and the Oklahoma City bomb- 
ing in 1995. As former Georgia scn- 
ator Sam Nunn put it after the 
Tokyo attack, “The world has en- 
tered a new era.” 

Or listen to the president himself. 
Bill Clinton told the Times that a 
threatened or actual chemical or bio- 
logical attack in this country is “a 
near-certainty.” While such a catas- 
trophe is not necessarily imminent, 














Clinton says, it is “likely to happen some- 
time in the next few years.” 


ITTING IN a Pennsylvania warehouse 
is the entire US stockpile of smallpox 
vaccine. It amounts to less than 10 million 

doses. 

That might sound like a lot, until you con- 
sider that smallpox vaccinations ended more 
than 20 years ago. And since smallpox inocu- 
lation isn’t permanent, virtually none of the 
country’s 270 million people are immune to 
the fast-spreading disease. A major smallpox 
outbreak would force the president to make 
agonizing choices about how to distribute the 
lifesaving doses. 

Our supplies of other vaccines and an- 
tibiotics are just as inadequate. The coun- 
try’s limited supplies of anthrax vaccine are 
reserved for military and government per- 
sonnel. As the New Republic reported last 
weck, the Pentagon must approve every in- 
dividual civilian request for vaccination 
(which it rarely does). And for many poten- 
tial germ weapons, the US has no vaccines 
at all. 

The president and Congress have been 
trying to address these potentially catas- 
trophic shortcomings through vast 
amounts of new spending and preparation. 
Clinton’s latest budget would double 
spending for preparedness against chemi- 
cal and biological weapons to $2.8 billion, 
including nearly $400 million to research 
pathogens and develop vaccines and more 
than $50 million to build the nation’s vac- 
cine stockpiles. He has created a new

“anti-terrorism czar” to oversce Amcrica’s 
defenses against chemical, biological, and 


nuclear attacks. All 2.4 million members of 


the US military are now being vaccinated 
against anthrax (the president won't reveal 
whether he himself has been inoculated). 
The Pentagon has even asked Clinton to 
create a new military unit that would man- 
age a domestic terrorist crisis. 

But not everyone is convinced that the 
bioterrorism threat merits so much moncy, 
effort, and alarm. Some experts argue that 
the ease of making and using biowcapons 
has been exaggerated. 

“We're not talking about minimally 
trained biology students cooking up this 
stuff in their bathtub,” says Michacl Mood- 
ie of the Chemical and Biological Arms 
Control Institute in Washington, DC. 
“Maybe growing the agent is not a particu- 
larly difficult process, but that’s not nearly 
the same as a weapons capability.” 

“1 think there’s still a tendency to cast 
this publicly in thriller-writer terms,” adds 
Moodie, who is perhaps thinking of The 
Cobra Event, Richard Preston’s best-sclling 
1997 novel imagining an Iraqi-sponsored 
biological attack on New York City. Presi- 
dent Clinton was reportedly so alarmed by 
the book — in which victims of an engi- 
neered “supervirus” eat their own tongucs 
and gouge out their eyes — that he or- 
dered a report on its plausibility. 

And while there has never been a suc- 
cessful act of bioterrorism, we do know of 
some bungled attempts. On at least nine

MIT pits brains against germs 


F ALL THE things that make biological 

weapons so fiendish, nothing may be more 
alarming than their invisibility. Bioweapons an- 
nounce their presence through mass out- 
breaks of disease. But by the time sick victims 
fill the hospitals, the best opportunities to con- 
tain the catastrophe will have been lost. 

A little early warning, however, could save 
thousands of lives. People downwind from an 

attack could stay indoors, or wear $5 gas 
respon- 


gency personnel could arrive 
from around the country be- 
fore they're needed. 

That’s why federal scien- 
tists are rushing to develop 
“biodetectors,” high-tech de- 
vices that can offer precious _ 
warning that an attack is un- 
der way. The military has de- 
veloped some basic biode- 
tectors, but so far the ma- 
chines have been too ex- 
pensive and slow for 
widespread use. In a Na- 
tional Press Club address 
this month, Secretary of En- 
ergy Bill Richardson declared biodetector re- 
search to be a top national priority: “Within 
three years | want our labs to develop biologi- 
cal-agent detectors small enough to fit into the 
hand of a fireman or cop,” Richardson said. 

That's exactly the goal of one of the world’s 
leading biodetector projects, now being con- 
ducted at Lincoln Laboratories in Lexington, 
Massachusetts. Drab on the outside, teeming 
with government secrets on the inside, Lincoln 
Labs is an X-Files kind of place. The mission 
of this federally funded arm of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology is to apply 
MIT brainpower to everything from air-traffic 
control to ballistic-missile defense to tracking 
potential “killer asteroids” on a collision course 
with the earth. 

Led by a mild-mannered laser-technology 
expert named Charles Primmerman, Lincoin 
Labs is trying to build a detector that is small 
enough and inexpensive enough to be in- 
stalled throughout cities, on military bases, and 
in high-risk locations such as federal buildings 
and airports. “Detection,” Primmerman says, 
“is the comerstone of biological defense.” 

Congress has already pumped a few mil- 
lion dollars into Primmerman’s program, 
which is one of several moving ahead at labs

around the country. But Primmerman’s is 
considered one of the most advanced and 
promising in the nation — “real cutting-edge 
stuff,” as one Senate national-security staffer 
puts it. 

The scientific details of Primmerman’s pro- 
ject are enough to frizzie the layman's mind. 
But they can be boiled down to two basic ele- 
ments. First, there is detection. Primmerman

To make that possible, 
Primmerman’s team is 
working with MIT biologists 
who are engineering spe- 
cial white biood cells, or B cells — which the 
human body uses to fight off infections — 
that can act as living germ “sensors.” The 
idea is to create “smart” B cells that will at- 
tach only to a specific germ. Thus, one type 
of B cell would react to anthrax, another to 
botulinum, and so on. 

To make an identification, the detector must 
be able to see which cells are reacting to the 
suspicious air sample. A glowing-jellyfish gene 
will be inserted into the B cells so that if they 
latch on to a germ particle they will, quite sim- 
ply, light up. Supersensitive cameras will “see” 
this reaction, and the detector will report what 
it has found — with a simple text display that 
anyone could read. Ideally, the whole process 
takes less than a minute. 

The biology in particular, Primmerman 
Says, is still a long way from completion. Yet 
the pressure is immense to deliver quickly. 
Bill Richardson wants accurate detectors 
ready in time for the 2002 Olympic Games in 
Salt Lake City. And Primmerman appreciates 
the urgency. 

“| don't think it would surprise anybody,” he 
says in a scientific deadpan, “if there were an 
attack this afternoon.”

to use germ weapons; these efforts includ- 


ed a 1990 plan to spray botulinum toxin 
on the Japanese Parliament and a botched 
1993 attack on the wedding of Japan's 
crown prince. Considering that Aum was 
competent, well financed, and determined 
to cause a biological catastrophe, its fail- 
ures are reassuring. 

The evidence is also limited that terror- 
ist groups actually want biowcapons. Ex- 


perts suggest that terrorists may be daunt- 


ed by cost, technical complexity, the con- 


sequences of getting caught, or the fear of 


getting sick themselves. And even terror- 

ists might have moral boundaries: in 1995 
an Aum Shinrikyo member who was sup- 
posed to fill sprayer-fitted bricfcases with 
botulinum for a planned subway attack 


was struck by a guilty conscicnce and sub- 


stituted water for the toxin. 

Given these caveats, some are asking 
whether the new bioterrorism scare is sim- 
ply the newest bogeyman to be trotted out 
by a Pentagon seeking to justify its budget 
in a post-Cold War world. “How much of 
the alarm is feeding the beached threat ex- 


perts of the Cold War?” the journalist Peter 


Pringle recently asked in the online maga- 

zine Slate. “How much... . is the threat in- 
dustry acting like a new military-industrial 
complex of which we should beware?” 


UCH COLD War shibboleths seem out 

of place in this debate, however. 
Biowcapons come with their own sect of 
rules unlike anything we've seen before. 
Although the shadow of nuclear annihila- 
tion cast a permanent chill on life during 
the Cold War, the logic that governed su- 
perpowcr confrontation always provided a 


strange security. Mutual Assured Destruc- 


tion was fittingly derided by its acronym: 
MAD. It deficd imagination and threat- 
encd the existence of life on carth. But in 
the end, it kept the missiles in their silos.

Taking liberties 


Fighting terrorism might mean curtailing freedoms 


N THE 1998 action thriller The Siege, Bruce 

Willis plays an Army general who leads sol- 
diers into New York City to impose a state of 
martial law after a wave of Islamic terrorism. 
Muslims are interned en masse, and Willis 
metes out wartime justice, torturing and mur- 
dering when necessary. 

Now life is threatening to imitate art, as the 
Pentagon pushes a plan to create a new posi- 
tion — a military leader who would be charged 
with responding to major terrorist attacks on 
American soil, including those involving chem- 
ical, nuclear, and biological weapons. 

The Pentagon says its new proposal will 
hardly lead to tanks rolling through city 
streets; the idea is simply to use the military's 
vast resources and logistical muscle to rush 
supplies and personnel to a crisis-stricken 
area. But civil libertarians warn that the new 
proposal foreshadows further military en- 
croachment into domestic affairs. 

“The Congress ought to reject any proposal 


c. “This is quite the opposite of ‘Mutual 
Assured Destruction,’ ” Princeton’s 
Steven Blpck testified last weck. “This is 
David and Goliath. . . . One guy ina 
garage can take down a giant.” 

Nothing is assured any longer. Amcrica 
must start coming to terms with a new re- 
ality: we are vulnerable. Try as we might, 
we can never police every little basement 
laboratory, every amoral mercenary with a 
bioengineering degree. 

But there’s much we can do to mitigate 
a potential attack, and perhaps even to 
dissuade would-be terrorists by putting up 
a fagade of readiness. Clinton has wiscly 
begun this work. But much more moncy is 
needed for medical training and equip- 
ment, as well as for biodetection technolo-

to further involve the military in civilian law-en- 
forcement efforts,” says Greg Nojeim, legisia- 
tive counsel for the American Civil Liberties 
Union. “When we've called in the troops in the 
past, the results have been disastrous. The in- 
ternment of Japanese-Americans during 
World War Il was conducted by the military.” 

Critics say that the specter of catastrophic 
terrorism has been used recently to justify 
several new limitations on civil liberties. 
Since 1996, the president and Congress 
have given the FBI broad new powers to 
conduct wiretapping, trace telephone calls, 
and obtain business records. The govern- 
ment has also expanded its ability to deport 
aliens and deny entry to immigrants suspect- 
ed of being terrorists. 

“In the context of fighting crime, the presi- 
dent’s record on civil liberties has been nothing 
short of a disaster,” says Nojeim. 

Despite such howls, however, the Clinton 
administration is open about the fact that hard 


Speedy 
identification and treatment of an anthrax 
attack could raise the survival rate from 
20 percent to 90 percent. 

Real progress will also require Republi- 
cans in Congress to overcome thcir small- 
mindcd isolationism and budget millions 
more to secure germ weapons in Russia, 
redouble American intelligence overscas, 
and apply cconomic and moral pressure 
through treaties, sanctions, and trade in- 
centives to promote vigilance in other 
countrics. Harvard University’s resident 
terrorism expert, Philip Heymann, recom- 
mends that the UN publicize huge re- 
wards for information about biotcrrorist 
activities. US leaders must also educate 
the public about the danger, especially

choices are on the way. In an interview with 
the Army Times last October, Secretary of De- 
fense William Cohen said that “terrorism is es- 
calating to the point that Americans soon may 
have to choose between civil liberties and 
more-intrusive means of protection.” 

Some defenders of the new federal powers 
say they're a small price to pay to fend off an- 
thrax, nerve gas, and suitcase-sized nuclear 
bombs, and that they're but a fraction of what 
the country could expect from the government 
in the aftermath of a serious terrorist attack. But 
civil libertarians remain skeptical. Says Nojeim: 
“We're trying to keep scenes from movies like 
The Siege in the theaters, and off the streets.”

when it comes to explaining why Amcrican 
lives are at risk in the skies of Iraq. 

Still, we can never fully climinate the 
threat — or completely prepare for it. An 
act of bioterrorism in an American city 
would profoundly altcr our national psy- 
che. It would drape a new shroud of fear 
over every simple bout with the flu. The 
familiar expression “Somcthing’s becn go- 
ing around” would suddenly become load- 
ed with terrifying implications. It’s almost 
enough to make onc pine for the brutal 
simplicity of Mutual Assured Destruction. 
But then, the Devil is always changing his 
form. e

OU KNOW THE feeling. You’re out shopping, at 

peace with the world, when suddenly from across 

the floor comes the unmistakable mating cry of a 
Fashion Find. You finger the material. It's nice. You check 
the size. It’s right. You check the price. It’s obscene. 
You're crushed. There’s a broken heart for every dress 
at Macy’s. 

Cheer up. Norwood-based Deal-a-Day, Inc. 
(www.dealaday.com) is offering online therapy for the 
melancholy shopper. Founded by veteran clothing execu- 
tive Edward Mufson (previously of Building 19), this one- 
year-old Internet service is rapidly gaining a large and 
loyal following of fashionistas who hate to pay retail. 

Clicking through this site is like running amok in a fanta- 
sy department store: $180 Halston skirts for $12; $180 
Armani jackets for $40; $42 DKNY T-shirts for $14. The 
long list of designers and brand names is drool-inducing, 
with more than a few labels you wouldn’t expect to find 
peddling first-quality goods at 45 to 90 percent off. In 
addition to women’s clothing (both regular and plus 
sizes), there are sections offering menswear, accessories, 
and children’s clothing. 

How is this possible? Deal-a-Day, Inc. spokesperson 
Sheri Alpert credits the owner's long- 
standing ties to the industry: “He 
knows everybody.” When Mufson 
first started the business, he built 
inventory by hunting around for 
odd lots; now, he says, designers 
with extra merchandise to unload 
call him. 
Because the company doesn’t 


insist on a full range of colors and 

sizes for every item, it’s able to snap 
up remnants that have been passed 
over by other discounters. This does 
mean that what you like may not be 


available in your size or color . . 
With 150 new deals being added on an average day, 
however, it’s unlikely you’ll be disappointed for long. The 
site rewards persistence, and the thrill of the hunt can 


be half the fun.

My roommates and I are having an argument about 
electroshock therapy after watching Jack in One Flew Over the 
Cuckoo’s Nest. What actually happens when someone gets 
zapped through the brain? Jack convulses for a number of sec- 
onds after he gets zapped, but one of my roommates contends 
that that would not actually happen and there would be no 
convulsions after the initial shock (i.e., after the electrodes were 
removed). Can you give us the Dope?

This is the most interesting thing you can think of to ask 
about electroshock? Whether it makes the patient twitch? 
Come on, what you really want to know is: (1) What is elec- 
troshock supposed to accomplish, anyway? and (2) You 
mean they’re still doing it? (Answer: You’d better believe it.) 
But don’t worry, we'll delve into the question of twitching, 
too. 

Electroshock, more formally known as electroconvulsive 
therapy, or ECT, was one of four radical techniques intro- 
duced in the 1930s to treat mental illness. (We learn this 
from Elliot S. Valenstein’s Great and Desperate Cures: The 
Rise and Decline of Psychosurgery and Other Radical 
Treatments for Mental Illness, which | recommend to any- 
body who thinks medicine is a science.) Besides elec- 
troshock there was lobotomy, insulin-coma therapy, and 
metrazol convulsion therapy. Electroshock is the only one 
still in common use. 

The idea behind shock treatment, whether chemical or 
electrical, was to trigger a grand mal epileptic seizure. For 
ECT, the patient was placed on a gurney, and electrodes 
were applied to the temples or other points on the skull. In 
the early days a stiff jolt of house current was applied with- 
out further ado, and the patient went into convulsions last- 
ing a minute or so. The spasms were sometimes violent, and 
in about 1 percent of cases the patient suffered a broken 
bone or dislocation. (Broken bones were more common in 
metrazol therapy, which is why many doctors favored ECT.) 
In later years doctors began using anesthetics to knock the 
patient out, plus a muscle relaxant to eliminate injuries. So 
to answer your question, patients twitched big-time in the 
old days but relatively little now. 

Although no one knew why (there were plenty of wacky 
theories), convulsions often produced a marked improve- 
ment in patients with severe mental illness — schizophrenics 
became lucid, for example. But the improvement was usually 
temporary, and the patient had to be shocked again. Six to 
20 times over a period of weeks was typical, but the medical 
literature tells of one patient who was shocked five times a 
day, and another who was shocked 200 times in a year. 

Shock treatment and lobotomy went into decline when 
antischizophrenic drugs were introduced in the 1950s, and 
drugs remain the preferred therapy today. But ECT has 
found its niche in the treatment of patients with major 
depression for whom drugs are ineffective or otherwise 
inadvisable. Some argue that for certain conditions it should 
be the first line of treatment. 

The whole thing sounds barbaric, though I suppose this 
might be said of a lot of medical procedures. (“Babs, do you 
realize surgeons slice people open with knives and cut out 
their internal organs??!!”) Valenstein recalls a ward full of 
patients undergoing insulin-coma therapy in 1950 who were 
drooling, twitching, grasping, shouting — a vision of hell. 
ECT is civilized by comparison. Still, there can be serious side 
effects and complications, ranging from protracted seizures 
and cardiac arrhythmia to confusion and amnesia. Although 
proponents argue that nowadays ECT is safe and scientific, 
there’s no denying that inducing an epileptic seizure is a dras- 
tic procedure, and the main reason to undertake it is to help a 
patient who otherwise seems doomed. &

tor George Plimpton started living Walter Mitty 

fantasies and writing about them — most famously 
in Paper Lion, his story of going through training camp as 
a somewhat uncoordinated quarterback with the Detroit 
Lions. George also boxed a few rounds with former light- 
heavyweight champion Archie Moore and tried his hand at 
being a goaltender for an ice-hockey team, but he met his 
waterloo after snaring a gig as percussionist for the New 
York Philharmonic: he couldn’t keep a steady beat with 
the sleigh bells that open Gustav Mahler’s Fourth Sym- 
phony, and NYPO director Leonard Bernstein sent him 
home from the orchestra’s tour. 

I don’t write as amusingly as George, and I can’t even 
sight-read music, but with a Mahler-recording collection 
that long ago passed the 200 mark, I’m probably better 
acquainted with Gustav. And so, back in January, I decide 
to follow Plimpton’s example and audition for the chorus 
of the Mahler Eighth that Benjamin Zander and the Bos- 
ton Philharmonic, with Jeffrey Rink’s Chorus pro Musica 
and David Carrier’s Newton Choral Society, are planning 
— with the idea that I’ll go through the 14 rehearsals and 
ultimately sing in the two performances March 9 and 13 
at Symphony Hall. Without getting sent home. 

The Eighth isn’t just any Mahler symphony. Its two sec- 
tions — a 25-minute setting of the ninth-century Latin 
Pentecost hymn “Veni Creator Spiritus” and a 60-minute 
setting of the final scene from Goethe’s Faust — call for 
double chorus, children’s chorus, eight soloists, and 
Mahler’s usual mammoth orchestra. Gustav himself pre- 
miered it in Munich in 1910 (it was the last of his works he 
conducted) with 171 instrumentalists and 858 singers; no 
wonder Munich concert agent Emil Gutmann dubbed it the 
“Symphony of a Thousand.” That’s one reason Boston 
hasn’t witnessed a Mahler Eighth since Seiji Ozawa and the

B EGINNING BACK IN the 1960s, Paris Review edi- 





BSO did it back in 1980. Even Symphony Hall can’t ac- 
commodate anything like 850 singers, but Jeffrey Rink, 
chorusmaster for this project, will have to augment the 
Chorus pro Musica and the Newton Choral Society to get 
the total up to 200 or so adults. Which is where I come in. 

If I’m successful, it won’t be my first Mahler performance. 
In the summer of 1969, I sang in a performance of the Sec- 
ond Symphony — the Resurrection — up at Dartmouth 
College with the Harvard-Radcliffe Summer School Chorus, 
an evening that most people remember as the one when Neil 
Armstrong walked on the moon. I recall thinking it would 
have been nice if they could have projected the moonwalk 
behind us as the chorus rose to sing in the final movement, 
but the technology wasn’t available, and anyway, the concert 
organizers seemed to prefer their Mahler straight up. Even 
then I hardly qualified as more than a pleasant baritone of 
limited range who could sing on key; | owed my acceptance 
into the chorus to a severe tenor shortage (the final count 
was something like 45 sopranos, 45 altos, 30 basses, and 
seven tenors) and to my ability to memorize the music. 

Now I have a chance to perform in Symphony Hall — 
at a significantly higher degree of difficulty. The Resurrec- 
tion, with its 10 minutes of relatively melodic and easy-to- 
remember singing, is a choral pussycat. Mahler’s Eighth is 
more like a man-eating tiger. The chorus sings for most of 
the 25 minutes of part one, and that movement’s center- 
piece is a nasty double fugue that’s heaven to listen to but 
hell to perform. Part two is less physically demanding (at 
least for the not-so-celestial men’s voices), but you keep 
popping up in short phrases, and on pitches that aren’t 
easy to find. If I go into the audition unprepared, I'll flunk 
out on the spot. 


The audition 

And so I pull out my score, sit down at my piano 
(which, built in 1893, is actually older than the sympho- 
ny), and play through the tenor part. It’s an ear-opening 


experience. The Eighth is my least favorite Mahler sym- 
phony — Gustav described it as “a gift to the whole na- 
tion,” and indeed it’s an attempted public declaration of 
faith from an artist whose beliefs were neither public nor 
simple, but private and complex. You can see straight off 
what’s missing from this Faust: Mephistopheles, who’s 
been vanquished in the previous scene. Mahler’s greatest 
works arise from doubt, even despair; the Devil has most 
of the best lines. Here he has hardly any. 

For the performer, however, Mahler’s script is all too 
demonic, its choral cacophony right out of Bosch’s Last 
Judgment or Dante’s Inferno. And then, I don’t exactly ace 
the audition, at which I sing a verse of “America,” repeat 
some phrases Jeffrey Rink plays on the piano, and try to 
read the tenor line of some four-part harmony. Jeffrey was 
clearly hoping for better; he diagnoses my fuzzy pitch, my 
lack of vocal support, and my miserable sight-reading. We 
reach an accommodation only on my promise to memo- 
rize my part, and at that he looks doubtful. I assure him 
that, for me, memorizing Mahler is easy. 


The rehearsals: Old South, Newton 


Well, relatively easy. But as I make my way through the 
first few rehearsals at Old South Church, in Copley 
Square, I wonder whether Jeffrey’s initial impulse to say 
no wasn’t right. I’ve been assigned to the first (high) bass- 
es in Chorus I, possibly because he figures the bass line 
will be easier for me to follow, but I’m still floundering. 
Sitting down at the piano and trying to learn the notes 
(“What kind of a progression is G-flat/F/E/D/D- 
flat/C?”) is not fun, though eventually I perceive that 
building a symphony through the juxtaposition of numer- 
ous by-themselves-meaningless parts mirrors Mahler’s vi- 
sion of God’s creation: it makes sense only when everyone 
plays and sings together. And the painful learning process 
creates a common bond as we struggle through the re- 
hearsals — the two choruses first separately, then com- 














bined, sometimes at Old South, sometimes out in Newton. 
At rehearsal number six, Boston Philharmonic conductor 
Ben Zander turns up to hear and tape our efforts, prompt- 
ing Jeffrey to plead, after we’ve screwed up, “The man has 
a vision. Don’t take away his dream.” 

Jeffrey has made our assignment that much more chal- 
lenging by redistributing some of the parts to provide 
more weight in the middle; ! can see the logic, but it 
means that the high basses, for example, can find them- 
selves jumping from bass clef to treble and back in the 
middle of a phrase, which is a strain even on the good 
singers. The highlighter will be my friend, I realize. Actu- 
ally, I need two highlighters — yellow for the tenor line, 
green for the bass (to distinguish them from Chorus II’s 
entirely different tenor and bass parts). The jumps aren’t 
all clearly marked, either — or maybe that’s another way 
of bringing us together, as we huddle over what we’re sup- 
posed to sing and whether we can do it. 

Jeffrey presides over this seeming chaos with a Judge 
Judy—like combination of smarts, indignation, and humor. 
At the outset he vows, “I’m going to work you like dogs” 
(this elicits some barking from the second basses), but 
over a typical two and a half hours of rehearsal he really 
doesn’t ask for much more than undivided attention and 
concentration. Although he professes respect rather than 
love for the Eighth, he has a sharp ear for what notes, 
what accents, what dynamics we should be singing at ev- 
ery moment. He greets our failure to deliver with good- 
natured resignation: “Ladies, that’s an awfully democratic 
B-flat I’m hearing.” He offers moral support: “Hey, he 
[Gustav] only modulates about five times in three bars.” 
And if he doesn’t love the symphony, he certainly under- 
stands it: when we come to the climax of part two, 
Goethe’s “Alles vergangliche/Ist nur ein Gleichnis” (“All 
that is transient/Is just an image”), he points out that for 
all Mahler’s storming of the heavens, this quiet, sublime 
passage is what the audience will remember. 

For our part, we’re like well-meaning students who 
don’t always remember to do our homework. You need 
commitment to sing in an organization like the Chorus 
pro Musica (which is celebrating its 50th anniversary this 

year). There are dues to be paid (revenue from your con- 
certs won’t cover costs), sponsors to be courted, raffles to 
be run. And you have to be able to sing — I would never 
cut it as a regular member. But you try to have fun, too. 
The tone is set at the beginning of my first rehearsal, when 
John Crawford is introduced as the organization’s presi- 
dent. “What do you do?” a newcomer asks. “Nothing,” 
John says, beaming proudly. “I’m just a figurehead.” 
Sometimes during the break a conga line will form, every- 
one massaging the shoulders of the person in front. 

Gradually something that Gustav might recognize be- 
gins to well up. Ben Zander turns up to direct at re- 
hearsal number eight (the one rehearsal I miss). At re- 
hearsal number 10, in Newton Corner’s Eliot Church 
(getting there is its own adventure), he tells us to phrase 
the music, to caress it like opera singers. Ben has always 
reminded me of E.T.A. Hoffmann’s intense, almost man- 
ic fictional conductor Johannes Kreisler. His love of this 
symphony is boundless, his attention to details (particu- 
larly those of phrasing) is inexhaustible, and his enthusi- 
asm is contagious. It’s easy to see how he gets profes- 
sional results from amateur performers, and how he’s 
made a second career for himself as a motivational 
speaker for businessmen. 


The rehearsals: Symphony Hall 


Twenty minutes into rehearsal number 11 and my 
dream of performing on the Symphony Hall stage has 
been shattered. No, I haven’t been sent home, but now 
that we’ve embarked on the first of four Symphony Hall 
rehearsals (finally meeting the orchestra and the children), 
it’s evident that the stage won’t accommodate all 200 adult 
singers. Volunteers to go up into the first balcony are so- 
licited. Overlooking my occasional acrophobia, I decide 
the press should set a good example, so I join the “enfants 
du Paradis.” 

Actually, the real children of Paradise are gathered up 
in the second balcony — the Performing Artists at Lin- 
coln School and the Newton All-City Chamber Singers. 
Call us the adolescents of Paradise, a squabbly lot who 
can’t even get ourselves seated without direction. We 
have a magnificent view of the orchestra and our sepa- 
rated brethren, and also of the house. It’s not quite the 
novelty I hoped for — I think I was sitting in this exact 
same seat for the BSO’s Mahler Tenth back in 1979. 
And I’m a little concerned when it’s announced that the 
Saturday performance has been sold out. Did they re- 
member to reserve our section? Will I discover a paying 
customer sitting in my seat? 

The immediate problem is that I’m situated behind Ben, 
so that when I turn to sing out toward the audience, I can 
barely see him out of the corner of my left eye. And we 
can’t hear anyone on stage, only the Philharmonic, which 
Ben keeps asking to play softer. (Many orchestra members 
are doubtless also making their Symphony Hall debuts, 
and naturally they want to play out rather than just accom- 
pany.) When we come to the section where the angels sing 
that Faust can be saved, he admonishes the players, “This 
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AS IF Mahler’s Eighth didn’t present enough 
trouble for the very amateur bass, this perfor- 
mance called for repeated jumps from bass 
clef to treble — and two highlighters just to 
keep track. 


is the only version of Faust where he isn’t damned. It’s a 
great moment in the history of humankind — don’t drown 
it!” When we get to “Alles vergangliche,” the singing is too 
loud; Ben asks us to mouth the words, and it’s an eerie 
thing to watch him conduct our silent “singing” with all 
his usual energy. After 15 seconds, he’s pleased: “That’s 
it! Just a whisper louder than that!” 

At rehearsal number 12, a redeployment of the gallery 
gods puts me in the front row, and though the first bal- 
cony at Symphony Hall isn’t very high, my fear of heights 
kicks in and I have trouble concentrating on the music. At 
the break I’m able to retreat to the back row, where, with 
bodies between me and the stage, I do better. But I’m still 
not in command of all the notes, which is discouraging af- 
ter so many rehearsals with the group and practice ses- 
sions at home. And there’s no first bass within earshot, so 
I’m on my own. It’s clear that the arrangement of singers 
— about 150 adults on stage and 50 more in the first bal- 
cony, plus about 80 children in the second balcony — is 
far from ideal, but there’s no good remedy. By this point 
Ben and Jeffrey have concluded that another 100 adult 
voices are needed to balance the orchestra, but even if 
there were time to recruit the extra singers, there’d be no 
place to put them — Symphony Hall simply isn’t large 
enough for this work. 

At least I’m no longer getting lost on my way to the cho- 
rus room, which you reach from the Symphony Hall stage 
door by going under the stage and then through several 
zip codes into the bowels of the Cohen wing — I keep 
looking down at the floor for track lighting, or maybe a 
trail of bread crumbs. And there’s no repetition of what 
happened before rehearsal number 13, when the Chorus I 
gallery group, all charged to go out and kick some Mahler 
butt, stormed up the stairs only to find the door into the 
hall locked. Best of all, a deus ex machina has materialized 
in the seat next to me: Ben Sears, the singing half of the 
local vocal/piano duo Sears & Conner, was in the chorus 
for the BSO Eighth in 1980, and he’s been called on to 
help out. With a professional first bass on my right, I be- 
gin to achieve respectability. 

But watching the other Ben, down on the podium, is still 
a problem, especially since I’m also wrestling with my 
brand-new “progressive lenses” (the current consumer- 
friendly trade term for what used to be called bifocals). 
They seem to be upside down: Zander is blurry and so is 
my score. Even singers with 20/20 vision are struggling to 
keep together; there’s concern in the chorus room over 
Ben’s zippy tempos and mercurial phrasing. Jeffrey re- 

minds us that “Ben’s credo is risk-taking, and risk-taking 
in music is like risk-taking in the stock market: when you 
win, you win big-time, but when you lose, you lose your

shirt.” Our only hope is to concentrate and watch Ben like 
a hawk. Oh, and not get distracted when the TV crew 
from Nightline shows up. 


The performances 

Yes, we’re celebrities now, though the Nightline cameras 
are, understandably, pointed at the assemblage on stage 
before Tuesday’s first performance, not up at the balcony 
forces. Down in the chorus room Jeffrey has a sobering 
thought for us: “Most of you will never have the opportu- 
nity to sing this again, so carpe diem.” It’s true: Boston 
could easily wait 20 years for another Mahler Eighth. The 
gallery groups have to line up out in the hallway, in front 
of incoming audience members, and inevitably there are 
missing bodies; I feel for John Crawford, who’s supposed 
to be sitting in front of me but is fighting the flu. 

My day has already included dropping my just- 
laundered formal shirt into the snow on the way into work 
(fortunately, the affected parts don’t show), then search- 
ing for a three-hole punch so I can transfer my score to a 
larger binder and turn the pages more quietly. (I can just 
hear myself on the phone: “I’d love to go hear Traviata 
but I’m repunching my Mahler score tonight.”) After a 
hectic 10 hours of production at the Phoenix — I dump 
what I don’t finish into the lap of my trusty but overbur- 
dened associate editor, Jon — I scramble into my tuxedo 
(only 20 minutes to get the bow tie right), rush through a 
bad choice of pre-concert snack (beet-and-squash pizza is 
not for everyone, certainly not for me), and discover I’m 
too exhausted to feel nervous. 

We’ve been warned that there might not be much light 
up where we are, but there’s enough. I look out wistfully 
at the very back of the second balcony, the place you 
want to be to hear a large-scale work (I stood there for 
Claudio Abbado’s legendary BSO Mahler Second in 
1979), and discover that that’s where Jeffrey Rink has 
stationed himself — well, I said he was smart. The 
soloists file in, Ben (celebrating his 60th birthday but 
looking 50) takes the podium, and a few botched en- 
trances and fluffed notes (from me) later, the audience is 
on its feet for a seven-minute standing ovation. I feel as 
if I'd dreamed the whole 90 minutes. Yet the audience is 
obviously moved, and when I locate Jon and his wife, 
Clea, afterward, they assure me it sounded great from 
where they sat. 

The reviews from Ellen Pfeifer (Herald) and Richard 
Dyer (Globe) are mostly favorable. (I’ve ordered the 
Phoenix’s Pulitzer-winning classical critic, Lloyd 
Schwartz, to be enthusiastic or else, knowing that, as al- 
ways, he’ll cheerfully ignore me.) I wish my contribution 
had been more positive. My piano and I spend a lot of 
quality time together before Saturday’s performance as I 
try to figure out why the simple modulation from E-flat to 
C in the “Jungfrau, rein im schénsten Sinne” (“Virgin 
Mother, purest of the pure”) section of part two should be 
a musical mystery as well as a religious one. 

Saturday I decide not to wait till the last minute to fuss 
with my bow tie, so I start working on it at 4 p.m. — and 
of course this time it takes just 20 seconds. The excite- 
ment level is high outside Symphony Hall, with “need tick- 
et” signs going up, but not inside, where the chorus seems 
a little flat (second-night slump?) and the audience ap- 
plauds rather than erupts. Ben Sears has another commit- 
ment, and back on my own I sing some phrases better, 
others worse. The piece zooms by again; afterward there’s 
an emptiness about the chorus room, and it doesn’t help 
when the Harvard music-professor friend who came to 
hear me finds her car’s been towed. I’ll be back here the 
next night, but only as a critic, to review the Chieftains; 
my Symphony Hall performing career is over, barring the 
unlikely chance that Kevin Conneff comes down with 
laryngitis and they ask for Gaelic-vocalist volunteers from 
the audience. The bravos were nice; what’s missing from 
my Symphony Hall dream, I realize, is the feeling that I 
earned them. 


Coda 


I need an infusion of Ben’s optimism and energy, but I 
suspect the last place I’ll find him is at his own party. By 
10:30 his Brattle Street house is packed even tighter than 
the Symphony Hall stage was; meanwhile, he’s still back 
there, greeting friends and admirers. Around 11 or so, a 
chorus of “Happy Birthday” goes up: he’s arrived. An im- 
promptu men’s group clusters around the piano to bang 
out the last pages of part two. Later a tape of the perfor- 
mance booms out over Ben’s magnificent sound system 
and an entire roomful of us sing along from memory. Al- 
though we’re pretty ragged, there’s a jam-session exuber- 
ance that was missing from the concert performances — 
and that isn’t really in the score, either. (I start to wonder 
whether Ben shouldn’t devote next week’s “Jazzical” BPO 
fundraiser to a jazz version of the Eighth.) Having joined 
in (I actually did memorize most of the score), I feel better 
about my contribution. Maybe this doesn’t have to be my 
last public performance. Anyone know where I can find a 
set of sleigh bells? ®

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"VE NEVER MET Leslie Karsner, but 

I’m staring at a photograph of her on 

the Web — well-manicured, blonde, 
with a slight glamour-shot halo — and I’m 
discussing the details of my romantic life with 
her over the phone. We’re about 15 minutes 
into our very first conversation, and she 
already knows that I’m single, dating, and so 
enthralled with a particular author that I con- 
sider the fascination a professional crush. 

Karsner is a romance coach. Unfailingly 
polite, enthusiastic, and warm, she plays the 
role of “confidante, coach, and cheerleader” 
to dozens of men and women between the 
ages of 26 and 66, spread from California to 
New York. She is not a therapist and not a 
consultant. “I don’t diagnose,” she says, in 
her peaches-and-cream voice. “I ask, ‘How 
can I serve you best?’ I stand for [my 
clients] in the success that they want to 
achieve.” 

The success most of Karsner’s clients 
want to achieve is very specific: they are, as 
she puts it, “searching for that one relation- 
ship.” I tell her that right now the word 
marriage gives me worse shakes than 
Mountain Dew, and that I’m quite happy 
to be “dating.” 

So she asks how my last few dates turned 
out. “What kinds of people are you attract- 
ing?” she says. “What is it you’re looking for 
in terms of your own life?” We haven’t gone 
through a whole dating history, as she would 
do with a real client. Nor have I been 
through her seven-stage “Romance Factor” 
analysis. But, despite her limited knowledge 
of my romantic skills, Karsner is gamely try- 
ing to persuade me to tackle my Olympian 
crush. 

She asks me what I find attractive about 
the author. “You think his accomplishments 
are worthy of your respect?” 

“Sure. I respect what he’s done. I think 
we share some interests. I like his sense of 
humor.” 

“Why don’t you e-mail him?” Karsner 
suggests. 

This suggestion immediately halves my 
vocabulary skills. 

“No way!” 

“People love to be complimented,” 
Karsner says, conspiratorially. “It wouldn’t 
necessarily be an adoring-fan comment. You 
could say that you, as another writer, related 
to something he said. Coming from a fellow 
writer, that’s the ultimate compliment. Just 
sort of open the door.” 

“What’s the worst that could happen?” 
she says. “Well, you’ve complimented him.” 

Which, I think, is the same advice my best 
friend gave me when I was considering 
whether to ask Ben to the Winter Ball in 
10th grade. 


ARSNER IS a specialized representative 

of the burgeoning field of personal 
coaching, perhaps an inevitable craze in a 
nation that worships its sports heroes, idol- 
izes its self-made men, and hires people to 
walk its dogs. Coaches are people you can 
hire to motivate you, advocate for you, 
strategize with you, and otherwise shepherd 
you through your own life. 

The whole idea of “coaching” began in the 
office as a kind of one-on-one consulting, a 
source of guidance and answers in the 
increasingly unstable world of corporate 
America. By now, executive coaching is so 
established that magazines like the corporate- 
hip Fast Company run articles not merely 
about coaching, but about how to find the 
right coach. The International Coaching 
Federation (ICF), a trade association, counts 
about 75 members in New England and 1400 
overall. Its estimates put the total number of 


Who needs friends when 
you’ve got a personal coach?

coaches working in the US at around 10,000. 

Executive coaches often focus on workplace 
skills such as presentation and delegation. But the 
personal coach’s arena is infinitely broad: any- 
thing from organizing your household chores to 
putting the spark back into your marriage. There 
is no one area that coaching is limited to, and 
there is no one background that coaches have in 
common. Anyone can put out a sign and call him- 
or herself a coach. As the industry gains populari- 
ty, however, trade groups and training programs 
have sprouted up across the country; there is even 
a Coach University, based in Colorado, which 
holds conference-call “teleclasses” and did $4 mil- 
lion in business in 1998, according to Sandy 
Vilas, its president and owner. 

The field is spreading and fragmenting, giving 
rise to subspecialties that range from romance 
coaching for lovelorn adults to college coaching 
for teenagers. In New York, a nonprofit organi- 
zation called Future Possibilities is even working 
to bring coaching to children, to teach them 
“goal setting” and “life skills.” Its founder, 
Lorraine White, envisions a time when we'll all 
say, “I have my parent, my teacher, my 
coach. .. . How cool would that be?” 


OACHING IS not for the underfunded; the 

average fee is around $200 a month, and in 
a survey of 210 coaching clients, one of the only 
controlled studies done on the industry, the ICF 
found that the average yearly income for coach- 
ing clients is $63,000. Lorraine White talks 
about someday making coaching available to 
underprivileged children, but for now, coaching 
is primarily a luxury for what coaches call 
“high-achievement” professionals — people like 
Nick Miller. 

Miller, who owns a sales-management con- 
sulting firm in Acton, allowed me to sit in on 
one of his coaching sessions. A tight, wiry man 
with a receding hairline and wire-rimmed glass- 
es, Miller has been running his own business for 
eight years, and working with coach Wendy 
Capland, the president of ICF’s New England 
chapter, for two and half. Miller is also one of 
the many Americans who now have more than 
one coach. Capland is one of four. 

In the bright, clean offices of Miller’s compa- 
ny, Clarity Advantage, Capland is holding him 
accountable for his promise to do something for 
himself. And Miller is delivering. When his wife 
and two kids went away for a vacation, he says, 
“before the car was even cold, I was at 
Tweeter.” He bought himself a stereo, some- 
thing he found so difficult that “it made me 
sick. I almost threw up. But when I listened to 
my music on it, at home. . . . I just thought, 
‘I’ve wanted this for 25 years.’ ” 

Miller and Capland discuss his yearly goals, 
which include setting a good example for the 
kids, improving his company, and playing a 
positive role in his community. Another goal is 
to go out with friends at least once a month. 
They also try to find realistic ways that Miller 
can find time for singing — “Close harmony is 
really my thing,” he says — and other activities 
that he considers “for me.” 

“What about golf?” Capland asks. “I was 
hoping we could go out and play golf.” 

“Well, we can,” Miller says, “but usually, golf 
is too much like work.” 

As a small-business owner, Miller says, he 
hires coaches to provide the kind of sounding 
board and fresh perspective that other corporate 
workers might get from a management team. As 
Miller describes them, one of his coaches 
sounds like a high-powered mentor, one is a 
marketing consultant, and one is a licensed 
social worker — a counselor whom Miller has 
asked to act as a coach “because that’s the kind 
of relationship I wanted,” he says. “It’s helpful 
for me to think of him as a coach.” 

The fourth coach is Capland, who is now 
urging him to add an item to the agenda for his 
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weekly meeting with his wife. Miller promises to call 
his friends Rick and Arlene. 

“I was on my way to being one of those guys who 
dies of heart failure at 55,” he says. “There are times 
when I call Wendy, when everything’s a muddle. I just 
need someone to put a finger in and stop the gears.” 


FTER I watch Miller’s session, Capland offers to 

coach me. She asks me to think of three goals 
that I would like to accomplish in the next 90 days, 
and we make an appointment for a phone session on 
Friday at 11 a.m. 

I write down three goals — “Hit my stride, be 
more productive at work”; “Get my apartment into 
shape”; and “Exercise more regularly” — but we 
never get past exercise. 

“If you had nirvana in this area,” Capland asks, 
“what would it look like?” Nirvana, I decide, includes 
running three times a week. 

“I hear a couple of roadblocks,” Capland says. 
“What I hear is that laundry is a roadblock, getting 
up is a roadblock.” 

She tells me to figure out where my priorities real- 
ly lie. “Keep a calendar of how many times you say 
yes [to social engagements],” Capland says, “and if 
you find that you’re saying yes more than you’re say- 
ing no, then you’re choosing not to exercise regularly 
because it’s not more important than your social 
engagements. If that’s the case, then you need to 
cross running off your list of priorities.” 

The problem is that my priorities are fluid. On 
Wednesday night before my friend’s band goes on, 
going out is a priority. After I’ve seen the band, my 
priorities are back with running, but I’ll be damned if 
my priorities are going to stop me from hitting the 
snooze button six times. The result is that, four days 
later, | haven’t been running at all, and I’m heading 
into another full-blown laundry crisis. 

Capland did suggest delegating tasks that one 
does poorly. But I suspect that that was for people on 
an executive’s budget. 
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says plants should be “bathed.” 

Up the wide, varnished pine stairs is Miller’s 
office, which is furnished with a purplish-beige 
flecked couch and a bookcase full of therapy and self- 
help books. A pale, soft-spoken man in a dark suit, 
with graying hair parted on the side, Miller is intelli- 
gent and pleasant. He asks me to rank my three goals 
(lists and goals are a coaching staple). | tell him my 
job is the most important thing going for me at the 
moment. He points to my Clean Sweep Program 
scorecard. “You know, you don’t really need that,” he 
says. “That’s just a tool. You’re already really good at 
creating a goal and a focus for yourself.” 

We have a wide-ranging conversation about how 
to find and maintain creativity. He says something I 
find interesting: we can trigger our muscle memory 
— with music, for example — in order to re-create 
certain moods. Moods, he says, generate particular 
types of thought, and not the other way around. 

The session is fun — I get to be self-indulgent and 
mildly introspective without stirring any muddy 
waters. If the conversation sounds something like 
therapy lite, perhaps that’s because Miller is also a 
therapist. He keeps the two sides of his practice 
separate; the coaching clients, he finds, are sometimes 
leery of the mental-health implications of the word 
therapy, and the therapy clients come for looking for 
help with problems or symptoms, not with motivation. 

In his coaching role, he peppers his conversation 
with fortune-cookie wisdom: “Make sufficient 
requests,” he says. “I hear you saying you want to 
learn to live with pressure and not turn it into stress.” 
He is quoting from Success Is a Choice, a book that 
happens to be written by an actual coach, the Celtics’ 
Rick Pitino. 

Miller videotapes our entire session and, at the 
end, shows me the tape. He says that I look “more in 
the zone” at the end. I can’t say, never having seen 
myself in the zone, but I conclude that I do look 
more relaxed by the end. Also, my glasses look terri- 
ble on film.

APLAND’S ADVICE struck me as solid, if unex- 

ceptional; it’s impossible to tell, on the basis of 
one session, whether she might have succeeded in 
cheerleading me to a better exercise schedule. For 
contrast, I undergo a session with Shel Miller, a per- 
sonal coach based in Brookline. 

Miller has asked me to prepare by filling out a 
workbook called the Clean Sweep™ Program. The 
program, jargon-laden and peculiarly specific in its 
details, is the closest the coaching movement comes 
to dictating a lifetime game plan. It was written by 
Coach University founder Thomas J. Leonard, author 
of The Portable Coach (Scribner). “The objective of 
the program,” writes Leonard, “is for the participant 
to get compiete about 100 possible incompletions in 
their life.” The Clean Sweep asks you to mark state- 
ments in four categories as “completely true” or 
“untrue.” For example: 


Physical Environment 
¢ | surround myself with beautiful things. 
e | recycle. 
e My hair is the way I want it. 
¢ | don’t injure myself, fall, or bump into things. 


Well-Being 
e | rarely use caffeine (chocolate, coffee, colas, 
tea) — less than three times per week, total. 
@ My cholesterol level is healthful. 
¢ | have no habits that I find to be unacceptable. 
¢ | have been tested for the AIDS antibody. 
© | use well-made sunglasses. 


As I arrive to meet Miller at his quiet, cake-icing- 
blue house in Coolidge Corner, I am defensively con- 
templating my dirt-cheap sunglasses, which lost me a 
point of my all-around dismal score on the Clean 
Sweep Program. But I like my sunglasses. I bought 
them at an amusement park in Los Angeles, their 
even-cheaper predecessors having fallen off while | 
rode a roller coaster called the Riddler. 

Looking around Miller’s house, I notice that some 
of his paint is peeling. I figure that must lose him 
some points on the Physical Environment scale. Plus, 
his plants don’t look “bathed.” Healthy and watered, 
sure. But the Clean Sweep™ Program Leader’s Guide 


LEARLY, COACHING means different things to 

different people. The vast majority of clients 
polled by the International Coaching Federation — 
and all the coaching clients I spoke with — felt their 
money had been well spent. But ultimately, it’s 
unclear what, exactly, they thought they were buying. 
People tend to approach coaches for help with time- 
management issues and come out speaking in broad 
self-help terms about having increased their “sense of 
balance” and “self-awareness.” 

It’s easier for coaches to explain what they’re not 
than to explain what they are. They’re not therapists. 
They’re not priests. They’re not coworkers. They’re 
not your mother. 

But in a sense, they are all these things. For that 
one hour per week, a coach replaces trusted mentors 
at work; he or she can stand in for best friends and 
parents, for an agony aunt, even for a minister. 
There is something uniquely American about this 
need for a coach, and not just because of the sports 
analogy. 

“We’re no longer being taught how to have 
friends and have communities,” says Elayne 
Rapping, author of The Culture of Recovery: Making 
Sense of the Self-Help Movement in Women’s Lives 
(Beacon, 1996). “It’s kind of the ultimate end of 
American individualism.” 

Chrissy Carew, a spokeswoman for the ICF, says 
she focuses on coaching people to build “support 
structures” for themselves. “Jesus Christ had 12 
apostles,” she says. “I empower them to find their 12 
apostles.” 

But for clients who haven’t quite assembled the 
apostles yet, a coach serves as a stand-in for friends 
— or, often, as a better version of them. 

“You could tell your coach anything,” says Jane 
Shaw, a former client of Wendy Capland’s. “And you 
know that it would always be kept confidential. 
There’s never any judgment. I felt much closer to my 
coach than I did to my girlfriends.” 

No one client, of course, can speak for every par- 
ticipant in these appealing, yet undefined, relation- 
ships. But still, Shaw’s comments surprise me. I 
trust my friends, of all ages and both sexes — and | 
trust them because of, not despite, the fact that they

spend time with me for free. They are by 
no means professionally trained, and they 
do have their own agendas. But so far, 
their advice seems to work — or at least it 
hasn’t gotten me into too much trouble. 

For comparison’s sake, I run the 
romance coach’s suggestion past my pri- 
mary free-of-charge coach. Mom, much like 
a ball-club owner, is always further from the 
fray, and always has an eye on the bigger 
picture. I ask her what she thinks about the 
idea of e-mailing a complete stranger whom I 
admire. “E-mailing him?” A pause. 
Maternal skepticism drips from the receiver. 
“Maybe you could maneuver yourself into a 
place where you can meet him first. I mean, 
people who look ideal on paper tend not be 
what they look like. Sometimes it’s better to 
keep your ideal as an ideal.” 

Maybe I’m lucky to have a network in 
place, even if it’s far-flung — the club owner 
in California, a head coach in New York, oth- 
ers in Connecticut and Chicago. I certainly 
couldn’t afford to pay for it if I actually had 
to hire these advisers. Speaking with Leslie 
Karsner, the romance coach, was a lot like 
gossiping with one of my girlfriends. But if I 
hadn’t been a journalist, Karsner would have 
charged me $250 a month for three conversa- 
tions plus some e-mails. For my current 
“coaching” costs, I figure I spend about $60 


a month on long-distance calls, plus who 
knows how much on dinners and coffee. I get 
a lot of my coaching on a barter system. All 
of it comes out to well under $250 a month. 

I still might write my crush that e-mail, 
though. a

Punjabi Dhaba 


A dhaba is the Indian equivalent of a truck stop. Travelers eating at a dhaba might be 


served some of the best home-style food in India, or a dish cooked in motor oil. Or 


both. So when Punjabi Dhaba opened in Cambridge’s Inman Square, we were 


intrigued but wary. 





We ordered the mixed platter for two: half a tandoori chicken, chicken and 
vegetable curries, a pakora, a samosa, fulkha, and rice and chutney. The tandoori 
chicken was just what it should be: deeply flavorful, with the characteristic rust-brown 
color of tandoori paste. And the pakoras, samosas, and paratha bread were unexpected 
treats. Everything was noticeably fresh, especially the delicious chutney. Only the cur- 


ries disappointed; the vegetable and chicken versions were eerily interchangeable in 


taste and texture. 


At $10.95, it was a meal we could easily have paid twice as much for at another 
Indian restaurant. Other dishes were also good values. The Dhaba special chicken 
curry ($5.95) was tasty; potato chatt ($2.95), a tangy potato salad in a tamarind 
sauce, was particularly good. Though Punjabi Dhaba has abandoned plans to serve 
breakfast, the kitchen is happy to prepare the breakfast dishes still listed on the menu. 


Dahi vada ($2.50), a crispy bean patty submerged in yogurt, is delicious — a clear 


improvement on granola. 


The downside of these great values is the plain storefront atmosphere. Expect to 
fetch your own drinks and be served on old-fashioned metal meal trays. Service, how- 


ever, is extremely friendly: express an interest in an unknown dish only if you’re pre- 


pared for a sample to materialize on your table.

PANISH FOOD, FOR all its virtues, has 

never been one of the great sexy import 

cuisines. With its sharp Mediterranean flavor 
palette and its emphasis on seafood, it seems a natu- 
ral for American eaters in the ’90s, but there have 
never been more than a handful of Spanish restau- 
rants around Boston. And there definitely hasn’t been 
what you'd call a New Spanish restaurant, the kind of 
place that rearranges the flavors and ideas of Spanish 
food, the vinegar and pimentos and shellfish, in the 
highfalutin way that appeals to the sort of customer 
who pays $20 for an entrée. 

This seems to be the idea behind Rauxa. Its 
chef/owner, Jim Becker, started in the restaurant 
business mid-career. He learned a trick or two about 
fancifying humble food as a cook at Biba; learned to 
arrange shellfish in a flowerpot at Rustica, in Bel- 
mont; and now has opened a playful but expensive 
Iberian experiment in the Somerville space occupied 
until last fall by the Elephant Walk. 

The space — well, the space is a story in itself. The 
Elephant Walk occupied a cavelike series of sub- 
ground-level rooms that inspired either affection or 
discomfiture in diners for their rough-edged coziness. 
Becker’s plan has a more open feel, with tables 
spread more thinly and walls painted mustard yellow; 
he has installed lattice-backed patio chairs and a few 
fresco-like paintings and generally has aired the place 
out. The effect is odd. You can’t quite air out a space 
with no windows, and the result is like eating in the 
basement of someone with a thing for tile. The walls 
are concrete, with corners chipped off here and there 
(and painted metallic); a capped pipe emerges from a 
wall and juts over the surface of one table. 

I would still say Rauxa has charm; its cozy bar, for 
instance, is already one of the hippest spots in 
Somerville to be caught sipping sherry. It also has en- 
thusiastic waiters, an entertaining (and not terribly 
expensive) sherry menu, and enough of a crowd al- 
ready that on a recent Wednesday night, two of us 
encountered a 45-minute wait for a table. The wait 
isn’t really such an issue, since Rauxa — unlike its 
nearby Spanish counterpart, the classically kitschy 
Dali — does take reservations. Viva Rauxa! 

Rauxa could be doing a little better on the food 
front, though. Spanish food is pungent and garlicky 
and generally has lots of qualities that make it unnec- 
essary to “deconstruct,” at least if you’re trying to 
sharpen it up. Though we had some nice dishes, the 
extra thinking that was going into them didn’t quite 
seem to pay off. 

For instance, the garlic soup ($7) is a very attrac- 
tive idea that didn’t hold together the night we tried 
it. The classic version is a thick, smooth purée of gar- 
lic and soggy bread (it’s better than it sounds). This 
one was much brothier, with a pair of open littleneck 
clams in the bowl; garlic was present in generous 
slices, but the flavor was cooked out entirely, and the 
only thing we could taste was a sweet marjoram so 
powerful the effect was almost soapy. A salad — er, 
“Xat6” — of bitter greens ($7) was profuse and 
slathered with a bright-orange dressing of ground 
nuts and chili pepper; so far, okay, but I was per- 
plexed by the addition of high-quality rare tuna sliced 
alongside. Tuna is a very delicate flavor, and it 
seemed a shame to serve such good fish with such a 
strongly flavored dressing. 

I don’t mean to give the impression that the 
whole menu consisted of erratic shots, because 
some of it was very good. A “tasting plate” ($12) — 
essentially a large plate of items that might be served 
as tapas elsewhere — turned out well, a tableau of 
piquant little treats like plump white anchovies, 
stalks of white asparagus, and roasted red peppers 
stuffed with goat cheese and wrapped in cured ham. 
There was plenty for two people to share. Another 
appetizer of foie gras and apples, at $12, may have 
been expensive for a single gesture, but by foie gras 
standards it was a downright bargain (you usually 
pay $15 to $18 for a foie gras appetizer, in my ex- 
perience). A whole, tender goose liver was perched

on a layered “sandwich” of seared apple, poached 
figs, more seared apple, and then a bit of greenery. 
A lucent brown sauce, which the menu describes as 
a reduction of cider and sherry, cloaked the whole 
thing in a rich sweetness that only something as 
deep as foie gras can stand up to. 

The sweet thing carried over to a pork-chop en- 
trée ($19) in which an excellent double-thick chop, 
grilled with those perfect little cross-hatchings on 
top, nestled on a bed of caramelized onions. The 
sides of garlicky braised greens and a chalky taro- 
root purée were interesting, but the quality of the 
meat, and its salty-moist interior, carried the day. 
Another dish where simplicity paid off was the 
roasted half chicken ($16), which had tender flesh 
under a puckered, crispy skin, all flavored by the 
aromatic bouquet of thyme stuffed into the meat 
during the cooking. 

A pair of seafood dishes demonstrated both the 
risks and the rewards of repackaging the classics. On 
the clever side, a plate called “Cod Two Ways” ($19) 
showed off two guises of the fish that drew Iberian 
fishermen to the banks of the New World long before 
any pilgrims had set foot here. One version, a fillet 
dredged in flour and pan-seared, was familiarly white 
and flaky; the other, a hash (or “brandada”) of cod, 
potato, and roasted garlic, was evocative of the re- 
constituted salt cod that fishermen have been ferrying 
across the North Atlantic for centuries. 

But I was puzzled by something called a “toasted 
pasta ‘rossejat’” ($22), in which cappellini were bro- 
ken into bits and apparently cooked in oil and lobster 
broth, then served with lobster meat. The dish was 
chromatically arresting — golden pasta and a bright- 
red lobster carapace served in a glossy black bowl — 
but apart from the sliced lobster, it was too heavy and 
oily to eat more than a few bites of. We mentioned to 


our waiter that it was a little on the rich side, and he 
nodded. “I haven’t seen anyone finish it yet,” he told 
us, as though that were a good thing. 

Desserts, with one exception, were evidence of 
the same slightly muddled classicism: a flanlike 
dessert called “crema cremada” ($6) was nicely 
prepared, with a briilée-style surface and a pile of 
stewed quince on top, but the sliced apples inside 
the custard were maybe more than it needed. We 
liked the plate of nutty Catalan cookies ($6), with 
a couple of biscotti and some excellent coconut 
cookies, though the nougat ice cream served 
alongside didn’t have much going for it besides an 
interesting roasty flavor. The “postre de music,” 
though — now that was an interesting dessert, a 
small tart of almonds and pine nuts, like a high- 
end pecan pie; included in the $7 price was a glass 
of rich Lustau montilla, a fortified wine like a 
sweet, deep-umber sherry. 

Wine, in fact, was one of the pleasures of Rauxa. 
Spanish wines still aren’t all that well represented on 
most local wine lists, especially Spanish whites. We 
had a glass of really excellent white Rioja, a 
Graviona ($7.50), which was on the expensive end 
for this list, but had fruit and excellent structure to 
match the vividly flavored food. And the list of sher- 
ries — all served by the glass — makes the evening 
that much more fun. If Rauxa’s menu suffers a bit 
from lack of focus, one way to get around that 
would be to diversify a little bit, maybe spin some of 
those strong, clear flavors and relishes into a series 
of winning tapas. Pair that with the sherry list, and 
you’d have a bar menu worth a visit to Union 
Square in itself. &

Warm informality blends sim- 
ple seafood entrées and the odd yuppie 
treat into things like the “crab burger.” The 
fun is eating like this with a full view of the 
downtown skyscrapers. Hearty desserts 
and local microbrews as well. Familiar, yet 
new. BR Sat. and Sun., noon to 3 p.m. 
GALLERIA ITALIANA, 177 Tremont St., 
Boston, 423-2092. $12-$18. A trattoria 
you'd be delighted to find in Italy, with 
hearty country food and a welcoming infor- 
mal style. Menu changes daily. Foodie tip: 
check out the inexpensive cafeteria-style 
lunch. 
THE GOOD LIFE, 28 Kingston St. (Down- 
town Crossing), Boston, 451-2622. $6- 
$10. A Runyonesque joint that combines a 
neighborhood feel with downtown flavor. 
The food is basic — burgers, buffalo 
wings, steak — and the bar harks back to 
a day when men were men and martinis 
were ail eight ounces. 
HIBERNIA, 25 Kingston Street (Downtown 
Crossing), Boston (617) 292-2333. $17- 
$21. The Irish theme is so subtle you 
could miss it at this hip, narrow 
nightclub/restaurant next to the venerable 
J.J. Foley's. The kitchen, when we visited, 
had a split personality: the attempts at fu- 
sion felt hamhanded (i.e., “lobster potstick- 
ers” overwhelmed by ginger and soy), but 
modified classics were graceful and tasty: 
beautiful purple-potato salad with smoked- 
trout paté, sweet-crusted grilled chicken, 
and a towering “berry surprise” for dessert. 
Music and dancing starts at 10 p.m. night- 
ly. 
OSKAR’S, 107 South St. (Leather Dis- 
trict), Boston, 542-6756. $12-$23. Hover- 
ing between goth and industrial in decor, 
between Boston and New York in mood, 
Oskar's epitomizes the new wave of 
downtown lounge-restaurants. Cigars are 
abundant. The kitchen serves lunch, din- 
ner, cocktails, and late supper. 
IL PANINO'S BISTRO, 295 Franklin St., 
Boston, 338-1000. $8-$20. A bustling, 
very moderately priced alternative to the 
fancy dining room upstairs. The food is 
simple and low in fat, yet based on super- 
flavorful ingredients. Don't miss anything 
with arugula, fresh basil, or the other great 
Italian flavorings. 
THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, 
Boston, 292-9966. $14-$27. With its linen 
tablecloths, high ceilings, and grand bar, 
this wedge-shaped room has all the 
markings of a classic downtown restau- 
rant. But the cooking hums with an 
adventurous spirit, and the extensive 
wine list is cleverly chosen. 
WEST STREET GRILL, 15 West St. (off 
Tremont St., near Downtown Crossing), 
Boston, 423-0300. $11-$19. Known 
primarily for its bar scene, this is a credi- 
ble restaurant as well. The cooking is 
roughly New American; the building is 
tall, narrow, and multistoried; and the din- 
ing room, upstairs from the after-work 
bustle, is surprisingly calm. 
LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., 
Boston, 542-5108. $12-$19. This bistro 
with a genuinely French feel has a wine- 
bar angle (the list of 40-odd wines 
changes weekly), an artsy angle (galleries 
across the street), and a shamelessly Gal- 
lic angle (sweetbread vol-au-vent, venison 
in wine reduction sauce). The menu favors 
purism over culinary excitement, but the 
place has a buzz about it nonetheless. 


EAST BOSTON 
ANGELO & SONS SEAFOOD, 297-299 
Chelsea Street (Day Square), East 
Boston, 567-2500. $10-$18. Just out of 
sight of the Logan runways, this East 
Boston seafood joint is the best reason we 
know to drive through the Callahan Tun- 
nel. The owner spent much of his life as a 
fisherman, and his love of the catch shines 
through everywhere. Order the mixed- 
shellfish plate to start (it's called “seafood 
aioli"), and whatever's on the specials 
board. 


THE FENWAY 
BANGKOK CITY RESTAURANT, 167 
Mass Ave, Boston, 266-8884. $7-$14 
(lunch, $5-$6). The fourth Thai restaurant 
within blocks of Symphony Hall, but the 
nearest to Berklee, with a fine list of vege- 
tarian items including fooled-me spring 
rolls and crunchy mee grob noodles. Ele- 
gant, uncrowded, and the food is beautiful- 
ly presented. Omnivores go for shrimp 
mermaid, garlic fish, and beef jungle. 
CENA, 14 Westland Ave., Boston, 262- 
1485. $11-$15. A standout among the 
many new bistros and grilles because the 
menu concentrates on vegetables with a 
little seafood and chicken — no red meat 
and little cheese — and because so many 
of the world-beat flavors work. Call it 
health gourmet, or call it the future, but call 
it “Kay-nah” as in the Latin, because the 
fun decor is faux ancient Rome. 

MUCHO GUSTO, 1124 Boylston St., 
Boston, 236-1020. $8-$14 (lunch, $5-$9). 
Great old Cuban music, kitschy col- 
lectibles off the sets of / Love Lucy, and 
superb hospitality make this fun. Health- 
ful-ized Cuban food makes for pretty 
great dining, especially on the Cuban 
sandwich, black-bean soup, Cuban cof- 
fee, and anything deep-fried. BR Sun., 
noon to 4 p.m. 

SORENTO’S ITALIAN GOURMET, 86 
Peterborough St., Boston, 424-7070. $6- 
$10. A (somewhat yuppie) neighborhood 
pizza parlor with food better than most 
“northern Italian” cafés. The secret: a short 
list of top ingredients worked into al dente 
pastas, delectable calzones and pizzas, 
and a couple of creamy sauces. 
WOODY’S GRILL & TAP, 58 Hemenway 
St., Boston, 375-9663. $5-$14. A wood- 
burning oven turns out pretty tasty pizza in 
the middle of a college neighborhood. Try 
combos like clam and bacon, sausage and 
goat cheese, or “Greek” (feta, black olives, 
and arugula). It's all pretty cheap, too. BR 
Sun., 11 a.m. to3 p.m.

BLACK CROW CAFFE, 2 Perkins St.

$17. A continental café with owners and 
some décor from the West Indies. Great 
soups, salads, cappuccino — and 
desserts to die for.

EL EMBAJADOR, 3371 Washington St., 
Jamaica Plain, 524-6812. $6-$14. Ask the 
waitress what they actually have in stock, 
or call in advance to arrange seafood 
Stews or paellas. Walk in for stews, soups, 
mondongo, fried plantains, and creamy 
desserts with excellent espresso.

$5-$12. Fabulous food, huge portions, and 
cheap, too — just get used to thinking of 
Dominican cooking as the Italian food of 
the Caribbean. Savory, distinctive stews 
and sauces and soups. Matchless rice and 
beans and fried plantain “side dishes.” 
JAKE'S BOSS BBQ, 3492 Washington 
St., Jamaica Plain, 983-3701. $6-$15. Vet- 
eran pitmaster Kenton Jacobs brings 
Texas smoked barbecue back to the inner 
city, in a handy location next to Doyle's. 
Beef brisket and chopped (pork) barbecue 
best show off the smoker, and don't miss 
the smoke-enriched collards and cowboy 
beans. 
JAMES’S GATE, 5-11 McBride St., Ja- 
maica Plain, 983-2000. $8-$15. Joining 
Matt Murphy's on the short list of Boston's 
Irish bars with great food, James's Gate 
treats a mixed-age, informal crowd to up- 
dated Irish pub classics (like shepherd's 
pie) and truly impressive contemporary 
cuisine with Italian and Mexican flavors. 
Don't miss the steamed mussels, the 
glazed pork chop and salmon platters, or 
the “veggie quesadilla,” which involves 
caramelized shallots, spinach, and goat 
cheese.

around the restaurant. 

AUDUBON CIRCLE, 838 Beacon St. 
(Audubon Circle), Boston, 421-1910. $4- 
$12. The second baby from the team be- 
hind Cambridge's Miracle of Science is a 
sleek, no-nonsense wood-paneled room 
that produces some of the best grilled food 
you can get in a bar: moist chicken slices 
tossed over a salad, an amusing box of 
Chinese potstickers, seared rare tuna 
steak, a generous cheeseburger with the 
most flavorful home fries for miles. 





BOSTON BEER WORKS, 61 Brookline 
Ave., Boston, 536-2337. $5-$16. One of 
the city’s first brewpubs, this lofty, neo-in- 
dustrial space across from Fenway Park 
offers a large and changing selection of 
beers, from cask-conditioned ales to fruit 
novelties. Since our review, the menu has 
been spruced up to include eclectic Ameri- 
cana like mako shark skewers. 

CHOE’S CAFE, 957 Comm Ave, Boston, 
783-8702. $6-$23 (lunch, $5-$8). Down 
the block from the Paradise nightclub, a lit- 
tle paradise of sushi and savory Korean 
dishes. Don't miss the seafood scallion 
pancake, udong, bulgoki, Korean-style 
spicy squid, and “salmon-skin fried rice.” 
Sushi aside, the Japanese food is less 
great than the Korean food. 

ELEPHANT WALK, 900 Beacon St

ARTU, 6 Prince St., Boston, 742-4336. 
$7-$14. Stylish, inexpensive trattoria and 
roastery. See listing under Beacon Hill. 
MAMMA MARIA, 3 North Sq., Boston, 
523-0077. $18-$24. Multileveled, candlelit 
spot with pink tablecloths and fresh flow- 
ers on the tables. Seasonal menu, with an 
emphasis on the innovative. 
MARCUCCIO’S, 125 Salem St., Boston, 
723-1807. $9-$17. It's like a Newbury 
Street bistro with better food. Some of the 
fancy Italian dishes come with highly fla- 
vored colorless sauces as weirdly effective 
as transparent beer, some are just directly 
tasty.

$9-$20. Not cheap, not pretty, not innova- 
tive, but Il Nido wins our hearts with a 
modern Italian menu executed reliably, 
and some extras: reservations, brick-oven 
pizza, and a variety of desserts that is pos- 
itively un-ltalian. 
IL PANINO, 11 Parmenter St., Boston, 
720-1336. $7-$12. Traditional Italian 
seafood and pasta dishes, nicely prepared 
and served by a staff that oozes charm. A 
local favorite, as you can tell from the line 
outside the door.

$15-$21. A treasure trove of fine food in a 
small, understated room. Along with the 
herb after which the restaurant is named, 
chef Tony Susi is partial to local ingredi- 
ents and novel combinations: pan-seared 
sea bass, New England shellfish stew in 
lemongrass broth, oven-roasted sausage 
with braised cabbage and soft polenta.

Les bon 
temps roulez, cher, albeit somewhat am- 
plified for the heart of South Boston. Don't 
expect the eponymous Afro-Franco-Ameri- 
can music, but expect a variety of brews, 
spicy fried seafood, pretty fair barbecued 
ribs, combread, and bread pudding. Yes, 
they do have gator nuggets, but we pre- 
ferred the crawtish as “Zydeco popcom.” 


SOUTH END 
ADDIS RED SEA, 544 Tremont St., 
Boston, 426-8727. $6-$9. Perhaps 
Boston's most exotic dining experience, 
and certainly one of its most rewarding. 
Spicy Ethiopian stews arrive on huge 
sourdough pancakes as patrons sit on 
stools around woven tables. Be sure to 
start with a warm dip and the cottage 
cheese with red-pepper powder. Eating 
without silverware turns out to be easier 
than you think.

A lively neigh- 
borhood bar whipping up pizzas, calzones, 
and fresh pasta. Terrific value — when 
you can find a booth.

Woods build on the success of their 
Metropolis Café with this new all-French 
bistro that reminds us how good foie gras 
and truffles can be. Hanger steak and fries 
are so deeply flavored with truffle 
demiglace they seem almost cheap at 
$17; same for the duck-and-foie-gras ravi- 
oli. You'll barely recognize the old space of 
Botolph’s on Tremont, now sleek and dark 
and woody; the crowd is huge and so is 
the somewhat pricey wine list

THE DELUX CAFE & LOUNGE, 100 
Chandler St., Boston, 338-5258. $5-$9 
The perfect, five-star, not-a-false-note 
postmodern café-bar for people in their 
20s. Deceptively simple great food and 
openhearted, sincere cool make this a 
great visit for anyone else. Wall art and 
music superbly evoke the '50s-'90s con- 
nection 

FRANKLIN CAFE, 276 Shawmut Ave., 
Boston, 350-0010. $12-$14. A hidden lo- 
cation, a modest sign, and a considerable 
reputation for simple dishes with a twist of 
brilliance — and it all works, nightly, for a 
variety of South Enders and knowing 
drive-ins. No desserts, which means 
there's no reason to avoid the “side starch” 
dishes like garlic mashed potatoes. 
GRILLFISH, 162 Columbus Ave., Boston, 
357-1620. $11-$20. Not hard to guess 
what you want to order. Grilled fish of 
many species are excellent, with very 
complementary sauces. Fried calamari are 
neither grilled nor fish, but they are great, 
too. Loud bar/dating atmosphere, but the 
informality and friendly staff make every- 
one comfortable. 

HAMERSLEY'’S BISTRO, 553 Tremont 
St., Boston, 423-2700. $18-$27. Casual 
French-inspired food with a distinctly 
American and decidedly upscale accent: 
guests wear ties while the chefs wear 
baseball caps. Famed for duck confit, wild 
mushroom and garlic sandwich, and roast 
chicken with garlic, lemon, and parsley — 
an olfactory and culinary triumph. One of 
Boston's best.

Blanc slate 


BY DAVID MARGLIN 


NE OF THE greatest pleasures of 
being a wine devotee is the prerog- 


ative of changing your mind com- 
pletely. | used to avoid ordering sauvignon 
blancs, especially sauvignon blancs from 
California, because, like many wine 
drinkers, | found them too pungent. At 
least one wine writer has noted that sauvi- 
gnon blanc is the world’s “most aggressive” 
varietal; many people describe the nose as 
reminiscent of, ahem, cat piss (doubtless 
this is not a compliment). Many sauvignon 
blancs have so many grassy, vegetal notes 
that the old me would have preferred a 
straight shot of wheatgrass juice. 

My tune changed, however, in 1997, 
when I first tasted the 1996 California 
sauvignon blancs. 

Most of California’s wine-growing re- 
gions are hot, which is why they can consis- 
tently churn out such excellent cabernets, 
merlots, and chardonnays. With sauvignon 
blanc, though, too much heat during the 
growing season creates all those herbal fla- 
vors, which then need to be masked by a lot 
of oak and wood flavors. Nineteen ninety- 
six was not a very hot year, nor was the 
harvest an abundant one. So prices tended 
to be high — there wasn’t as much wine to 
go around, and the varietal was benefiting 
from the ABC (“Anything But Chardon- 
nay”) backlash. 

I was lucky enough to try the 1996 
Spottswoode sauvignon blanc, and my 
tongue was drawn to the citrus and tropi- 
cal-fruit flavors, the lush unoaked fruit, the 
sheer zestiness. | had another glass to fol- 
low the first, and behold, I was converted. 
This wine is available only from the winery 
or in restaurants — a shame, because it’s a 
beaut. 

Now the 1997s have been released, and 
these may be the best American sauvignon 
blancs ever. Again, it wasn’t a particularly 
hot year, but it was an abundant one — so 
prices are reasonable, with most bottles 
available for less than a Jackson. First and 
foremost, these wines have a ton of acid, 
and wineries are again emphasizing the 
fruit. Straight away, you'll taste the pineap- 
ple and papaya, and — if the wine is well 
made — an elegant balance between the 
fruit and the veggies. (Note that these 
wines are not built to age. They’re best 
when young, while the acids still have bite.) 
They pair well with seafood (especially 
shellfish) and any manner of fried foods. 

Before you rush out to buy, you may 
want to know a bit more about the origins 
of sauvignon blanc. The best-known exam- 
ples, historically, have been from the upper 
part of France’s Loire Valley, where the 
wines known as Sancerre and Pouilly-Fumé 
are made of 100 percent sauvignon blanc. 
(A fair number of California sauvignon 
blancs have now taken a cue from the mas- 
ter of marketing, Robert Mondavi, and call 
their sauvignon blancs “Fumé Blanc,” 
which means “smoky white” — possibly to 
avoid confusion with that other lustrous 
sauvignon, cabernet.) These have long been 
favorite bistro wines in Paris, and thus they 
tend to be fairly costly, although the ’96s 
dipped some in price owing to the robust 
harvest. The grape also goes into whites 
from Graves, an appellation in Bordeaux, 
where it is often softened some with Sémil- 
lon. And on the sweet side, sauvignon blanc 
is often blended into the mainly Sémillon- 
based sweet whites from Sauternes. There- 
in it provides acidity, which gives those 
sticky after-dinner wines a structure and a 
feeling of crispness that bring them alive. 

While California is rocking ‘the under- 
$20 sauvignon blanc market, the world’s 
leading sauvignon blancs are from New 
Zealand, especially Cloudy Bay and Bran- 


cott. | am also a big fan of Mulderbosch, a 
South African sauvignon blanc that is wide- 
ly available for about $20 a bottle. These 
have no oak, ultra-crisp fruit, and a tartness 
that makes them excellent wines to pair 
with your shellfish or jambalaya. Those for- 
eign wines are darn fine, but the ones to 
buy right now were made in America. I’m 
proud to say I’ve become a real believer. 

** Kendall Jackson Vintner’s Reserve 
Sauvignon Blanc 1997 ($10.99, Marty’s). 
Sweeter than many, with some effort at bal- 
ance, this wine has enough tropical notes to 
make it an interesting art-opening or party 
pour. And for the price . . . hello. 

** Benziger Fumé Blanc 1997 
($10.99, Marty’s). Hay and straw, a little 
funky melon flavor, with a fine fruit-to-veg- 
etable ratio. | detected some rutabaga and 
plenty of citrus in the finish. 

**'/2 Chateau Ste. Michelle Horse 
Heaven Vineyard ($12.49, Martignetti’s). 
This Washington wine packs a big fruit fla- 
vor, with a little wheatgrass thrown in up 
front for good measure. The tropical fruits 
are not far behind, and a full finish awaits 
as it glides down your gullet. Yet I got the 
sense that maybe the grapes were not total- 
ly ripe when picked. Look for the 1998 edi- 
tion to be better. 

***'2 Lolonis Mendocino 1997 Fume 
Blane ($12.95, Merchant’s Wines and 
Spirits).

($15.95, Brookline Liquor Mart). Bold, as- 
sertive, sharp fruit, plenty of papaya and 
pineapple. Well crafted, very full. 

*&*k* 2 Duckhorn 1997 ($21.99, Mar- 
ty’s). This was the best I tasted, with full 
floral flavors and a round and fruity burst 
in the mouth. Beautiful, lush mouth feel, 
with jasmine and other spices.

Lovely, 
elegant, uncrowded place with tuxedoed 
servers — and you can still get delectable 
Thai (and some Vietnamese) food. Great 
fried appetizers and unusual grilled flavor 
in the Vietnamese shrimp-asparagus roll 
and grilled meats with lemongrass. Also, 
credibly hot jumbo shrimp chee and a gen- 
erous pad Thai. 


NORTH CAMBRIDGE 
FRANK'S STEAK HOUSE, 2310 Mass 
Ave, Cambridge, 661-0666. $6-$14. The 
oldest steak house in Massachusetts, as 
far as anyone knows, is in the midst of a 
transformation from a blond-wood '70s 
ealery back to the dark red-meat emponi- 
um it was when Tip O'Neill hung out here. 
You can certainly order chicken, but be 
warmed: the motto is “Home of the Bone- 
less Sirloin Sizzling Platter.” BR Sun., 
10:30 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

HANA SUSHI, 2372 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, 868-2121. $8-$13 (lunch, $6-$8). 
A handsome little storefront with excellent 
sushi and teriyaki, also a good hand with 
noodles. The great talent of Japanese 
restaurants for inducing mindfulness of 
essential flavors attracts both neighbor- 
hood couples and Japanese groups from 


the suburbs. 

RISTORANTE MARINO, 2465 Mass Ave., 
Cambridge, 868-5454. $9-$18. At its best, 
a big loud room full of hearty peasant fla- 
vors, sourdough rolls, grilled meats and 
vegetables, well-handied pasta. Top-flight 
desserts. Reservations for parties of eight 
or more 


PORTER SQUARE 
CHANGSHO, 1712 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, (617) 547-6565. $7-$15. An ele- 
gant survivor from the great days of Cam- 
bridge Szechuan restaurants, especially if 
you stick with Cantonese-style seafood 
and vegetables, such salt-and-pepper 
calamari, steamed Chilean sea bass with 
ginger and scallion, and whatever the 
whiteboard specials indicate. 

FOREST CAFE, 1682 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, 661-1634. $10-$14. Mexican-food 
fans tired of jack-cheese enchiladas and 
grilled-chicken nacho plates owe it to 
themselves to check out this dive 
bar-cum-Mexican joint. (The restaurant 


half used to be called Mexican Cuisine.) 
This is real regional cooking, not cheap but 
great for a change of pace. Good bets are 
the ejotes — truly remarkable green beans 
— as well as the enchiladas Trotsky and 
any fish dish made with the pumpkin-seed- 
and-peanut mole. 


BOMBAY BISTRO, 1353 Beacon St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 734-2879. 
$7-$13. A new, modern look in Indian 
restaurants makes this one suddenly popu- 
lar amid the Szechuan fans of Brookline. 
Well-executed dishes off the familiar Pun- 
jabi menu, with some new ones to this mar- 
ket: chicken or seafood xacuti with 
tamarind-coconut curry, a sour herbal 
chicken soup, a Peshawari nan with co- 
conut and raisins. You can even dress up a 
little. BR Buffet on Sun., noon to 3 p.m. 
CAFE ST. PETERSBURG, 236 Washing- 
ton St. (Brookline Village), 277-7100. $9- 
$14 (lunch, $4-$8). At last a serious, ele- 
gant Russian restaurant, featuring cool, 
neoclassical renditions of flavorful Russian 
dishes. Nothing sloppy about the borscht 
here, nor the biini, the pozharski cutlet, or 
chicken tabaka. A lot of neat vegetarian 
surprises, like beet pancakes, vegetarian 
Stuffed cabbage with raisins, and a great 
venigret beet-potato salad. Waiters wear 
tuxedos even at lunch. 

FAJITAS & 'RITAS, 48 Boyiston St. (Rte. 
9), Brookline, 566-1222. $6-$10. Lively, ca- 
sual Tex-Mex restaurant and margarita bar. 
FIVE SEASONS, 1634 Beacon Street, 
Brookline, 731-2500. $9-$14 A storefront 
macrobiotic restuarant from Jamaica Plain 
hits the big time in Brookline. Ignore the 
contradictions and enjoy the excellent 
chowders, sea-vegetable salads, basic 
grains, stir-fries, and — if your diet allows 
— superb seafood entrees. Just watch out 
for anything that usually employes dairy 
products, sugar, or eggs, such as most of 
the desserts. 

FUGAKYU, 1280 Beacon Street (Coolidge 
Corner), Brookline, (617) 734-1268. $15- 
$28. Large, beautiful restaurant serving 
many kinds of Japanese food at a high lev- 
el, not just sushi, although the sushi and 
sashimi are very good. And the sushi bar 
arcled by a ring of moving wooden ships is 
a conversation piece. Some highlights 
were the caterpillar maki, sashimi, tempu- 
fa, and the really delicious tempura (fried) 
ice cream. 

GINZA, 1002 Beacon St. (Audubon Circle), 
Brookline, 566-9688. $10-$24. Arguably 
the best sushi bar in Boston, certainly one 
of the most avant-garde, yet well-grounded 
in tradition, as evidenced by the more than 
20 brands of sake, the wide range of 
cooked appetizers, and the solid tempura 
and teriyaki. Somewhat random service 
won't bother those who come in expecting 
to share tastes. 

INDIA HOUSE, 239 Harvard St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 739-9300. 
$6-$12. A handsome room that brings the 
wonderful institution of the Indian buffet 
lunch to Coolidge Corner. The dinner 
menu is rather nondescript so far, consid- 
ering that the same owners have an Indi- 
an grocery across the street stocked with 
exotic edibles. 

KIYOSHI SUSHI HOUSE, 398 Harvard St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 232-5800, 
739-8679. $8-$17. Authentic addition to the 
several small sushi palaces along Harvard 
Street and Harvard Avenue. Unusual sushi 
include marinated vegetables, but one 
should not miss the many grilled specials, 
unusual seafood dishes, and noodle 
soups. Soundtrack of ‘50s jazz. 

MATT MURPHY'S, 14 Harvard St. (Brook- 
line Village), 232-0188. $6-$12. Real Irish 
pub with good food. Actually rather Irish 
good food at that. Very bizarre, but every- 
one else is too busy enjoying to make 
much of the situation. insanely large por- 
tions, too. Don't miss anything with the 
french fries and homemade ketchup, the 
various savory pies, soups, salads — real- 
ly, anything. BR Sun., 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
NIKO'S RESTAURANT, 187 Harvard St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 277-2999. 
$3-$10. A rare find: actual Greek food at 
Greek prices and plenty of it. Dips like ul- 


tra-garlicky skordalia and subtle tara- 
masalata. Cheap, huge spinach pies, gyro 
sandwiches. Full-flavored meatballs, 
stuffed grape leaves, roast lamb, and real 
mashed potatoes. Very decent fried chick- 
en for the kids. Small but sincere 
PANDAN LEAF, 250 Harvard St 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 566-9393 
$6-$15 (lunch, $6-8). Boston's third and 
maybe best-yet Malaysian restaurant. Cer- 
tainly the best-looking, with a modem bistro 
style. A few highlights of this novel cuisine 
are the pandan-leaf lobak as an appetizer, 
the gado-gado salad, the Malaysian yee 
sang, fine-flavored barbecued stingray, 
spicy Indonesian chicken, and a soupy 
bubur cha cha for dessert. Explanatory 
menu and many “safe” dishes make this an 
easy place to jump in, or bring a group. 
PROVIDENCE, 1223 Beacon St. (Coolidge 
Corner), Brookline, 232-0300. $13-$22. An 
elegant postmodem dining room with intel- 
lectual substance. Chef Paul O'Connell has 
nouvelle-American training and Northern 
Italian experience, but hearty, northern-Eu- 


ropean flavors keep sneaking in. BR Sun., 
11 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

SHALOM HUNAN, 92 Harvard St. 
(Brookline Village), 731-9778. $7-$20. 
Glatt kosher attempts at the classic dish- 
es of pork-loving China, succeeding per- 
fectly with the steamed sea bass, and 
pretty well with pan-fried dumplings, mu 
shu veal, and General Tso's chicken. 
Nice service and chocolate cake for 
dessert offset a somewhat sweet-and- 
bland palate. 

TABERNA DE HARO, 999 Beacon St., 
Brookline, (617) 277-8272. $10-$15 
(tapas cost less). The most modern 
Spanish tapas place in the city may also 
be the most authentic: there really are no 
dinners per se, and the food is tuned 
salty and small to complement the dry 
sherries of Spain. A great evening if you 
like this kind of eating, and better if you 
connect early and often with the grilled 
asparagus, white anchovies, pollo en 
pepitoria, shrimp in garlic oil, or the 
cheese platter. 

ZAFTIGS, 335 Harvard St. (Coolidge Cor- 
ner), Brookline, 975-0075. $6-$15. Despite 
the name, a very un-nostalgic, postmodem 
kind of delicatessen with generally excel- 
lent food and very reasonable desserts. 
Un-nostalgic means low-fat pastrami, 
chicken soup, and such, but also glorious 
corned beef, whitefish salad not to have to 
die for, and excellent daily sorbets.

Line up by 11:15 for the 11:30 opening 
and enjoy jellyfish salad (better than it 
sounds), steamed pork dumplings, and 
fried bread dipped in a bow! of sweet soy 
milk.

$12-$16. A little piace with a big menu, 
Mediterranean (and some Parisian) dish- 
es with flavor, texture, and real heart. 
Don't miss the potato-leek soup, seafood 
crostini with brandade, eggplant ravioli 
with sage-smoked mushrooms, or the 
seasonal pies. Hard to find, but a find. 
NORUMBEGA PARK RESTAURANT,

$18. A very useful suburban roadhouse 
that reaches beyond reliability with truly 
impressive salads, broiled vegetables, a 
real-wood grill, and a fallen chocolate 
cake. An open stairwell links rooms of 
an old house into a large dining space, 
$0 you Can dress to be seen and heard. 
PAPA RAZZI, 199 Boylston St. (Chest- 
nut Hill Mall, Chestnut Hill), Newton, 
527-6600. $8-$20 (lunch, $5-$11). A 
modestly priced restaurant serving par- 
ticularly good salads, al dente pastas, 
and pizzas. Also look for veal dishes and 
Tuscan sausage. BR Sun., 11:30 a.m. to 
3 p.m. 

SEMAR, 80 Langley Road, Newton 
Center, (617) 332-8108. $7-$12. A little 
Indonesian place with some great 
smelis and some exotic dishes. Fried 
things are easy to like here, as are the 
four variations on nasi goreng, the In- 
donesian fried rice. Excellent spicy cala- 
mari, and don't miss the clear vegetable 
soups.

No dilution in such classics as the 
grilled shrimp in cilantro sauce, puero en 
adobo, and evident improvement in stan- 
dard Mexican items like chicken enchi- 
ladas. Mexican coffee with cloves and a 
homemade cheesecake.

(tapas). A rare outpost for Spanish-from- 
Spain cooking. Tapas capture the tone and 
savor of the original, from slices of potato 
omelet and fresh anchovy fillets to garlicky 
potato salad and sautéed portobello mush- 
rooms. Starting at $3.50 a pop, you can af- 
ford to experiment. 

EAST ASIA, 868 Broadway (Powderhouse 
Sq.), Somerville, 666-8282. $6-$9. A tiny, 
out-of-the-way place with great, great 
Asian food. The menu is North Chinese 
and Thai, but the keynote is loving treat- 
ment of basic ingredients in dishes like chili 
eggplant, royal tofu, and spicy squid. 

EAT, 253 Washington St., Somerville, 776- 
2889. $9-$16. More homey than haute, this 
Union Square hole in the wall is at its best 
with modern takes on American faves like 
pork chops, catfish, and pear crisp. A 
pleasant, parlorlike room fills up with neigh- 
bors who like the friendly vibe and the own- 
er, Charlie, who circulates around the ta- 
bles checking in on everyone's dinner. BR

late of the Bostonian Hotel, boldly opens 
Somerville's most expensive restaurant and 
the foodie stampede begins. When he's on, 
he's on: buttermilk-fried oysters, sweet mari- 
nated quail, and wood-grilled bass all show 
spark and substance. But the fast-and-loose 
approach to ethnic idioms means the food 
isn't always as consistent as the sculptural 
presentation would have you believe.

JOSHUA TREE, 256 Elm Street (Davis 
Square), Somerville; 623-9910. $6-$13 It's 
in Davis Square, but it's designed like a 
downtown trendster bar, with industrial steel 
trim and waiters in black T-shirts. The menu 
is mostly by-the-numbers bar food and Mex- 
ican stuff, but it does have its moments: ter- 
fific pinto beans; a “mojo roast pork loin” that 
got our mojo going. Thirty-two beers on tap. 
PALENQUE, 300 Beacon St., Somerville, 
491-1004. $10-$15. This great little mole-in- 
the-wall proves to New Englanders that 
Classic Mexican cooking can be tangy and 
complex instead of just hot.

A 
modest suburban storefront full of real Mex- 
ican flavors. The format and many dishes 
imitate Sol Azteca, but often improve on the 
model, as with the black-bean soup, carni- 
tas, and guacamole appetizers, and the 
fabulous churros for dessert.

Located in a renovated bank, the first solo 
project of journeyman chef Bob Sargent is 
strong on grillwork and full of catchy touch- 
es, like the arugula-fennel-calamari salad, 
or the intensely garlicked escarole under 
the leg of lamb. BR Sun, 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
GALA, 138 Mass Ave, Arlington, (781) 
646-1404. $10-$16. Chef Bob Buoniconti, 
late of the East Somerville hideout Vinny's, 
gamely sallies around the Mediterranean 
with salt cod from Portugal, tapas from 
Spain, pasta from Italy, and pineapple piz- 
Za from somewhere inside his own head.

Kong 
Luh opens up new regions of China, as the 
chef is a Mongol from Manchuria, though 
also influenced by the subtleties of Beijing 
cuisine. The result is a small restaurant of 
large interest, especially the Mongol rolls, 
parou, “sour and spicy vegetable” (actually 
a pickle), and any of the soups.

Finally, a 
source for garlic and cumin south of Route 
128. Excellent regional dishes from Spain, 
Southern France, Italy, Greece, and North- 
ern Africa, many innovatively prepared. 
Don't let the exterior scare you off. 

PROSE, 352a Mass Ave, Arlington, 648- 
2800. $14-$17. Behind the curious name 
lurks a cheery, if bare-bones, corner 
restaurant entirely dedicated to the creative 
flights of its chef and owner, Debbie Shore. 
The menu rarely repeats itself from night to 
night, and regular visitors are treated to a 
series of rewarding experiments with more 
ingredients than we have space to list. 
Search out the soft wild-mushroom polenta 
and any dish that includes grilled fish. 
TUSCAN GRILL, 361 Moody St., 
Waltham, 891-5486. $12-$16. Actually fo- 
cused on the wonderful food of Tuscany, 
actually featuring outstanding grilled squid, 
shrimp, steak, and duckling, this is the 
North Italian boutique restaurant that deliv- 
ers more than it claims. Food good enough 
for tuxedos in a room informal enough for 
sweaters. Don't miss the gnocchi or the 
Cacciucco (fish stew) in your rush for the 
grilled dishes. Terrific wines, too.

ll me about the pieces you're involved with in the 
Women on Top Festival. 


Well I wrote two: Mr Raisin Head, a funny, philosophical piece about a man searching for his true self, and The 
Judgement Day Café, which is an experiment - a first draft - working with humor and my genuine desire for a 


theatrical/feminist/spiritual revolution. Then I directed a piece by Deborah Fortson called The Advantages of Bandages. 


How long have you been doing your Mr. Raisin Head character? 
I opened for Karen Finlay and Lisa Kron at the Trinity Rep with this piece almost four years ago. 


And how goes Mr. Raisin Head's search for his inner animal? 

He's already quite lizardlike, and rather disgusting. He has a fairly repulsive tongue habit. 

How do you get into a masculine ‘head space’? 

I studied gender and movement seriously — academically and personally — for three years. I dressed in different outfits 
and walked around different part of Boston (mostly Copley Square, Harvard Square, the financial district, and the Arsenal 
Mall). I'd dress as a man and move as a woman. and then at another time as a man, or dress as a woman and move as a man 


and then as a woman. I'd watch how people responded to me.I also analyzed my own movement — what was so-called 
‘masculine’ or 'feminine.' I've always felt more comfortable in so-called 'male' movement. 


You're recently married; was it a long and arduous road? 
Oh, yea! And worth it.I was alone a lot; I took long pauses between relationships.And now I'm glad — I got to really like 


myself. 1 developed real friends and did a lot of work on myself without looking for a relationship to fix all the holes in me. 
Looking back at those times when I felt like 'nobody loves me' I think it was more of a choice than I realized. I didn't date 
just to date. I'm grateful to all the men who I did date for all I learned from them. My roommates over the years too; boy, you 


learn a lot from roommates! 

In The Judgement Day Cafe, a group of women anticipate the millenium. Do you have any advice for 
single women approaching the millenium? 

Advice? Yea: let's meet at my place and start a revolution! Meanwhile... Deal with the self-esteem stuff. We gotta 
get over this beauty, thinness thing - put down that 'beauty' magazine! Put it down now! Drag yourself over to 
Ms. Magazine or Utne Reader... Boycott every magazine that makes you feel inadequate! And stop chasing after 
men who've been brainwashed by that stuff. There are tons of good men out there wondering why you're 
chasing that guy who thinks your thighs should be smaller than his...

In retrospect, Kid Rock seems a pivotal figure in the 
development of white hip-hop superstars, mainly 
because he never became one. Vanilla Ice beat him 
to the great white hype, and so, even though Kid 
signed briefly to Jive, he became an also-ran footnote 
— as far as credentials go, more people probably 
know him as the producer of an early Insane Clown 
Posse record than from The Polyfuze Method 
(Continuum, 1993). But Kid hung on and felt out the 
territory — taking note of Korn, he put together a 
single backed by a heavy-metal band and ended up 
signed to a major again. Which set the stage for the 
long-disgraced Vanilla Ice to copy his comeback 
battle plan and do the exact same thing, albeit to less 
enjoyable affect — thereby creating some karmic 
black hole that produced yet another great white hip- 
hop hope, Eminem, whose “What's My Name?” 
seems destined to become the biggest rap hit since 
“ice Ice Baby” by a white guy who's not a Beastie 
Boy. Kid Rock, meanwhile, recently declared to SPIN 
that Steven Tyler was one of the funkiest white dudes 
on the planet; when asked whether he didn’t think 
Tyler was just a Mick Jagger clone, Kid responded, 
“The Rolling Stones wished they were poor white 
boys from the South!” A puzzling observation, to be 
sure; in any case, while Kid Rock plays Axis (262- 
2437) in Boston on March 23 — down the street 
from what used to be the Aerosmith bar — Jagger 
and the Stones will be finishing up a two-night sold- 
out stand at the FleetCenter (931-2000). You can also 
catch the Kid at Lupo’s Heartbreak Hotel (401-272- 
5876) in Providence on March 22 with Stain’d. Look 
for Vanilla ice, meanwhile, to hit the Middle East 
(864-EAST) in Cambridge on April 4; and expect a 
visit from Eminem next month at a venue to be 
named later. 

The aforementioned Korn, who now find 
themselves responsible for the success of at least a 
half-dozen like-minded hangers-on, tool into the 
Worcester Centrum on Wiarch 19, and into the 
Providence Civic Center (for tickets at both venues 
Call 931-2000) on March 20, with Rob Zombie and 
Videodrone, the latter of whom just released a debut 
on Kom’s Elementree/Reprise imprint (which has 
already given us new-romantic coverboys Orgy). 
Korn’s buddies Limp Bizkit are reportedly readying a 
new album that'll include cameos by, yep, Eminem, 
as well as Wu-Tang Cian’s Method Man. Meth’s on 
the year's biggest hip-hop tour to date — the “Hard 
Knock Life” jaunt headlined by Jay-Z and rounded 
out by DMX. It hits the Worcester Centrum on March 
24 before playing a sold-out date at the FleetCenter

Calling Elliott Smith 


he big joke at the beginning of 

Strange Parallel, a short indie film 
by Steve Hanf about singer/songwriter 
Elliott Smith, is that the director can't 
seem to track down his subject. “He 
keeps giving us almost the right 
address . . . he’s so vague when he 
leaves us directions,” reports the 
bemused film crew. Someone on the 
phone — Smith's manager perhaps? — 
explains that she’s been trying to talk 
Smith into purchasing 
a phone or a pager. 
The owner of a studio 
in Portland, Oregon 
— the place where 
“Miss Misery” was 
recorded — tells the 
crew that people 
always call there 
looking for Smith 
when he's in town. 
Meanwhile, Smith is 
pictured out in the 
woods somewhere — 
it could be some 
secret secluded spot 
he’s been coming to 
for years or just the 
backyard of a friend’s house — digging 
up a buried acoustic guitar, shaking 
some loose earth out of its hollow body, 
and sitting down to play a simple tune 
for no one in particular. 

With Smith currently out on a national 
tour that. brings him to the Roxy at the 
end of the month, Strange Parallel is 
enjoying a month-long stint on the 
Independent Film Channel. And though 
it doesn't even pretend to be a straight 
documentary about its elusive subject, 
the film will likely underscore the 
impression people get of Smith when 
they see him perform live — that he’s a 
rustic loner wrapped up in a world of 
song, a troubled troubadour traveling 
from town to town with a beat-up 
acoustic guitar. 

“Yeah that’s a weird one,” Smith 
reflects when | reach him by phone in 
Los Angeles, “because | was never 
much of a troubadour. | mean | played in 
rock clubs and punk clubs. | just didn't 
have a band. And if you're gonna play 
alone, an acoustic guitar sounds fuller 
than electric does a lot of the time. | was 
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kind of surprised at what a kneejerk 
reaction it is for people when they see 
someone playing alone with an acoustic 
— like, ‘Oh it’s a folk singer. You know, if 
| hired a band and played the same 
songs, | might be called pop — but 
since it was recorded on four-track at 
home, it must be folk.” 

Indeed, though Smith recorded all of 
the piano, bass, drum, and guitar parts 
on his major-label debut, XO 
(DreamWorks), 
himself, he has 
made a habit of 
hiring bands to back 
him since its release 
last year. And he’s 
got a three-man line- 
up behind him on 
the current tour. But 
he admits that he is 
almost as much of a 
loner as Strange 
Parallel makes him 
out to be. 

“| guess | do kind 
of avoid people 
sometimes. Not 
because | don't like 
people, but it’s like . ..” — he pauses to 
find the right words — “the more 
attention that gets paid to some band or 
person, it just kind of gets to where it's 
kind of like a constant wave, kind of like, 
you know, and | need to not always be 
talking about something that’s directly 
concerning me. It’s boring to me. | kind 
of have to be left alone. It’s harder for 
me to imagine things that | want to 
make into songs if I'm constantly talking 
about myself. It makes me too self- 
conscious.” 

Is he really as hard to reach as 
Strange Parallel would have you 
believe? “Probably” he offers. “At least, 
that’s what my friends tell me. But | do 
have a phone now — a cellphone. It 
only works in major cities, which is 
always a good excuse. | can just say, 
‘Oh | didn't get your call.” 

Strange Parallel airs on the 
Independent Film Channel March 20 at 
11:45 a.m. and March 31 at 2 p.m. 
Smith will be at the Roxy on March 29.

For Oscar this year, play’s the thing 
BY PETER KEOUGH So they saved the guy. Enough already. 


More than the usual degree of ambivalence pervades this year’s 
Academy Awards. Despite its early lead, Saving Private Ryan shows 


signs of weakening after hitting the 
beaches of our collective guilt for 
the past seven months — a span 
roughly corresponding with the 
period of our collective political 
shame that ended with the presi- 
dent’s acquittal. 

Thank, in part, the Weinstein 
brothers at Miramax Films, who 
have mobilized behind their two 
Best Film nominees, Life Is 
Beautiful and Shakespeare in Love. 
The former — along with Terrence 
Malick’s ponderous tone poem The 
Thin Red Line, could split Saving 
Private Ryan’s war-reparations vote 
— to the benefit of the latter. Even 
more than penance, Hollywood 
pushes redemption; as much as it 
loves wallowing in mea culpas over 
our ingratitude toward the sacri- 
fices of “the greatest generation” 
(as Tom Brokaw’s bestseller puts 
it), Oscar prefers to honor its own 
capacity for transforming guilt and 
trauma into purging entertainment. 

So why not Life Is Beautiful, 
which dares to suggest that make- 
believe can overcome the worst 
nightmare in history? No doubt 
Roberto Benigni’s film will win the 
Best Foreign Language Award and 





probably more, but I think many 
Academy voters will be uncom- 
fortable singling out a _ non- 
Hollywood film as representative 
of what Hollywood does best, par- 
ticularly one that has been charged 
with making light of such a devas- 
tating subject (Best Documentary 
nominee and probable winner The 
Last Days should add to that dis- 
comfort). 

Shakespeare in Love has no such 
baggage: not only are the woes it 
transfigures commonplace 
writer’s block, illicit love, murder 
— but they are fictitious and 400 
years in the past. They are also the 
kinds of troubles the average viewer 
endures, and by showing how all 
the thousand shocks that flesh is 
heir to can be the stuff that Bardic 
genius and feel-good entertainment 
are made on, Shakespeare congrat- 
ulates its audience, itself, and the 
process of studio filmmaking in 
general. A Best Picture Oscar for 
Shakespeare will be Hollywood’s 
acknowledgment that it’s in love 
with itself. 

So too will be the Best Actress 
Award for Gwyneth Paltrow. Not 
only is her character ultimately the 





invention of Shakespeare’s Bard — 
in drag on the stage, his Romeo; 
undressed in bed, his love object; 
and in his imagination, the inchoate 
Viola of Twelfth Night — but 
Paltrow herself is Hollywood’s 
invention, a glamorous, shimmer- 
ing cipher in the mode of such pre- 
vious icons as Jean Harlow, Marilyn 
Monroe, and Grace Kelly. 

True, Oscar has always had a soft 
spot for the dedicated mom with a 
terminal disease (Meryl Streep in 
One True Thing), transgressive 
non-moms with a terminal disease 
(Emily Watson in Hilary and 
Jackie), and aging non-moms who 
discover their maternal role too late 
(Fernanda Montenegro in Central 
Station). But this is the year for play 
rather than platitudes. As for Cate 
Blanchett’s regal turn in Elizabeth, 
she is, as her character admits, too 
much her own woman; instead look 
for Judi Dench, bestowing her 
queenly approval on the art of 
mummery in Shakespeare, to take 
the royal honors as Best Supporting 
Actress. 

Best Actor poses a problem. 
Although Tom Hanks puts in one of 
his best performances in Ryan, the

The film trills the Harmonists’ 
story from the beginning, when a 
drama _ student named Harry 
Frommermann (Ulrich Noethen, 
bringing an ironic gravity to his 
elfin, Benigni-like looks) places an 
ad seeking singers who are, among 
other things, “beginners, not over 
25 years old.” His search unites an 
expectedly disparate — albeit sur- 
prisingly mature-looking — bunch,

Academy might find it a little thin to 
pin a third Oscar to, even though 
the role epitomizes the sainted 
fathers we uneasily acknowledge 
now at the end of their century. Ian 
McKellen’s arch and rueful James 
Whale in Gods and Monsters also 
fits that bill, as the gay progenitor of 
Frankenstein, but not as the would- 
be seducer of Brendan Frasier. 

If not the self-sacrificing father, 
why not the grateful son? That 
would disqualify Nick Nolte’s sad, 
caustic performance as the lumber- 
ing victim of patriarchal abuse in 
Affliction and Edward Norton’s 
posturing tour de force as a latter- 
day stormtrooper for the 
Fatherland in American 
History X. Which leaves the 
Best Actor Oscar to 
Roberto Benigni as the 
doltish dad who convinces 
his kid that genocide is just 
a game and millions of 
viewers that Life Is 
Beautiful and father knows 
best. 

Or does he? The sup- 
porting acting awards are 
often an outlet for minority 
opinion, and this year the 
nominees reflect badly on 
fathers and father images 
for the most part (including 
Billy Bob Thornton as the 
unfortunate son in A Simple 
Plan). James Coburn plays 
the father from Hell in 
Affliction, an epic perfor- 
mance that should get the 
gold, especially since it 
marks the veteran actor’s 
return to the screen after 
years of hardship. 

He should just beat out 
Robert Duvall — who real- 
ly should have won Best 
Actor last year for The 
Apostle — in A Civil Action 
as the cagy barrister who 
outclasses his upstart oppo- 





uisite quarrels erupt, and with pon- 
derous foreshadowing the Jewish 
Frommermann and the Aryan 
Biberti emerge as the group’s dom- 
inants; they even vie for the heart of 
the same earnest university student 
(Meret Becker).

As for Ed Harris as the diabolical 
director who sires The Truman 
Show and Geoffrey Rush as the 
venal producer in Shakespeare in 
Love, the Academy might find these 
portrayals too close to ome. 
Steven Spielberg, on the other 
hand, is too close to home to ignore, 
and given the weak field, he should 
win Best Director handily. Although 
the Academy might not crown the 
film he made to honor his father’s 
generation, there’s no mistaking 
who’s the head of the family now. @

TRUE CRIME 


Those offended by the older-man/younger-woman trend 
in movies will get ticked off early at Clint Eastwood’s True 
Crime, which true to its tabloid title poses portentous 
issues only to titillate with tongue-in-cheek absurdities. 
Hunched over in a bar, washed-up reporter Steve Everett 
—~ played with over-the-hill Dirty Harry aplomb by 
Eastwood — plants a big wet one on a 23-year-old cub 
reporter. It proves the kiss of death, as the woman prompt- 
ly dies in a car crash, and Everett inherits her last assign- 
ment: a “human interest story” about convicted murderer 
Frank Beachum (Isaiah Washington), who’s been sen- 
tenced to die at midnight. The puff piece gets Everett's 
investigative juices flowing, and to the dismay of his edi- 
tors (Denis Leary and James Woods), he sets off a la 
Detective Callahan to exonerate his subject. 

The crusty cynicism of Eastwood’s performance, 
infused with a hearty dose of unapologetic dissipation, car- 
ries the story over its shameless coincidences and implau- 
sibilities —- even the most laughable of which, such as a 
last-minute car chase, seem served up with a wink. This 
sleazy candor allows Eastwood to get away with his manip- 
ulative melodramatics as well —- Beachum’s teary farewells 
to his family (Lisa Gay Hamilton as his wife is outstanding 
in a role in which she mostly cries) are genuinely moving. 
Be that as it may, if Eastwood doesn’t come up with a wor- 
thy movie soon, it’ll be a crime for which he will be unfor- 
given.

PIZZICATA 


Edoardo Winspeare, from Italy’s impoverished Salentine 
peninsula (the heel of the Italian boot), previously made a 
documentary in his homeland, Saint Paul and the 
Tarantula, about love-crazed local women who dance for 
hours and hours in herky-jerky circles, claiming to have 
been bitten by tarantulas. Winspeare thought to convert his 
interest in “Tarantism” into a first feature film. Pizzicata is 
his made-up tale (he wrote and directed) of one such 
young Salentine woman who, her lover dead, turns into a 
- barefooted whirling dervish. 

Pizzicata offers her mournful story. It’s 1943, and 
Cosima (Chiara Torelli), the daughter of a poor farmer, 
finds true love dropped from the sky: a wounded Italian- 
American pilot, Tony (Fabio Frascero), whom she nurses 
back to health. As it turns out, he speaks perfect Italian, so 
he’s introduced to the local populace as Cosima’s cousin. 
They can’t declare their love, because Tony would be dis- 
covered by the Fascists and shot as the enemy. Meanwhile, 
Cosima is courted by a testy neighborhood guy, Pasquale 
(Paolo Massafra), who suspects something is going. 

This obvious narrative unfolds slowly, perhaps to simu- 
late the rhythms of rural life. Unfortunately, the non-pro- 
fessional cast lacks charisma; whenever filmmaker 
Winspeare seems lost in his narrative, he resorts to some 
drab pastoral song-and-dance by stiff-before-the-camera 
locals. The stabs at ethnography aren’t enough to move the 
story. You'll ask yourself: when will the war end, when will 
this tedious picture end, so the couple maybe can get 
together? Aft the Coolidge Corner.

FORCES OF NATURE 


Forces of Nature is no match for the forces of formula, 
DreamWorks Studio style -— this is a strained exercise in 
generic whimsy and cute platitudes, and the only natural 
moments come from computer-generated clouds. Ben Affleck, 
seriously overdrawn on his Good Will account, plays Ben, a 
“jacket copywriter” (i.¢., blurbmeister for bestsellers) off to 
marry Bridget (Maura Tierney) at her family’s palatial 
Savannah estate.

If Serpico had been directed by John Woo (Face/Off) and 
produced by Stephen Bochco (NYPD Blue) and Jerry 
Bruckenheimer (The Rock), The Corruptor would be the 
likely end result.

BRAKHAGE 


Love him, hate him, or ignore him, Stan Brakhage has 
been as influential as any filmmaker of the last half-centu- 
ry. Why this is so is evident from Jim Shedden’s excep- 
tionally rich documentary. Using clips from Brakhage 
films and films about Brakhage, Shedden locates his sub- 
ject in the mainstream of the postwar American avant- 
garde, among Pollock, Cage, Ginsberg, Charles Olson, and 
Ornette Coleman. He traces Brakhage’s evolution from the 
early “psychodrama” period, with its emphasis on the fig- 
ure of the solitary male hero, to the breakthroughs of the 
late 50s and early 60s, in which seeing becomes as much 
the subject of a film as, for example, the birth of the film- 
maker’s child (Window Water Baby Moving, 1958). 
Brakhage’s films aren’t well served by the documen- 
tary’s inevitable clips format because it takes time to get 
attuned to their rhythmic subtlety. One does indeed, as 
filmmaker Phil Solomon points out in Shedden’s film, hear 
the cuts in Brakhage’s usually silent films — but first the 
ear must learn how to listen for them. Brakhage’s fabu- 


-  $tory. Life’s final passage has never been 

considered a Kodak moment, but faced with 
the prospect of terminal liver cancer, Mel Howard, chair- 
man of Boston University’s Film Program, and wife 
Michelle Le Brun, an actress, producer and theater direc- 
tor, decided to record the experience on the screen. They 
wanted not just to make sense of their own trauma but to 
restore dignity and awe to this most terrifying, private, and 
debased transition.

As Howard’s body shrinks with the 
disease, his spirit rises to a shamanistic stature, and 
though the inevitable end is not shown with the graphic 
intensity of Sick: The Life & Death of Bob Flanagan 
Supermasochist (Le Brun shuts off the camera but 
records their last dialogue), it is in some ways more ek 
quent. For a medium maligned for its tawdriness in 
dealing with human intimacy and extremity, Death: A 
Love Story should win new respect. At the Harvard Film

Shudder bug 


Peeping Tom looks at the primal screen 
BY PETER KEOUGH In its first few 


minutes, Michael Powell’s regaled and 
reviled 1960 film Peeping Tom composes, 


among other achievements, a 
trenchant essay in film theory. 
In extreme close-up, an eye 
opens. A cut is made to a city 
street, to a woman in the shad- 
ows, and to a camera. The rest 
is seen from the point of view 
of the camera’s cross-haired 
viewfinder: the negotiation, the 
walk upstairs, the disrobing, 
the look of horror preceded by 
a curious light in the eye — 
then dissolve to a projector and 
it’s all repeated again in silence 
and black and white for a lone 
viewer in the darkness. Then 
the title: Peeping Tom. 

Freud and a generation of 
deconstructionists would have a 
field day. Cinema as sublimated 
sexual aggression and death 
wish, the camera as phallus, 
photography as violation, and 
film as ritualized voyeurism — 
or as a jolly psychiatrist 
describes it later in the film, 
“scoptophilia —- the morbid 
gaze.” 

The British press that 
denounced Peeping Tom upon 
its release in 1960 probably 
weren’t aware of such pointy- 
headed concepts. But they may 
have gotten an inkling of them 
from the incriminating place- 
ment of the title: it implicates 
both filmmaker — formerly 
famed for such baroque and 
agreeable fantasies as The Red 
Shoes — and audience in what 
would later come to be known 
as a “snuff film.” Appalled, one 
newspaper writer suggested that 
“the only really satisfactory way 
to dispose of Peeping Tom 
would be to shovel it up and 
flush it swiftly down the nearest 
sewer. Even then the stench 
would remain.” And so it has, 
hardly touched by the different 
kind of stink made by a film like 
8MM. Re-released in a new 
print at the Brattle, Peeping Tom 
remains a disturbing master- 
piece of film psychology and 
pathology — a critique and vin-

dication of the century’s fore- 
most compulsion and art form, 
and a suspenseful, mordantly 
witty, ultimately moving enter- 
tainment.

Taking solitary satisfaction at 
his handiwork in Peeping Tom’s 
assaultive credit sequence is 
Mark Lewis (Carl Boehm, with 
Jon Voight’s cherubic looks and 
Peter Lorre’s creepy voice), who 
works as a focus puller for a 
movie studio and as a part-time 
photographer of girly pictures 
for a corner news shop. (In 
what might be a nod to Psycho, 
which was released the same 
year, a Hitchcock look-alike 
appears in cameo to make a 
purchase.)

mystery light in his eyes — to 
his winsome neighbor Helen 
(Anna Massey). It’s a good 
first-date ploy, shocking her 
but arousing her maternal 
instincts and perhaps her own 
morbid gaze (she is writing a 
children’s book about “a magic 
camera and what it pho- 
tographs”). Nonetheless, he 
stirs the suspicions of Helen’s 
blind, —sibyl-like = mother 
(Maxine Audley). 

The visually virginal Helen, 
however, does not fulfill 
specialized sexual 
needs. (“It will never see you!” 
he tells her, when she offers to 
pose for his Bolex. “Whatever I 
photograph I always lose.”) 
These have a confused Oedipal 
origin (a scene in which he 
confronts Helen’s mom in his 
darkroom is __ breathlessly 
ambiguous) and a fetishistical- 
ly homicidal expression. In 
addition to prostitutes, aspir- 
ing actresses fill his bill, such as 
sportive Vivian (Moira 
Shearer, the doomed dancer in 
The Red Shoes, in a sinister 
allusion), an understudy on the 
film — titled The Walls Are 
Closing In — that Mark is 
working on at the studio. They 
find her body in a trunk while 
shooting on the set in a scene 
of ruefully funny, self-reflexive 
black comedy. 

The rushes from that liaison 
fail to do the trick; meanwhile 
the crime causes the police to 
begin snooping close to home. 
For Mark, though, this is all 
according to his script, and he 
records the ongoing investiga- 
tion blithely, for he has one 
more killing in mind, the 
images of which will be “so 
perfect” that even “he” — his 
father, presumably, or God, or 
Powell, or the audience — will 
be satisfied. “Do you know 
what the most frightening 
thing in the world is?” he asks 
Helen near the end. The 
answer to that question is 
almost anticlimactic, as is the 
origin of the flickering light 
that torments Mark’s camera’s 
victims. What is perhaps more 
frightening is that we cannot 
tear our eyes away. 8 


Amphibians 
Meryl Tankard’s Furioso 


BY MARCIA B. SIEGEL Meryl Tankard’s 
dance seems chillingly nonhuman. On the surface 
it looks like another survey of contemporary 


social and sexual relations, a comment on alienation in the style of Pina 
Bausch with the violence damped down. But the Australian Dance 
Theater’s hour-long Furioso, offered by Dance Umbrella last weekend at 
the Emerson Majestic, made me search outside the human frame to explain 
its relentlessly bleak behavior. 

One by one, as the audience is arriving, five women appear in ragged 
dresses strangely cut and wrapped to effect a perfunctory concealment and 
a rudimentary glamor. (Tankard designed the costumes.) Fixed to their 
own spots and facing away from one another, they trace individual gesture 
patterns, neither abstract designs nor dance actions. Maybe these signify 
women’s work — spinning, smoothing, kneading. 

After the houselights go down, a man approaches one of the women 
from behind and tenderly embraces her. You might not notice how his 
arms constrict her if she didn’t ignore him and keep on with her work. 
Another man comes and pries the first man off the woman so he can bun- 
dle her in his arms. 

With variations, this seduction continues until all five men are sur- 
rounding and nuzzling and pawing all five women, then being pulled off by 
a male competitor. The men are insatiable. The women are passive. Each 
woman is a prize, but not prized, in this game of conquest, or biological 
destiny. A woman’s role is to be discarded as soon as she’s won. 
Preoccupied with her own tasks, she never acknowledges any man’s 

- attempt to possess 
her. She never 
resists what even- 
tually becomes a 
mauling, pushing 
battle. She’ll get 
thrown to the 
ground in_ the 
melee, forgotten 
until a man notices 
she’s mateless and 
grabs her. 

This opening is 
followed by a short 
demonstration of 
male combat and 
one of female rage, 
and then all 10 
dancers rush 
across the stage, 
diving and sliding 
on their stomachs. 
The men pull the 
women back by 
their legs so they 
can all rush back 
and dive across the 
stage again. 

As the dance continues, the activity changes but the pattern remains. 
The women are passive, the men manipulate them, and no one acknowl- 
edges anyone else except in the most primal types of contact. The gestures 
of both men and women are faint, indicative but incomplete. The men’s 
movements are mostly phallic, bodies straight and narrow and vertical. The 
women’s movements are curled, circular, inward. For brief intervals they 
seem to exchange moves, but nothing comes of this. 

A man walks backwards in the dark, lurches, falls as if shot, rises wari- 
ly, jerks around in a crouch as if looking for an attacker, lurches, falls. A 
woman steps in place, on one leg, then the other, swaying her hips. Women 
in the wings are seen in shadow, rising, lying back, rising. A shadow hand 
clutches at another shadow. 

In the second part of the dance, the dancers take to the air on cables. A 
man spins very fast, pushing off from the floor so he can swoop out in big 
circles over the audience. Four women sit in invisible harnesses on the 
cables, and men slowly push them as if they were on swings. 

The women break free at one spectacular moment, four trapezes soar- 
ing in unison above the stage. Men latch onto them, and the big arcs spi- 
ral in from their weight. Free again, the women do fantastic acrobatics in 
the air, their 360-degree harnesses artfully concealed so they seem to be 
on their own. But they’re chased by the men, who grab at their feet. 
Floored, they stand still like small animals in the tight embrace of their cap- 
tors, until the men slowly slide down their bodies. When the men are on 
the ground, the women hang slumped on their ropes. After one more fly- 
ing release, the women suddenly drop off the cables and the men in an 
instant are above them, spinning fast, upside down. 

Finally the cables are flown out and the women retreat to the back of the 
stage. The men leap and clump together as if sensing an invisible foe, then 
recoil with gestures like their previous punches and thrusts, only in reverse. 
They fall onto all fours, neither flat on their faces nor quite ready to sprint, 
still and alert like aboriginal lizards. 

In a trick of the lighting, the women seem to be inching their way feet- 
first up the back wall. As the curtain was falling, I thought maybe they were 
going to Heaven, but later I decided they were more like tadpoles, or 
pupating insects. is

Twelfth Night roars into the ’20s 


BY CAROLYN CLAY At New Repertory Theatre, Twelfth Night is six 
of one, a half dozen of the other. 


This chamber staging of 


Shakespeare’s romantic comedy, removed to the 1920s of raccoon 


coats and flapper chic, boasts a 
striking characterization of Duke 
Orsino by Jeremiah Kissel and a 
pert turn by Rose Liberace as 
Viola in a “Tennis, anyone?” 
sweater. Steven Barkhimer is a 
Feste who can play both smoky 
clarinet and folk guitar. And 
much of the comic business 
involving Sir Toby Belch and 
company is uncommonly lusty, 
with Richard McElvain a snitty, 
neighing Malvolio whose reading 
of the famous letter that dupes 
him into thinking his mistress 
loves him makes a priceless first- 
act finale, the steward’s grimace 
of a smile summoned with no 
small labor from the very depths 
of his dour being. But the 
production is amateurish at the 
edges, and, particularly in the 
second act, it starts to spiral out 
of control until half the characters 
are brandishing guns. Director 
Rick Lombardo seems to have 
lurched from the Jazz Age of 
champagne and frippery into one 
of mayhem and melodrama. 
Twelfth Night is both a lyrical 
and a surefire comedy — the one 
we see coming into being at the 








end of Shakespeare in Love, when 
Gwyneth Paltrow’s Viola walks 
out of the ocean onto a brave new 
beach. (Never mind that the Bard 
wrote about 10 plays between 
Romeo and Juliet and Twelfth 
Night, which was penned around 
1600.) It is among the most 
musical and well-proportioned of 
Shakespeare’s comedies, though 
here the balance among romance, 
comedy, and mordancy is allowed 
to veer. Still, Lombardo has some 
interesting thoughts about the 
play, putting Orsino forward as a 
sharply self-indulgent lover of his 
own angst and Olivia, the alleged 
object of his passion, as a fatuous 
ditz whose affected mourning can 
turn to vamp attack on a dime. Of

Re-examining the Leopold-Loeb bond

sick way,” 





the play’s central trio of daisy- 
chain desirers, only Viola is per- 
mitted a sincere, if not exactly a 
bone-deep, affection. 

The play’s conceit is simple: 
Viola, burped up on Illyria’s shore 
as the result of a shipwreck, dis- 
guises herself as a boy to become 
page to Duke Orsino. He sends 
her as an emissary of love to 
Olivia, who promptly falls hard 
for the page. Viola, meanwhile, 
has set her woman’s heart on the 
duke who thinks her a boy. “What 
will become of this?” wonders 
Viola. Well, we get to find out 
while at the same time following a

seductress of an 
Olivia, by contrast, 
is a. well-drawn 
cartoon. As _ for 
Liberace, she lacks 
Kissel’s Bard-certi- 
fied larynx, but 
she’s an appcaling 
Viola — and not 
unconvincing as a 
co-ed masqucrad- 
ing as a college 
boy. 

It is the comic 
subplot that goes a 
bit off track, after 
several promising 
laps, in large part 
because the dircc- 
tor allows it to. 
Ken Baltin is a 
rubber-faced, rub- 





Aguecheek, and Olivia’s maid 
Maria to spite the puritanical 
Malvolio for raining on their 
nightly parade of drink and 
debauchery. 

In Lombardo’s reading, both 
Orsino and Olivia are self-cen- 
tered creatures, both with a court 
photographer whose job it is to 
immortalize them in whatever 
guise they choose to affect: he as 
a bare-chested, melancholic lover 
out of The Sheik; she as a fetch- 
ing flapper in black, in highly dis- 
posable mourning. There is, from 
the beginning, something danger- 
ous and disreputable about this 
Orsino, who has a lame leg bor- 
rowed from Richard III and a 
stiletto hidden in his cane. Kissel, 
however, is such a fine actor that 
Orsino’s thwarted passion, how- 
ever egotistical and self-destruc- 
tive, nonetheless seems potent 
and deep. He is also an authorita- 
tive speaker of lyric verse, and his 
moody exclamations on love and 
music are both sonorous and nat- 
ural. Rachel Harker’s piping

Company of Boston. “Leopold 
couldn’t live without Loeb, and 
Loeb couldn’t live without 
Leopold. There was a love bond 
between the two of them. At least 
that’s the way Logan has laid it 
out.” 

According to Veloudos, the 
question of whether that love was 
the kind that dare not speak its 
name was addressed _ only 
obliquely in the press in 1924, 
when the two teenagers stood 
trial in Chicago for the grisly, ran- 
dom murder of a 14-year-old 
boy, Bobby Franks. Even with the 
sex excised, however, the case 
captivated the public. The court 
proceeding, dubbed “the trial of 
the century,” was such a sensa- 
tion that the Chicago Tribune 
wanted to broadcast it on its radio 
station, prompting a rival paper to 
suggest, mockingly, that it be held 
in the White Sox’ baseball park. 

Even before it went to trial, the 
case sent the media into a frenzy. 
After the young men were arrest- 
ed, the press made much of their 
wealth, social prominence, and 
prodigious intelligence. Both were 





the sons of well-known 
multi-millionaires and were 
blindingly bright. At 18, 
Nathan Leopold Jr. spoke 
15 languages, had graduat- 
ed from the University of 
Chicago, and was headed 
for Harvard Law School. 
Richard Loeb, 19 at the time 
of the trial, was similarly 
rich, nearly as accom- 
plished, and even better- 
looking. 

Within 24 hours after 
their arrest, both confessed 
to kidnapping Franks for 
kicks, but each accused the 
other of murdering the boy, 
a distant relative of Loeb’s. 
Later, after the renowned 
lawyer Clarence Darrow 
took on their defense, both 
pled guilty, and the focus of

should “loathe the sin but never 
the sinner.” 

In his play, which tied with 
Moisés Kaufmann’s Gross 
Indecency: The Three Trials of 
Oscar Wilde for the 1998 Outer 
Critics Circle Award for outstand- 
ing Off Broadway play, Logan 
punctuates courtroom = scenes 
based on trial transcripts and 
press accounts with flashbacks to 
the crime and the evolution of the 
odd relationship that spawned it. 
In an early scene, Leopold 
explains his conviction, lifted 
from Nietzsche, that superior 
beings such as he and Loeb are 
exempt from the moral strictures 
that constrain the hoi polloi. In 
later scenes, however, the play- 
wright suggests that the 
crime itself was Loeb’s 


scheme, one _ that 
Leopold abetted in 
exchange for sexual 
favors. 


In Never the Sinner, 
the playwright presents 
the pair as bound by a 
“sexual pact,” explains 
Veloudos. “Whether 
they were homosexual 
or heterosexual really 
isn’t the point. The 
point is that there was a 
pact between the two of 
them to trade violence 
for sex. And you don't 
get much more 
Freudian than that. In 
fact, Darrow wanted to 
get Freud to come and 
testify, but Freud could- 
n’t show up. So instead, 
he brought in all these 
psychiatric —_ experts, 





Arguing for life imprison- 

ment instead of the death penalty, 
Darrow made history by basing 
his defense on psychiatric evi- 
dence. His famous 12-hour sum- 
mation, however, is best remem-

against capital punishment. 
Although Darrow was an agnostic

motive or remorse. 

A smile of satisfaction stretched 
across the baby face of Bill 
Mootos, who plays Loeb, when at 
the end of a recent rehearsal 
Veloudos exclaimed, “You scared 
me. You really scared me. What a 
sick individual!” So what's it like 
to play such an amoral monster? 
“For me,” Mootos concedes, “it’s 
been a slow process of getting to 
identify what | have in common 
with him and then amplifying it. 
He’s a very mercurial character, 
so | have to switch from being 
very passionate and violent to 
being very likable and charming. | 
can’t say what was actually in his 
head, but this play suggests that a 
lot of psychological factors were 
at work, and I think that many of 
them had to do with his family, 
his anger and deep-seated resent- 
ment. Of course, the play toys 
with the question of what is 
innate and what is brought on by 
other factors. Darrow scems to 
suggest that, in a way, Locb was 
just made this way.” 

John Kuntz, by contrast, says 
he’s found it pretty casy to get his 
head around the character of 
Leopold, who fascinates him. 
“There’s something tragic and 
really vulnerable about him,” 
explains the writer/performer, 
who played another psychopath 
earlier this season in his own Sing 
Me To Sleep. “Whether they slept 
together or not, Nathan Leopold 
was totally in love with Richard 
Locb. They had an amazing affin- 
ity from the first time they met. It 
was part sexual, perhaps. But | 
think it was something even deep- 
er than that, something way 
beyond sex.” cd

Long stories 


When photos do the talking 


BY CHRISTOPHER MILLIS On those rare 


occasions when a picture really is worth a 
it’s usually because the 


thousand words, 


picture has a lot to say. Yet somehow — 
probably because we’re still so near in time to 
we call 


the great abstract 
modernism and postmodernism 
we've forgotten a 
fundamental, ancient joy central 
to both Western and Eastern 
traditions. With a language that 
goes beyond words, images — 
from photos to paintings, from 
sculptures to bas reliefs — can 
speak. 

It’s worth asking how much 
modernism’s love affair with 
abstraction (the Cubists were the 
great compromise between the 
two, distending but never fully 
disavowing reality), the religious 
zeal of people like Duchamp and 
Stein who wanted to yank the 
visual and literary arts once and 
for all out of any convenient 
understanding, was actually a 
reaction to the overwhelmingly 
powerful and popular new art 
forms of the century, photogra- 
phy first, followed closely by mov- 
ing pictures. 

To the extent modernism fore- 
saw Hollywood and one-world 
capitalism, you can see why it dis- 
avowed conventions like narra- 
tion. Abstract art (consider the 
aesthetics of the Protestant 
Reformation) is always an argu- 
ment with the sins of the flesh. 

Yet narration, like a Cole Porter 
lyric, is here to stay, an 
ineluctable part of our story- 
telling, memory-prizing, pitifully 
forgetful species. And what gives 
charge and sometimes even a bolt 
of divine inspiration to three pho- 
tography exhibits around Boston 
these days is the way photogra- 
phers are reaffirming the legiti- 
macy of pictures that tell stories. 


IT’S FITTING (and not merely 
trendy) to begin with Abelardo 
Morell’s show at the Museum of 
Fine Arts. Morell, a veteran 
teacher at Massachusetts College 
of Art, has seen a meteoric rise in 
popular and critical attention in 
the last 36 months. Following a 
residency at the Gardner Museum 
last year and then a solo show at 
the Museum of Photographic Arts 
in San Diego, his first solo exhib- 
it at the MFA comes as an eagerly 
awaited, well-publicized major 
event. 

Much of the expectation was 
raised by his engaging show at the 
Gardner, one in which Morell was 
able to abide by and transcend the 
limitations of his assignment 
there, namely to shoot only what 
appeared in the museum. His 
solution was _ simultaneously 
audacious and tender: he posi- 
tioned museum guards beside a 
number of works of art — por- 
trait paintings by the masters — 
and had the living strike poses 
similar to those of the long-ago 
dead. The result was a group of 
photos, at once iconoclastic and 
tributary, that drew on but never 
appeared to derive from the 
antecedent paintings. Original, in 
a word. 

That same daring is evident

In all cases, 
however, Morell proves himself a 
master of technique. Were he a 
singer, he’d be Ella Fitzgerald. 
Were he a poet, he’d be Auden. 
Like Fitzgerald and Auden, he 
finds classical structures in the 
commonplace, the mystery and 
dignity of a paper bag, the evoca- 
tive resonance of two forks inter- 
twined under water. 

And more like Auden than even 
Auden himself, Abe 
Morell finds a precise 
analogue of meter and 
thyme. Shadows bal- 
ance with light, heights 


taposed foregrounds, 
sharp edges invariably 
meet elegiac curves. 
There isn’t a_ single 
asymmetrical shape 
without a corresponding 
complement in any of 
his frames. 

Ultimately it’s that 
very measured, academ- 
ic balance that becomes 
the show’s undoing. 
(Listen to Ella Fitzgerald 
sing “Love for Sale” and 
her stately delivery 
makes the erotic lyrics 
sound absurd. Read 
Auden beyond the 
anthologized poems and 
you quickly discover the 
cloying limitations of 
deliberate meter and 
rhyme.) The narrations 
aren’t of Morell’s inven- 
tion, for one thing. The 
recurrent wrinkled maps 
aren’t of his making, the 
extensive Alice in 
Wonderland series actu-

the original drawings in 
poses that mimic 
Tenniel’s inspired illus- 
trations, and an entire room in the 
exhibit is given over to Morell’s 
pictures of other people’s books. 
When the storyteller is not the 
author of his text, then he’s act- 
ing, and much of the exhibit reads 
as wonderfully but merely posed. 

There’s a sense here in which 
Morell has been had by the theme 
park that’s become the MFA. If 
curatorial perspective were less 
about star making and more 












WOMEN 
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At the Whistler F ous Museum 
of Art, a largely unremarkable 
exhibit called “Beyond Venus” 
purports to turn femininity (and 
perhaps feminism) upside down. 
With the exception of the show’s 


two photographers (Anne 
Rearick’s images also earn the 
claims they make on the eye), 
“Beyond Venus” includes the sort 
of waterfront chazzerai you’d 
expect to spot on a summer day in 
Marblehead: women’s bodies 


fashioned into teapots, pencil 
drawings of antiquated images of 
women on backdrops of cascad- 
ing gauze. And for the less der- 
riére-garde of the suburban haute 
couture, some female-shaped 
mannequins with tiny video inser- 
tions so that you can look through 
a small hole in the neck of one 
curvaceous metal form to see a 
silent film of a woman’s mouth 
counting to 10. 








Then, just when you think it’s 
time to drive home, you spot the 
11 color prints by Jenny Edwards. 
They begin with an overweight, 
heavily made-up drag queen 
putting on a necklace in a dress- 
ing room so crowded with offend- 
ing colors you can almost smell 
the powder and cheap perfume. 
Further along, in colors and 
forms that suggest you haven't 
really left the drag preparations, 
you discover that what you’re 
looking at are biological women, 
also heavily made up, and also on 
their way to a performance, a 
beauty pageant. 

Forging ahead with the relent- 
less drama of Sophocles, 
Edwards’s next set of images, 
again with gaudy colors and sub- 
tle gestures that allude to the 
pageant participants and the 
cross-dressers, give us rooms 
crowded with girls in pink tutus 
who wear no less make-up than 
the adults to their left. The girls 
are readying for a dance concert. 

Finally you witness with an 
even steamier intimacy women on 
stage in a strip club. Except now 
they’re disembodied — their 
nakedness is captured as a virtual 
abstraction, and the only heads 
you see are those of the ogling 
men in the audience. 

Whereas even the most intimate 
of Abe Morell’s photos wear the 
marks of meticulous staging, 
Edwards suggests that the most 
public moments of people’s lives 
can be devastatingly revealing: the 





drag queen’s necklace that seems 
more poultice than ornament, the 
beauty-show contestants’ expres- 
sions that resemble bankers’, the 
joyless dance-recital students, the 
nightclub strippers whose faces 
we’re forbidden to see. As daring- 
ly iconoclastic as each of 
Edwards’s frames is, it’s as a nar- 
rative series that her work 
achieves results of transcendent 
disturbance. 








CLOSER TO HOME, a delight- 


ful, often hilarious show at the 
Photographic Resource Center 
takes narrative imagery in a dif- 
ferent direction altogether. All 
eight artists in this marvelously 
paced, thoughtful exhibit concern 
themselves with the madness of 
mythmaking. 

Renée Cox, for instance, cre- 
ates a black female superhero, 
beautiful, gigantic, muscular, and 
perfectly camp, whom she depicts 
in various exaggerated attitudes 
of cartoonish derring-do. An icon 
in whom everyone’s interested 
and no one can believe. Laurie 
Long takes the same notion of the 
iconic female to create re-enact- 
ments of scenes from Nancy 
Drew stories. The results are droll 
send-ups of figures who mesmer- 
ized us as kids and whom we still 
can’t shake loose from. 

It would be hard to give an 
award for the most ironic artist in 
this extravagance, but Zoe 
Leonard’s faux archive of “Fae 
Richards” would surely be a con- 
tender. In the style of a library 
display case, Leonard moves us 
across decades of make-believe 
snapshots of a Josephine 
Baker-like actress and singer 
named Fae Richards. We see her 
in stiff, domestic candids as a girl; 
giggling in the lap of her butch 
female lover as a young woman; 
then later as a femme fatale on 
satin sheets in a publicity still; 
then the final frames, in which 
she’s gray and heavy and seated 
on a park bench. 

Not all of Leonard’s 
details ring true (goatees 
don’t strike one as a fashion 
for black men in the ’20s, 
and neither would you 
expect those men to wear 
hats indoors while filming a 
movie). But her insights 
into our ridiculous mythol- 
ogizing of sexuality and 
race (and romance and 
stardom, for that matter) 
make her work both rau- 
cous and penetrating. 

Also included in “Dramatis 
Personae” are works by 
Richard Zoller, whose 
phony and fantastic film 
stills from a Weimar-era 
movie balance the absurd 
with the historic. Nicholas 
Kahn & Richard Selesnick’s 
contributions share a similar 
theme of poking fun at our 
reverence for the past, with 
long sepia-toned and there- 
fore genuinely old-looking 
enactments of events that 
never occurred. The project 
they’ve been up to for the 
last decade is appropriately 
entitled “The Circular River: 
The Siberian Expedition 
1944-46.” 

Finally, Thomas Allen 
Harris and Lyle Ashton 
Harris explore African and 
African-American themes. In 
one oversized color print, a black 
man floats a few feet in the air in 
ostensibly Old World garb (body 
paint and straw tunic) while 
standing on the ground beside 
him appears another black man in 
New World garb — Castro-style, 
cap-to-chaps leather clone attire. 
The danger with these images is 
in the closeness to fashion pho- 
tographs, faux mini-narratives 
meant to make a sale. 5 























Vance and Lorna’s twisted love fest 
BY JON GARELICK To get an idea of what 


the comedy duo of Vance and Lorna are like, 
start with Bill Murray’s old Saturday Night 
Live lounge crooner, mix in some Steve and 
Eydie for pitch correction and husband-wife 
rapport, add a touch of George and Gracie, 


and then picture Ernie Kovacs 

getting ready to drive a golf ball 

that’s teed up on Edie Adams’s 
kisser. 

If that doesn’t work, simply 
picture Vance and Lorna as Kurt 
and Courtney doing Ward and 
June Cleaver. 

Since last July, Vance and 
Lorna have been performing their 
wide-eyed, scatologically minded 
lounge act everywhere from the 
Lizard Lounge and the Hong 
Kong in Harvard Square to P- 
town. By now, they have a built-in 
cult that fills the clubs. The show 
is plenty dirty, but it’s not the 
trash talk that makes it funny — 
rather it’s that golly-gee inno- 
cence in the delivery. Vance is 
given to exclamations of “Holy 
Mother of God!” when he isn’t 
talking about his latest escapade 
cruising the men’s room. Lorna’s 
a Middle American mom type, 
cheerful as all get-out, probably 
cranked on diet pills, laughing in 
hysterical, gulping spasms, her 
Aquanetted blond beehive planted 
on her head like a helmet. They’re 
an incendiary combination of 
apple-pie Americana, show-biz 
earnestness, and _ unrepressed 
screaming id that can take over at 
any moment. 

The effect is abetted by lounge- 
scene accouterments. Vance, the 
polymorphously perverse roué 
with a pencilled-on pencil-thin 
moustache and a missing front 
tooth, smokes from a cigarette 
holder and seems to have an end- 
less supply of vintage smoking 
jackets in mint condition. Lorna 
favors leopard skin or, on special 
occasions, a Campbell’s Cream of 
Tomato Soup-—colored full-length 
gown. In true lounge fashion, the 
two pay homage to Route | 
(“Mass Vegas!”), martinis and 
scorpion bowls, and all manner of 
kitsch perceived as fabulousness. 
They also pay their respects to 
any number of hardcore drugs, 
sexual practices not covered by 
the sodomy laws, and their own 
“open” marriage. Through the 
evening the duo cue numerous 
on-stage costume changes, and 
Lorna, a full-figured gal, often 
spends as much as half of the 
show in what used to be called a 
“foundation” — the kind of long- 
lined corset and garters that have 
more to do with the underside of 
Pleasantville than the Victoria’s 
Secret Web site. Through it all, 
you have no doubt that Vance and 
Lorna adore and are devoted to 
each other. 

Typically, Vance and Lorna 
come on stage carrying a com- 
plete set of luggage and wearing 
elaborate overcoats, as though 
they’d just returned from some 
fabulous cruise (at one recent 
show, Vance was wearing a beau- 
tiful camel-hair style coat with a 
huge fur collar), breathless with 
greetings and laughter, accompa- 
nied by tinkling Love Boat cock- 








tail piano from a mute sidekick, 
Ivan. “Hello, New York!” pipes up 
Vance. Lorna coos, purrs, and 
shrieks. Vance growls with an 
eager leer — if Lorna is June 
Cleaver on poppers, Vance’s 
round-faced innocence, his con- 
stant sense of wonder, is less 
Ward than the Beave himself, 
all grown up and _ totally 
fucked. Overcome with lust 
for his beautiful wife, he asks 
“Isn’t she incredible?!” and 
then buries his face in her 
cleavage. The duo give a sum- 
mary of their recent activities, 
including, say, a night at the 
Red Roof Inn in Methuen, 
before launching into their 
first number. At a recent Hong 
Kong show, in honor of the 
venue, that first number was 
the “Eastern Medley”: David 
Bowie’s “China Girl,” the 
Vapors’ “Turning Japanese,” 
Carl Douglas’s “Kung Fu 
Fighting,” and, of course, 
Wang Chung’s “Everybody 
Have Fun Tonight” (“every- 
body Wang Chung tonight!”). 

Unlike any number of 
lounge music acts, Vance and 
Lorna never leave any doubt 
that they’re playing it for 
laughs, and they really can 


sing. 
Vance: “Ivan here defected 
from this little shit-pinko 


Third World country — what 
was it, darling?” 

Lorna: “Czechoslovania, 
honey. He doesn’t speak a lick 
of English, but he does speak 
the international language-ah 
de mew-si-cah!” 

Ivan, meanwhile, in heavy 
Robert Goulet black mop and 
moustache, white suit, shirt 
unbuttoned to his navel, never 
cracks so much as a smile. 
While he leads into some 
funky chording, Lorna purrs, 
“Ladies and gentlemen, please 
sit back, relax, and grab a 
drink from your waitress while 
Vance and | pay tribute to the 
late, great, Mr. Kurtis 
Cobain.”

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your face, not having an instruc- 
tor there to say that’s a D-minus 
or that’s an A, having people there 
who said, ‘That stunk,’ getting 
good reviews, bad reviews.”

always singing things like Fiddler

The two had also worked in 

Borax and Chucklebuckct with 
Ryan Cummings, a former Mass 
College of Art multimedia student 
with a broad pop-music and per- 
formance background, including 
scoring plays and working with 
the Speakeasy Cabaret dinner 
theater. But Cummings’s most 
relevant résumé item for Vance 
and Lorna was his stint as musi- 
cal director of the DeMoulas, a 
kind of has-been family musical 
act that took off from the 
Partridge Family and_ the 
Carpenters and was named for 
the notoriously feud-ridden 
Massachusetts supermarkct 
family. Ivan was born, and not 
merely as a brilliant deadpan 
comic foil but as a musical foil 
who’s no fool. It’s Cummings 
who gives “Lithium” its 
Sinatra flair, or who spices up 
Vance and Lorna’s “Miss 
Woburn Beauty Pageant” 
audience-participation scg- 
ment with lead-ins from 
Stephen Sondheim’s Sunday 
in the Park with George. “\ love 
working with these guys 
because | can take an original 
song and rearrange it into any- 
thing,” he says. “It’s all over 
the place musically.” 

The inspiration for the char- 
acters of Vance and Lorna is 
more difficult to pin down. 
Scobie focused on the idea of a 
married lounge couple. 
Sweeney thought about her 
mother. “Even though she’s 
not like that,” she says, “but 
she’s very upstate New York 
[Rochester], and she spcaks 
that way. Of course, my moth- 
er is very wholesome and is no 
way as crazy as_ Lorna.” 
Sweeney’s other inspiration 
was an LA lounge duo, Marty 
and Elaine, who work 
Hollywood’s Dresden Lounge. 
“He plays upright bass, she 
plays keyboards, they're very 
serious, | mean, they are 
lounge. But they have that rap- 
port. ‘Oh my lovely wife 
Elaine.” ‘Oh Marty, stop!’ 
That’s what | think about, but 
Bradford’s never scen them 
and he does all our writing.” 

“When I write,” says Scobie, 
“it’s obviously from what 
we've developed as characters 
over time, and the characters 
start to write themsclves, 
thanks largely to what Laura 
has donc in that time. And it’s 
a parallel universe to our own 
relationship. Lorna does most 








— early ’80s Frank, with a 
heavy layer of ersatz funk, Vance 
and Lorna trading one non- 


sequitur after another from 
Nirvana’s typically depressive 
beauty.

Sweeney and Scobie went on to 
work together in the comedy- 
sketch group Chucklebuckct, 
whose home base was_ the 
Linwood Grille. That group dis- 
banded about a year and half ago. 
When local musician/under- 
ground impresario Rick Berlin 
was looking to book comedy for 
his “Marlene Loses It” nights at 
the Lizard Lounge, he thought of 
Chucklebucket, who had per- 
formed at one of his “Drags, 
Dicks and Dykes IV Life” AIDS 
Walk fundraising shows, and he 
contacted Sweeney. “I called 
Bradford,” says Sweeney. “We'd 
always wanted to do a lounge 
kind of thing. At parties we were

The Remains, the Lost, and Volcano Suns 


Barry Tashian has an important message for 
any old fans who might be coming to see his 
band the Remains reunite next weekend: he 
promises to get you home at a respectable hour. 
“A lot of the people that knew us . 
know how many are still around,” he ponders 


from his current home in 
Nashville. “If they’re my age, they 
may be more prone to sitting at 
home. So it’s not going to be a 
real late night. | want people to 
know we won't be on at midnight 
or anything. We'll probably be 
starting no later than 10.” 

Such is the legacy of 60s punk 
rock, three decades later. During 
their heyday, the Remains were a 
band more suited to staying out 
late and behaving irresponsibly — 
and Tashian’s caveat aside, a few 
fans will probably be doing just 
that when his band play the 
Paradise this Saturday (March 
20), their first local date in 30 
years. The show kicks off a week 
when Boston’s ghosts will walk 
the earth. First the Remains share 
a bill with Willie Alexander’s orig- 
inal band the Lost, each outfit 
with its original line-up (the 
Rising Storm, an Andover band 
who played everybody’s high 
school in the 60s and apparently 
never broke up, will open). The 
following Saturday (March 27), 
at the Middle East, WMBR 88.1 
FM’s Pipeline live-music show 
will present an ’80s dream bill 
with the Volcano Suns, Busted 
Statues, Voodoo Dolls, the 
Titanics, and Moving Targets — 
none of whom has played in any- 
where from seven years (Volcano 
Suns) to seven months (the inex- 
haustible Titanics). The usual 
Boston attitude toward reunion 
shows — get cynical beforehand, 
then show up and have a blast 
anyway — will no doubt obtain. 

Boston in the 60s tends to get a 
bad rap among rock historians, 
who point to a cadre of truly bad 
psychedelic bands (Ultimate 
Spinach, Beacon Street Union, 
Phluph) who were promoted dur- 
ing the ill-fated *68 “Bosstown 
Sound” hype. True enough, but 
the real action took place a couple 
years earlier, when the Remains 
and the Lost laid the groundwork 
for all the punk rock that was to 
follow here. Both had national 
releases (on Columbia and 
Capitol, respectively), both got 
within spitting distance of success 
most famously when the 
Remains opened a Beatles tour. 
And their respective frontmen are 
now a real study in opposites. 
Alexander, who remains a fixture 
on the local scene, never shook 
the rock-and-roll bug. But 
Tashian apparently got it all out of 
his system. Having befriended 
Gram Parsons and Emmylou 
Harris in the late "60s, he moved 
closer to country music. He now 
does a successful stone-traditional 
acoustic act with his wife, Holly. 

So why put the Remains back 
together after all these years? “I 
just figured, if not now, when?” 
he notes, with the Southern 
accent he’s acquired over the 
years. “I got to the point where | 
thought that country music and 
bluegrass were up on a pedestal

and that rock and roll was way 
below it. But I’m coming to realize 
it’s all part of the same spectrum.” 

Tashian recalls that his conver- 
sion to country came soon after 
he met Gram Parsons (who was 
then with his pre-Byrds outfit, the 
International Submarine Band) at 
Isis, a hip ’60s clothing spot on 
Mt. Auburn Street in Cambridge. 
And that was the end of his rock 
days, until he put the Remains 
back together last year. 
“If anything helped 
change my mind, it was 
finding the same kind of 
guitar I had in the 
Remains an 
Epiphone Al Caiola, the 
same model I had. 
When we started talking 
about the Remains, | 
went to a guitar store 
out here in Nashville, 
and there it was on the 
wall — the first time I’d 
seen one since the ’60s. 
And it’s funny that my 
singing sounds _ the 
same, but it does. This 
kind of music is less 
technically demanding 
than bluegrass, so that 
frees up a lot of energy.” 

The Remains have 
since played a Mod festi- 
val in Spain and a one-off 
show in New York, and 
Tashian says they’re talk- 
ing very tentatively about 
trying out some new 
material in the studio. 
“We want to keep playing 
from time to time, so next 
week won't be the last 
one,” he promises. “But it 
will be just for a few select 
places that really want us. 
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at local-music archivist Erik 
Lindgren’s home studio 
(Alexander’s current drummer, 
Jim Doherty, will be standing in 
for Lost drummer Lee Mason, 
who has hepatitis and can’t play; 
but Mason will likely make a guest 
appearance). Historians will also 
note that Lost bassist Walter 
Powers was, with Alexander, part 
of a post—Lou Reed line-up of the 
Velvet Underground. 

“You don’t think that often 
about your first band,” Alexander 
explains from his home in 
Gloucester. “But jeez, the notion 
that we're going to be performing 
together, camping out at Erik 
Lindgren’s — that’s like waking 
up with a two-headed dog in your 
room. It’s totally removed from 
any kind of reality.” 

Also coming soon is a Lost CD 
on Lindgren’s Arf-Arf label. They 
recorded a full album for Capitol 
but only two singles were ever 
released — the rest was held up 
by legal battles for decades and 
has come into the band’s hands 
only through Myers’s Rhino con- 
nection. “I just heard the tape 
lately and was thinking, ‘Shit, | 
really like some of this stuff,’ ” 
Alexander notes. “I think Erik’s 
going to lend me a vintage piano

the Pipeline 10th-anniversary 
show at the Middle East next 
Saturday, it will mark the first 
time singer/drummer Peter 
Prescott has been in a reunion of 
any kind. His earlier band, 
Mission of Burma, probably 
turned down more reunion offers 
than any other Boston band 
before people wised up and 
stopped asking. Having moved on 
to Kustomized and now the Peer 
Group, Prescott has never been 
the type to get sentimental. “I 
don’t believe in nostalgia. And 
that’s a weird thing for me to say, 
because most of the music I listen 
to and the movies I watch are 
from other eras. I’m not opposed 
to reunions in principle; it’s just 
that I usually throw up my hands 
and say, ‘Why bother?’ 

“There's nothing more 
depressing to me than going to a 
reunion show and seeing a bunch 
of 45-year-old punk-rockers. It’s 
probably cool if you’re 20 years 
old and you're just getting to see 
a band run through a bunch of 
songs you like — but to me it’s a 
heinous thing. All you can do is 
treat it as an excuse to get drunk 
and see your friends, which is 
how we're treating it. To me the 
music sounds pretty dated, and

bands, his drumming — ridicu- 
lously intricate by punk stan- 
dards — has been missed. It was 
the one anchor in Volcano Suns, 
who maintained a consistent 
sound even while changing gui- 
tarists and bassists at will. 

Next week will feature the last 
and longest-running line-up, with 
bassist Bob Weston (now in Steve 
Albini’s band Shellac) and guitarist 
David Kleiler. Prescott says they'll 
focus mainly on their final album 
(1992’s Career in Rock), with a 
smattering of oldies. And don't 
expect it to be too teary an event. 
“We were always full of bad atti- 
tude. Though not like Motérhead 
or Nashville Pussy. We were more 
oblique, and that annoyed people 
even more. There’s nothing like 
coming out with a bad attitude and 
then being smug and snotty on top 
of that.” 

Prescott has maintained a 
love/hate relationship with the 
rock world. Although he professes 
to be jaded about the current 
scene, he gets enthused when talk- 
ing about the new CD he’s making 
with Peer Group. “It’s turning into 
a sort of Germanic, kraut-rock 
drone thing in a rock context, 
which I wanted all along. It’s 
funny how nobody says they’re in 
a rock band anymore — 
everybody says they’re in 
this or that kind of band, 
but when Volcano Suns 
were happening, every- 
one just said they were in 
a rock band. So I hope 
that everyone who was 
around back then will 
come see us, because | 
can’t imagine it making 
sense to anyone now.”

Guitarist/singer Ted 
Myers, who instigated the 
reunion, is still in Los Angeles, 
working his regular job in the 
A&R department of Rhino 
Records. The current plan is for 
all the bandmembers, who haven't 
seen one another since 1969, to 
assemble before the show for a 
couple days of intensive rehearsal 











so I can get the sound I had 10 
million electric pianos ago.

Before Fan Mail, TLC personi- 
fied homegirlism, the ghetto fab 
look, the schoolyard slang, the 
new-jill beat, and the nasty sex 
talk that made hits of “Ain’t Too 
Proud To Beg,” “Creep,” and 
“What About Your Friends.” 
They were young, they sounded 
young, and their lip-glossy body 
talk gave rise to a ton of imitators. 
But that phase of TLC is over, 
terminated by the furor about Left 
Eye’s torching the house she and 
lover Andre Rison shared and by 
the financial mess that put the trio 
into bankruptcy. Now, four years 
after CrazySexyCool, the trio have 
grown up. And all the better. “We 
want to be universal with this 
record,” Left Eye has said about

Universal it is. The 
CD’s arrangements 
run the global gamut, 
from Donna Summer 
disco (“I’m Good at 
Being Bad”) and Jewel 
sweetness (“Dear 
Lie”) to dancing harp- 
sichord (“No Scrubs”) 
and Dionne Warwick 
(“I Miss You So 
Much”). If “No 
Scrubs” looks inward

Mellow gold 


Beth Orton’s Central Reservation

and about 


her second LP, 


Central Reservation 


(Deconstruction/Arista) — that it only seems fair to air major 


misgivings right at the start. Her 
lyrics are nowhere. Her melodies 
too often melt into one another 
there isn’t much __ that 
distinguishes one from another. 
She doesn’t offer much in the way 
of stimulation or challenge: her 
songs settle into a major groove 
and stay there, which makes her 
CDs (this one and her 1997 
debut Trailer Park) somewhat 
static. Her songs never hit the 
gas; they never quite surprise you. 
Yet there’s something to be said 
for background music that’s not 
just wallpaper. On Central 
Reservation, Orton hits a mood 
and sustains it. The disc has a sil- 
very, sheer quality — like moon- 
light glowing through summer cur- 
tains. It’s relaxing music that, lyrics 
aside, isn’t slack or dopy, partly 
because Orton isn’t just another 
Ivory-soap folkie. Her voice does 
have a dove-white purity, but 
there’s just enough feathering 
around the edges — just enough 
edge, period — to keep it from fad- | 
ing into obscure pleasantness. She | 
knows the difference between deli- 
cacy and preciousness. 





There’s nothing on Central 
Reservation that’s as likely to grab 
you as “She Cries Your Name,” 
from Trailer Park — its melodies 
aren’t particularly inventive. This 
is the sort of album you might put 
on while you’re doing a bit of 
dusting or making dinner for a 
friend. It doesn’t demand all of 
your attention; there doesn’t seem 
to be quite enough to dig into. 
But the arrangements are so var- 
ied, and so often inventive, that 
you might now and then find 
yourself stopping dead in your 
tracks to listen carefully. Orton’s 
songs are like yard-sale tables of 
oddball bits and pieces cleverly 
combined: the coffeehouse per- 
cussion and scratchy-LP crackle 
of “Couldn’t Cause Me Harm”; 
the lanky piano lines and plummy 
plucked cello strings on | 
“Sweetest Decline”; the rippling 
vibraphone and chocolaty bent 
bass notes that lend shape to the 
easy cowboy-campfire groove of 
“Pass in Time.” 

Orton can be so imaginative 
musically that it brings you up 
short when she goes wrong with | 





the lyrics (“Watch your fear just 
turn into relief/See your doubt 
become your own belief”). And 
the piano on “So Much More” is 
far too Windham Hill, overly 
tasteful and bland and organic, a 
safe choice that’s actually jarring. 
But maybe it particularly jumps 
out because Orton, who’s done 
several guest vocals for the 
Chemical Brothers, is so unafraid 
of technology: she balances and 
layers electronic textures with as 
much ease and grace as she does 
acoustic instruments. That’s why 
she stands out in sharp relief 
against the prissiness of so much 
contemporary folk music. 
Although most people — in the 
music business and elsewhere — 
will readily acknowledge the 
advantages of technology, there 
are still a surprising number who 
don’t want to be caught embrac- 
ing it too closely. Dulcimers are 
all well and good — but do they 
really give most of us as much 
pleasure as e-mail? 

Orton, on the other hand, plugs 
in without giving it a second 
thought, and you can hear how it

Knife’s cuteness are hardly what a 
TLC fan expects of the act that 
back-flipped rock’s tough-gal 
stance, so it’s a bit of a shock 
when Chilli, Left Eye, and T-Boz 
move from badness to the sweet 
and dreamy. 

Fan Mail is dedicated, as the 
title declares, to reclaiming the 
trio’s huge following. It’s a basic 
career move, yet the disc also has 
in mind FM listeners who don’t 
program the kind of ghetto fab 
TLC epitomize. The CD estab- 
lishes an entirely new, wide-rang- 
ing TLC who don’t need to flaunt 
schoolyard slang and who scoff at 
fashion statements. The second 
cut, “The Vic-E Interpretation — 
Interlude,” places you in 
an over-21 venue, “the 
club, where people use 
material things to increase 
their chance of a pick-up,” 
then segues into “Silly 
Ho,” in which T-Boz 
makes it clear to guys that 
she’s no “silly bitch, wait- 
ing to get rich. . . hangin’ 
on someone else” and that 
if it’s a “silly ho” that guys 
want, they can damn well 
look elsewhere. Then 
comes “No Scrubs,” in 
which the trio dismiss the 
kind of guy who “hangs 
out of the passenger side of 
his best friend’s ride trying 
to holler at me”: guys with- 
out cars or lives of their 
own need not apply to the 
new, practical-minded 
TLC, who know how to 
earn and save a paycheck. 
The message of “Silly Ho” 
and “No Scrubs” is famil- 
iar TLC, but not the 
singing. Tight harmony, 
sturdy and miked up close, 
unembellished by rhythmic 
wigouts, deepens the reach 
of Fan Mail’s pop ballads. 
When T-Boz solos in “I’m 
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Good at Being Bad,” her husky 
voice, though every bit as bitchy 
as in earlier TLC, feels bigger and 
older, more mother than sister — 
a confident case of attitude. But 
you expect a TLC song to exhibit 
attitude. What isn’t simply a piece 
of fan mail is Left Eye’s gently 
intimate lead on “I Miss You So 
Much,” in which she states her 
case with a gentle directness that 
exemplifies the trio’s new maturi- 
ty. Then comes “Unpretty” — the 
CD’s most complex song — in 
which a folk-jazzy swing melody 
supports Left Eye and T-Boz as 
they talk about prettiness and its 
opposite, advising their loverguys 
that they feel pretty not because 
of “all the make-up that man can 
make” or new hair and noses, but 
because of who they love, even 
though he, as they sing it (accom- 
panied by some guitar rock), “can 
put me in a position to feel so 
damn unpretty.” So much for 
make-up girl Courtney Love! 
Finally, having staked out 
TLC’s expanded musical uni- 
verse, the CD relaxes, settles into 
a smoove groove, and coasts on 
the trio’s delicate riff singing and 
soft harmonies, the lyrics’ 
dreamy visions, and an occasion- 
ally empty feeling. From 
“Communicate — Interlude,” a 
cloud-nine cellphone talk, to the 
“saw myself on Ricky Lake” 
takedown in “Lovesick” to the 
cheating-lover determinism in 
“Automatic,” TLC roll on, 
changing the story as one song 
— and one predicament — 
becomes another almost without 
your realizing it. The ultimate 
surprise in Fan Mail is that 
there’s no surprise at all, the 
story of life is always the same 
story. Behind the razzmatazz of 
homegirlism, TLC seem to 
prove, lies inevitably the fatalism 
endemic to all music grounded in 
being from one place. e

sets her free. Ordinarily I'd see it 
as pretension of the highest order 
for a singer to include two ver- 
sions of the same song on the 
same LP, as she does here with 
the title track.

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JIMMY EAT WORLD: 
MOMENTS 
OF CLARITY 


There’s a song from Jimmy Eat 
World’s new Clarity (Capitol) that was 
conspicuously absent from the band’s 
set at the Middle East last Sunday 
night. It’s called “Your New 
Aesthetic,” and its chorus begins with 
the exclamation “Take back the 
radio,” though later in the song the 
exclamation becomes “Turn off the 
radio.” Jimmy Eat World are on their 
way to becoming that rare band to 
achieve mainstream pop success while 
retaining an accreditation in a subcul- 
ture wary of pop’s broad appeal. As 
such, the band find themselves in a 
head-on collision between those two 
impulses: take back the radio, or turn 
it off? 

Even though they didn’t play “Your 
New Aesthetic,” its tension asserted 
itself in subtle ways. WBCN Dj Shred 
seemed a bit torn himself. “I gotta 
admit, I feel a little strange, ‘cause | 
don’t normally assume this position 
with you guys,” began his introduc- 
tion of the concert’s radio simulcast 
from the stage. “But we want to help 
this band reach more than the 500 
people in this room.” 

Several songs in came “Just Watch 
the Fireworks,” which begins with the 
line “Here you can be anything/And | 
think that scares you.” Afterward, 
someone in the audience yelled out — 
loud enough to make it onto the 
broadcast — “ ’BCN sucks!” It was 
the punk thing to do, an obvious ges- 
ture, and yet still a rare enough occur- 
rence (how many times do you hear 
dissent on the radio?) that it felt reas- 
suringly subversive. The biggest 
cheers came late in the set when the 
band performed several songs off 
1996’s Static Prevails. You know, the 
good old days. 

All popular pop songs are love 
songs of a sort — tangentially, at 
least, they’re about the love of pop 
itself. Jimmy Eat World concealed 
their single, “Lucky Denver Mint,” in 
the middle of the set, giving it neither 
favorable placement nor short shrift. 
“Live radio, buddies, here it: is, one 
time,” said the singer. And then they 
played it. “You’re not bigger than this, 
not better/Why can’t you learn?” 
went the chorus. If you listened to it 
not as a song about a girl but as the 
singer talking to himself, it seemed to 
capture a deep ambivalence, an almost 
existential dread, over their forthcom- 
ing role as pop stars. You could imag- 
ine Jimmy Eat World wondering 
whether thousands of compulsory 
renditions of “Lucky Denver Mint” 
and perhaps a late-night talk-show 
appearance or two don’t lie ahead. 

There’s another love song on 
Clarity, called “For Me This Is 
Heaven,” with a line that goes “If I 
don’t let myself be happy now, then 
when? If not now, when?” But they 
didn’t play that one, either.

AND LTJ BUKEM 


Last week brought a double shot of 
top-shelf European DJing to 
Lansdowne Street. “Intelligent” 
drum ’n’ bass DJ] LT] Bukem and sev- 
eral of his labelmates took over the 
turntables at Axis on Tuesday as part 
of the Progression Sessions tour. And 
the following night at the Lansdowne 
Street Playhouse it was the Viennese 
duo Kruder and Dorfmeister’s turn to 
move the crowd. In both cases the 
question was, whose beats would 
work as well in the clubs as they do in 
your headphones? Because, unlike 
their turntablist cousins in the States, 
these producers/DJs display no mas- 





tery of the crab-claw scratch or even 
simple beat juggling. What they bring 
to the tables is an incredible collection 
of rare and/or exclusive dubplates, 
impeccable taste, and an aesthetic that 
relies more on subtle tones and tex- 
tures than on slamming party beats. 

Tuesday night’s show was not with- 
out its trainspotters — a crew set up 
at stage left with their arms folded 
across their chests and heads barely 
nodding to watch Bukem and his part- 
ner Blame stoically spin syncopated 
track after track while barely moving a 
muscle or cracking a smile. Not that 
Bukem’s show was without its perfor- 
mance qualities. He brought two 
MCs, Conrad and DRS, to prowl the 
stage and hype up the crowd. Still, the 
drum 'n’ bass MC is a totally different 
beast from its hip-hop counterpart — 
virtually ego-less, Conrad and DRS 
simply busted short couplets in per- 
fect English diction while tweaking a 
delay unit on stage. 

Kruder and Dorfmeister — barely 
visible in an elevated DJ booth that 
was obscured by fog and lights — 
spun a much more eclectic and light- 
hearted set. Leaving behind the hazy 
downbeat dub they’re best known for 
(it dominates their new two-disc The

and that he’d be fine in a few days — 
but why not tell us straight off? 

And though the lads’ technique and 
enthusiasm are undiminished, it’s get- 
ting hard not to notice how similar 
each show is to the previous year’s: 
song from Kevin Conneff, solo turns, 
suite from The Long Black Veil or 
Long Day’s Journey, guest artists (fid- 
dle player Eileen Ivers and guitarist 
Gabriel Donahue), fabulous step- 
dancing from Cara Butler and Donny 
Golden, big finale with more solo 
turns (always including Derek Bell’s 
phonomenal Early American ragtime 
on the Baldwin), lots more local 
guests, including stepdancing children 
(equally fabulous), on the “Flogging 
Reel” encore.

Or maybe I’m just not that enthusi- 
astic about Eileen Ivers and her elec- 
tric blue fiddle. You can’t fault her 
technique or her imagination, but it 
didn’t sound like the Irish music | 
wanted to hear; I’d have been more 
than happy with regular Chieftains 
fiddler Sedan Keane. The highlight for 
me was Paddy (tin whistle) and Derek 
(harp) dueting on the adaptation of 
“Fainne Geal an Lae” that opens Long

K&D Sessions, on K7), the Teutonic 
duo spun deep European dancehall 
into a disco 12-inch of the Stones’ 
“Miss You,” then into a flamenco-gui- 
tar-laced deep-house track that left 
everyone smiling and bumping and 
grinding a little closer than before. 
Whereas Bukem’s set proved that his 
cerebral breakbeats don’t need any 
retooling to keep the club kids happy, 
Kruder and Dorfmeister showed that 
you can make minor concessions to 
the dance crowd without ruining your 
highbrow reputation.

THE CHIEFTAINS: 
DEJA VU? 


Far be it from me to suggest that the 
Chieftains, 37 years and 30-odd CDs 
(sorry, guys, I’ve lost count) into a tri- 
umphant career of traditional Irish 
musicmaking, are getting old — but 
there seemed just a wee bit less spring 
in the step at last Sunday’s annual St. 
Patrick’s—-week Symphony Hall con- 
cert. Paddy Moloney’s Gaelic wel- 
come (before he “remembers” we’re 
not Irish speakers) was shorter than 
usual, and the first half was an uneasy 
affair, with no mention of why fiddle 
player Martin Fay’s chair was unoccu- 
pied. After the break Paddy explained 
that down in New York Martin “had a 
tussle with a piece of meat and lost” 











Day’s Journey: no pyrotechnics, just 
old-fashioned heartbreaking Irish 
harmony. 

Also guesting was Yvonne 
McMahon with selections from the 
band’s new CD, Tears of Stone (RCA 
Victor): “Raglan Road” and, in 
Japanese, “Sake in the Jar” (Paddy 
invited us all to sing along). The CD is 
all ladies all the time, with the likes of 
Bonnie Raitt (“A St6r Mo Chroi”), 
Natalie Merchant (“The Lowlands of 
Holland”), Joni Mitchell (“The 
Magdalene Laundries”), the Rankin 
Family (“Jimmy Mo Mhile Stér”), 
Sinéad O’Connor (“Factory Girl”), 
Loreena McKennitt (“Ye Rambling 
Boys of Pleasure”), and Joan Osborne 
(“Raglan Road”). The idea was, 
Paddy explains in his liner note, “to 
marry the many-faceted voices of con- 
temporary women artists from around 
the world to the simple beauty of tra- 
ditional Irish music” — but tradition- 
al Irish music tends to lose out: Joan 
Osborne’s distortions of “Raglan 
Road” make Van Morrison seem the 
model of restraint, and there’s nothing 
particularly Irish about the contribu- 
tions of Joni Mitchell or Natalie 
Merchant or even Sinéad. The Rankin 
Family, on the other hand, ace “Jimmy 
Mo Mhile Stér”; and it’s worth the 
price just to hear Loreena McKennitt 
sough and sigh her way through “Ye 
Rambling Boys of Pleasure.”

Who rocks, who rots, who rules 


“Imagine spending a year and a half to get a B+ from 
some asshole at the Village Voice. Fuck you. I don’t need 
you to tell me I’m good.” Ranting about music critics and 








one particular system of rating albums on 
his live Take No Prisoners (1978), Lou 
Reed had a point: no matter how it’s done 
— with numbers, letters, stars, or 
Alternative Press’s old five-finger system — 
ratings are a potentially cruel and some- 
times callous by-product of reviewing an 
artist’s work. They’re also an intensely use- 
ful tool, both for magazines and newspa- 
pers that have less and less space to review 
each of the escalating number of CDs that 
hit stores every week and for music con- 
sumers who are confronted with the same 
flood of new releases and just want to know 
which ones are worth their time. Like it or 
not, people want to 

know who rocks, who 

rots, and who rules. 

That’s the ingeniously 
simple solution to the 
music-rating problem 
proposed on the new 
CD Rock, Rot & Rule 
(Stereo Laffs, Box 
1530, Woodbridge, * 

New Jersey 07095). The disc is a record- 

ing of a semi-legendary 1997 radio inter- 
view (from East Orange’s WFMU) with 
one Ronald Thomas Clontle, author of the 
book Rock, Rot & Rule: The Ultimate 
Argument Settler. As Clontle explains, he’s 
assembled a music guide that does away 
with complicated grading schemes by pro- 
viding an easy-to-grasp list of who rules, 
who rocks, and who rots. The Who, Puff 
Daddy, Everclear, and Black Uhuru, for 
example, “rule,” and so do Madness 
(“they started ska, so that automatically 
gives them rulership”). Ratt, Nirvana, and 
Guided by Voices “rock,” as do the 
Beatles (who would rule, he explains, but 
“they had a lot of bad songs”). Kansas 
and Mary J. Blige rot, along with David 
Bowie (“too many changes”) and 
Stereolab (“there’s no guitar”). 

The ratings in Rock, Rot & Rule were 
arrived at by surveying customers who 
came into the coffee shop where Clontle 
works in Lawrence, Kansas, though he 
claims to have conducted additional polling 
on his travels. “I went abroad,” he tells 
radio host Tom Scharpling, then corrects 
himself: “Not abroad, but to Florida, where 
my grandmother lives.” And when 
Scharpling begins quizzing Clontle about 
individual bands, the conversation sails off 








to the ionosphere. 

“Shonen Knife?”, Scharpling asks. 

“Refresh my memory,” Clontle 
responds. 

“Kanga 18... 
know them.” 

“Jazz? If it’s jazz, it rots.” 

“So jazz as a medium — ” 

“Well, there are bands that have jazz ele- 
ments that I would put in the ‘rule’ catego- 
ry. Like Yes.” 

Inevitably, the phones start ringing. 
Listener after baffled listener asks what 
Clontle means by one aesthetic outrage or 
another and suggests that he get his facts 

straight by, say, consult- 
ing the Trouser Press 
Record Guide. Clontle 
tries to defend his absurd 
position by asserting, over 
and over again, that his 
book is “the ultimate 
argument settler”: you 
can say what you like 
_ ~ about Neil Young, but the 
fact is that he rots — that’s the will of the 
people. 

Ronald Thomas Clontle is, of course, an 
invention (as is his book, though the radio 
show documented on the CD really did 
happen). In real life, Clontle is Jon 
Wurster, long-time drummer for the 
Chapel Hill—based indie-punk band 
Superchunk. There are a couple of in-jokes 
on the disc for those who know that — 
notably a jab at Our Noise, the dreadful Jeff 
Gomez indie-rock novel named after a 
Superchunk song. But Rock, Rot & Rule’s 
larger comedy of errors is based on the uni- 
versal tension between the artist’s need to 
create, the observer’s need to rate cre- 
ations, and the fan’s need to dispute the 
ratings. The arguments the callers raise 
with Clontle are almost exclusively over his 
dubious grasp of the facts (i.e., Shonen 
Knife are Japanese, not jazz). He’s repeat- 
edly criticized for the obvious shallowness 
of his musical knowledge. But, unlike 
Reed, none of Clontle/Wurster’s call-in 
detractors takes issue with the validity of 
rating albums in general, or even with 
Clontle’s three-point classification system. 
Maybe they know that the danger of a real 
Ultimate Argument Settler is that half the 
fun of music — or any other kind of art — 
is in arguing about it. ”

This year’s Grammy awards began in yellowface. The 
stage of the Shrine Auditorium was dressed up as a 
Japanese tea room and Madonna performed “Nothing 


Really Matters” dressed 
as a geisha in an electric 
red kimono. Madonna 
“yellowed” up by “whiten- 
ing” up, straightening her 
hair into flat-black sheets 
and wearing thick white 
pancake make-up. 

Repeating the formula 
she flaunted in her “Vogue” days of style 
thievery, 
with the very bodies she was feeding off: a 
coterie of Asian women in white kimonos 
and grotesque translucent masks and a 
shirtless Asian man twirling a flaming 
baton. They danced and pantomimed as 
their 40-year-old wanna-be Kyoto mother 
pushed her body into jagged breaks and 
muscular angles. 

You know you’ve lost your touch as a 
careerist cultural vulture 
when you can’t even make 
acts of symbolic colonial- 
ism look original — or, 
worse, when someone like 
Grammy host Rosie 
O’Donnell can do it just as 
easily by delivering her 
opening remarks between 
two veggie-chopping sushi 
chefs after a ceremonial 
bow to the audience. 
“She’s not the only one 
who can do Japanese,” 
O’Donnell quipped. 
“Every time she does that 
number, I think of tempu- 
ra.” And indeed that’s all 
Madonna, whom 
O’Donnell dubbed “the lit- 
tle geisha that could,” had 
done: an exoticizing per- 
formance of snide other- 
ness about as deep as con- 
flating Japan with a fried 
cooking technique.

Dull Thud and the DeChellis trio 


BY ED HAZELL Free improvisation is about possibilities, 
about what can happen when you trust in the moment, your 


bandmates, and nothing else. 


very different-sounding groups of Boston- 


based musicians — pianist James Rohr’s 
Dull Thud trio and the DeChellis-Tomasic- 
Nakatani trio — demonstrated how rich 


the possibilities are during sets celebrating 
the release of their new CDs. 

Rohr’s latest, They Sent Three 
Henchman (Day Job), features bassist Nate 
McBride and drummer John McLellan in 
three improvisations recorded live at the 
Willow Jazz Club in March 1997. Rohr’s 
dark, linear approach favors the middle 
and low registers of the piano, with a mys- 
terious, often ominous, simmering quality. 
His lines develop from short initial phrases 
into increasingly baroque and knotty fig- 
ures that branch and fork in surprising 
directions. The trio rarely repeat them- 
selves or fall back on pet licks or favorite 
mannerisms, no small feat over the course 
of improvisations that last as long as 20 
minutes. “Strange Faraway Smiles,” for 
example, begins with disjointed interac- 
tions among Rohr’s plucked piano strings, 
McBride’s sturdy arco bass, and 
McLellan’s unpredictably explosive drum- 
ming, then builds into a thundering climax 
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| 
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Last month at Scullers, two 


texture; their music flows and spreads like 
water. On Realtime (sachimay), their debut 
CD, which they recorded live last year at 
MIT, they create non-linear collages in 
which sonic extremes are placed against 
one another to create jarring contrasts in 
timbre, texture, and interval. DeChellis 
uses the whole piano, pounding both ends 
at the same time, playing phrases that 
sweep the entire length of the keyboard, 
punching out melodies that jump huge 
intervals. He’ll hit one key hard and barely 
caress the next. These sudden changes are 
echoed by Nakatani, who will strike two 
instruments at once to create one hybrid 
sound or shuffle rapidly all around his trap 
kit; he uses various sticks and mallets and 
employs all sorts of unorthodox techniques 
to create different textures and novel 
sounds. Tomasic is more often given to 
short, contained motifs, but he rarely plays 
a note without inflecting it, so even within 
two-note phrases different colors bleed 
into one another and textures vary. The 
trio’s kaleidoscopic improvisations are 
open-ended series of events linked by tran- 
sitions that take them to the next area they

before a slow fade to a quietly rippling con- 
clusion. “And Sitting In on Crazy Drunk” 
features McBride as the lead voice in a 
more spacious and lighter piece that moves 
into a hard-swinging tempo near the end. 

Live, drummer Curt Newton replaced 
McLellan in a set that featured especially 
close listening and interaction. Newton and 
McBride have worked together in a variety 
of settings, including this group, so the 
music was especially fluid and intimate. 
Rohr’s dark, blues-inflected melodies 
meshed naturally with McBride’s excep- 
tionally mobile, supple playing and 
Newton’s cat-and-mouse games with 
tempo. Their lines tangled and grew like 
thick underbrush, with each player sug- 
gesting paths for the music to take or bend- 
ing it in his own direction. Even during a 
surprise version of Ellington’s “Caravan” 
(a concession to the jazz-club atmosphere, 
perhaps?), you could sense how much they 
enjoyed pushing one another and the mate- 
rial in new directions. 

The trio of pianist Dan DeChellis, gui- 
tarist Philip Tomasic, and percussionist 
Tatsuya Nakatani play more with color and 





explore and develop. The CD’s improvisa- 
tions are fascinating funhouse-mirror 
exchanges in which each member reflects 
and distorts ideas from the others. 

Their live show was similarly varied, 
with close attention to detail and an ellip- 
tical development. Several passages stuck 
out in the music’s general flow, including 
the opening moments of their second 
piece, when Tomasic ran a toothed stick 
over his strings, sounding like a malfunc- 
tioning music box programmed by 
Stockhausen, while DeChellis strummed 
the piano strings like a demented harpist. 
DeChellis, Tomasic, and Nakatani can 
dispense with conventional tempo, har- 
mony, and melody and still maintain 
interest through their sheer inventive 
quality of sound and careful listening. 

There’s something inherently optimistic 
about free improvisation, no matter how 
forbidding or difficult it sounds on the sur- 
face. To trust so deeply in the people you 
play with and in what will happen next, 
without any idea of what that might be, is a 
supreme act of faith. These two trios have

Benjamin Zander’s Mahler Eighth 
BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ Benjamin Zander, conductor 


of the Boston Philharmonic (he doesn’t call himself “music 
director” though he has earned that title more than most), 


times so violent, or so ambiguous, that they 
threatened to tear the music apart. Zander 
is one of the handful of great Mahler con- 
ductors — including such Mahler disciples 
as Otto Klemperer, Bruno Walter, and 
Jascha Horenstein, plus Pierre Boulez and 
(at his best) Klaus Tennstedt — who can 
get an orchestra to play radically opposing 
emotions or ideas at the same time! 
Because along with his shapely, “speaking” 
phrasing, he espouses the very Mahlerian 
goal of having a large orchestra made up of 
individuals, each with a distinctive, 
“unblended” sound, so the orchestra never 
sounds homogenized, and each musical 
line can be perceived distinctly. 

One reason for delaying a performance 
of the Eighth is its sheer size — forces this 
large take time and money to assemble. It 
can break an orchestra’s budget. But 
there’s also another reason to put a perfor- 
mance off, and Zander admits to it. The 
Eighth, Mahler’s most successful work in 
his own lifetime, is different from all his 
other works. For the most part, it’s neither 
very subtle nor very conflicted. It’s 
assertive rather than dramatic. There is lit- 
tle emotional or spiritual ambivalence. 
Mahler was suffering from Composer’s 
Block. He turned to the ninth-century 
hymn “Veni, Creator Spiritus” — a prayer 
about the power of creation that became 
his own prayer for creative power. Then he 
took the abstract and allegorical last scene 
from Goethe’s Faust, which he set from 
memory, for his second act. He completed 
the entire symphony in just under two 
months. 

There are moments of great inspiration 
— especially the quiet, sinuous opening of 
the second movement, with its curlicues of 





mysteriously wreathing winds, one of the few places in the 
symphony where the orchestration isn’t bloated, where the 
melodies aren’t simplified and static, where the tone is elu- 
sive, where Mahler himself seems to be discovering rather 
than insisting on meanings. Almost everything else seems 
more willed than inspired, more rhetoric than deep feeling. 

In short, it’s not only the opposite of Mahler’s greatest 
achievements, it’s also the opposite of what Zander has 
brought to light so compellingly in his most memorable 
Mahler performances. The big question was: could Ben 
Zander reveal unexpected nuances of feeling in this bom- 
bastic work (a work that Klemperer, Walter, and company 
never recorded)? 

At the first of two sold-out performances, the answer was 
no. It was the same piece of musical rhetoric it’s always 
been — miles more passionate than Ozawa’s gross over- 
simplification, but probably just as loud and assertive, just 
as crowd-pleasing an applause machine rather than some- 
thing probing or exploratory. That’s the territory. 

Not that it wasn’t a noble effort. Zander and the orchestra 
(including impassioned strings, with especially sensitive vio- 
las), a powerful horn section, and master organist James 
David Christie at his authoritative and thrilling best), eight 
urgent vocal soloists, and the multiple choruses, both youth- 
ful (the remarkable Performing Artists at Lincoln School — 
PALS — and the fifth-through-eighth-graders of the Newton 
All-City Chamber Singers) and mature (Chorus pro Musica 
and the Newton Choral Society), more than 450 performers, 
all poured their souls out. The first movement was relentless 
and pretty muddy. The Faust movement came up for air at 
the beginning, in the charming music for Maria Aegyptiaca 
(full-voiced mezzo Gale Fuller), and most of all near the end, 
when soprano Elizabeth Keusch as Goethe’s Mater Gloriosa 
let her warm voice pour down on us from the second balcony 
like a benediction, and the whispers of the Chorus Mysticus 
with Martha Moor’s ethereal yet unsentimental harp arpeg- 
gios ushered us into Heaven. 

Except for Keusch, you couldn’t say the soloists were 
chosen primarily for beauty of tone, but they were accurate 
and coherent, could be heard over the vast orchestral and 
choral forces, and sang with fervid commitment if not great 
subtlety. Christine Brewer’s gleaming if not voluptuous 
soprano (in the Gretchen role) was something to reckon 
with — no surprise that this wasn’t her first Mahler Eighth. 
Boston’s own Ellen Chickering (Magna Peccatrix — the 
Mary Magdalene figure) knocked off fortissimo high C’s 
then scaled back to delicate yet always audible pianissimos. 
The sturdy mezzo-soprano Gigi Mitchell-Velasco (the 
Samaritan Woman) used to play flute for the Boston 
Philharmonic and Sarah Caldwell’s Opera Company of 
Boston; having Christa Ludwig for a voice teacher obvious- 
ly hasn’t hurt her. 

The men — tenor Adam Klein (Doctor Marianus), bari- 
tone Patryk Wroblewski (Pater Ecstaticus), and bass Louis 
Lebherz (Pater Profundus) — were somewhat less success- 
ful. The two lower voices sounded dry and impersonal. 
Klein has an oddly fuzzy timbre but more personality. At 
least all eight soloists were evenly matched, and it would be 
hard to find better singers for these parts. 

Zander himself is on a roll. His wider recognition as a 
musician and teacher is long overdue. Mayor Menino 
declared March 9 “Benjamin Zander Day,” and Zander was 
the subject of a Globe editorial encomium and a BBC doc- 
umentary telecast on WGBH (Living on One Buttock). A 
five-CD boxed set of some of his best Boston Philharmonic 
performances has been released on Carlton Classics, and 
his Mahler Ninth with London’s Philharmonia has just been 
issued by Telarc (including a bonus CD of Zander talking 
about conducting); a complete Beethoven symphony set, 
with Zander’s revelatory explorations of Beethoven’s con- 
troversial tempo markings, is in the works. He’s a phenom- 
enon whose time seems to have come. If the Mahler Eighth 
wasn’t one of his most important contributions, it was still 
a significant and appropriate milestone. 


SCOTT WHEELER relinquished the stage of Harvard’s 
Paine Hall and handed over his brilliant new-music ensem- 
ble, Dinosaur Annex, to composer John Harbison for a 
delightful and important contemporary program. 

The most recent piece was the world premiere of Carl 
Voss’s Trip, a brief exercise in “expanding variations,” with 
increasingly thicker textures that develop into a sort of 
Ivesian chaos. Voss is a former Harvard student and student 
of Harbison’s who is now in the graduate program at 
Columbia and studying with Harbison’s composer friend 
Fred Lerdahl. 

The oldest piece was a fascinating new chamber arrange- 
ment by Richard Aldag of music by one of Harbison’s 
teachers, the late Roger Sessions: Two Tableaus and 
Malinche’s Aria, from Sessions’s largest project, the opera 
Montezuma, which he worked on for more than 30 years. 
Sarah Caldwell gave the much postponed American pre- 
miere at the Orpheum in 1976. 

No one else has rushed to do it. The score is some of the 
densest and (not to put too fine a point on it) ugliest “col- 
crful” music you’ve ever heard, with marimba music up the 
wazoo — but scored with such elegant precision, like it or 
not, you can’t turn your back on it. I’d have loved to hear it 
twice, especially with Harbison conducting Sue-Ellen 
Hershman-Tcherepnin (avian flute and piccolo), Ian 
Greitzer (lush clarinet), Cyrus Stevens (elegant violin), 
Reinmar Seidler (gorgeous cello), Donald Berman (irides- | 
cent piano), and James Russell Smith and Gary Wallen | 


(exotic percussion — marimba, vibraphone, xylophone, 
wood blocks, bass drum, etc.). Soprano Kendra Colton 
sang the inconclusive aria of the Indian princess Malinche, 
Cortez’s slave and mistress, who goes over to the doomed 
Montezuma. The impossible text is by G.A. Borghese (“So 
guards recede from path decreed/with winged speed”). 

The concert began with the Boston premiere of Donald 
Sur’s delicious A Neo-Platonic Epistrophe: While Crossing 
Times Square (1980), a stop-and-go loop of variations on 
“A Pretty Girl Is like a Melody.” It reminded me of one of 
Frank O’Hara’s ebullient poems about Times Square, 
where “everything suddenly honks.” 

And it ended with Harbison sitting at the back of the hall 
to hear the first Boston performance of his 1991 song cycle, 
Between Two Worlds, four sections of poems by Robert Bly 
from 1967 about what Harbison calls “radical conflict, war, 
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the ominous breaking apart of what has bound us together, 
and finally with approaches to reconciliation.” Each section 
is preceded by a statement from the 15th-century mystic 
Jacob Boehme trying to explain the mysterious connection 
between “the outward man” and “the inward world.” 
These are some of Bly’s best poems, and the score is one 
of Harbison’s most sumptuous and varied. | especially like 
the third section, “In Praise of Grief” and “Melancholia,” 
a dark scherzo. Jennifer Lucht joined Seidler on cello (and 
African finger harps); Judith Gordon joined Berman on 
piano. And Colton sang again, beautifully but without any 
audible or visible connection to the words. She never 
looked up from the score. Once again I’m impressed with 
the unlimited potential of her gifts and puzzled by whatev- 
er it is — shyness? fear? inhibition? — that keeps her 
from fulfilling it. a

In fact, nifty 
melodies come so naturally to Lee, 
you get the sense he's not always 
sure what to do with them. And too 
often on Breathing Tornados he 
doesn't do much more than fill in 
the blanks with innocuous senti- 
ments that hang limply on meian- 
choly hooks — “Sit here letting 
time line my face” is the kind of line 
that's hard to sit through when Lee 
sings it, not because he’s so young 
but because it's such a tired way of 
expressing ennui. 

Lee's better than that. Much 
better on the smoothly produced 
opening cut, “Cigarettes Will Kill 
You,” where his casual 
Lemonheady voice rides a sleek 
and crafty drum-and-piano loop 
and his words get playful with 
silly-sweet cooking metaphors 
and coy when he dreams of a “TV 
embrace.” And he’s so good at 
creating a sugary illusion of emo- 
tional depth with the old Evan 
Dando trick of singing so sad- 
sweetly about nothing much at all 
that he shouldn't have to bother 
with lines on his face until they 
actually begin to appear.

His lyrics bristle with 
an acidic, hungover wit, and his 
melodies hide a little street grime 
under the sharp, polished finger- 
nails, like what Lou Reed does for 
a living. Recorded during a five- 
day jag with Come guitarist Chris 
Brokaw, bassist Tony Maimone 
(Pere Ubu), keyboardist Joe 
McGinty (Psychedelic Furs), and’ 
drummer Linda Pitmon (Zuzu's 
Petals), Wynn's sixth post-Dream 
Syndicate outing finds him saun- 
tering down the path he began 
exploring on '97's Sweetness and 
Light — an album that sounded 
like a therapeutic return to day- 
light after the bummed-out 
Bowery-blues hues of ‘96's 
Melting in the Dark. Piano, 
brushed drums, and tempered 
guitar guide many of these tracks, 
and the production places Wynn's 
dry crackle of a voice cleanly 
front-and-center. Still, for every

As one of the founders 
of the band who gave WNo

Depression its name (Uncle 
Tupelo), and a résumé that 
includes a Grammy nomination 
for work on an album of Woody 
Guthrie tunes (last year's 
Mermaid Avenue) and member- 
ship in the No Depression All 
Stars (a/k/a Golden Smog), Jeff 
Tweedy could be easily the king of 
alternative country. But on Wilco's 
two-disc Being There and the 
equally ambitious new Summer 
Teeth he’s not content to narrow 
his focus to any standard notion of 
“roots” or to a largely insular ‘90s 
cult niche. 

Like the Stones with the blues, 
Tweedy uses country rock as the 
means not the end. There's plenty 
of strum and twang, a weepy rus- 
tic ballad or two, and enough 
Southern accents on Summer 
Teeth to qualify it as Americana. 
And there's a friendly, guy-next- 
door casuainess to Tweedy’s 
delivery that's always appealing 
and that can make it easy to over- 
look how good he's gotten — 
“She's a Jar” is the best Paul 
Westerberg tune the Goo-Goo 
Dollis didn't write in quite some 
time, only better, and so is “A Shot 
in the Arm.” But Summer Teeth 
isn't a solo work: the band con- 
tribute Brian Wilson harmonies, 
space-age synths, and touches of 
Beatlesque psychedelia that 
stretch the definition of roots rock 
in directions that sound, if not 
quite new, at least fresh and, in 
Wilco's own easy-going way, 
refreshing, not depressing.

TRAD ARR JONES (Zero Hour). 
After several lackluster releases, 
John Wesley Harding's previous 
album for Zero Hour, Awake, was 
seen (by the few who were look- 
ing) as a kind of return to the form 
of his early-'90s Sire releases — 
the Costello-esque Here Comes 
the Groom and The Name Above 
the Title. But rather than following 
up with another solid original disc, 
Harding opted to record an album 
of material by a somewhat 
obscure British folksinger. 

Nic Jones's songs, many of 
which were interpretations and 
reworkings of traditional fare like 
“The Golden Glove” and “The 
Bonny Bunch of Roses,” are an 
awful lot like Harding's: both 
avoid the personal and concen- 
trate on narratives. With multi- 
instrumentalist Robert Lloyd 
providing accompaniment on 
mandolin, pump organ, and 
accordion, Harding wraps his 
honeyed and pleasantly 
unsteady voice around these 
songs like a well-worn leather 
glove. Unlike the Wilco/Billy 
Bragg Woody Guthrie project 
Mermaid Avenue, Trad Arr 
Jones is very much a traditional- 
ist's album. You have to wonder 
why Harding made the effort to 
record these songs with such 
reverence when they already 
exist in their original form. 
Whether it proves to be a 
retrenching or a diversion, Trad 
Arr Jones feels more like a curio 
than an event.

Wolf is really a mild-mannered 
Northern Cali DJ named Chris 
Manak. He's the producer behind 
underground treasures like the 
Step on Our Egos EP and the DJ- 
oriented Peanut Butter Breaks 
collection, but on his debut long- 
player, he comes off like a trash- 
cultured punk creating rap music 
‘cause he never dug Redd Kross, 
flexing a style equally informed by 
hip-hop fundamentalism and half- 
remembered Land of the Lost 
reruns. 

At times, My Viny! is so subtle 
it's almost subliminal, goosing 
slow-and-edgy breaks and 
spooky soul-shack melodies with 
nutty samples (Irving Berlin 
strings, Casio drums, flanged 
horns, live kazoo) until you don't 
know whether to crack up laugh- 
ing or check the closet for bogey- 
men. Most of the guest MCs are 
top-shelf; Zest the Everliving's 
polysyllabic flow does everything 
but shiatsu the bass line on 
“Interruptions”; Dave Dub rants 
through “Necromancin’ " like a 
hieroglyphic with a headache. 
And the eight-minute, 12-DJ “A 
Tale of Five Cities,” featuring 
every turntablist from Jurassic 5's 
Cut Chemist to classic-rock wax- 
master Z-Trip, will give Technics 
geeks those multiple orgasms 
that Cosmo subscribers only 
dream about. Bathroom-humor 
hit: “Theme from-a Peanut Butter 
Wolf,” where a Rudy Ray Moore 
type makes an X-rated acronym 
out of the DJ's name. Leave it to 
Bay Area hip-hop to teach us that 
the “U” in “Butter” stands for “uni-

Still, a positive mes- 
senger like Defari, who dedicates 
his debut to his grandmother and 
gives props to his mom without 
sounding preachy or soft, is a wel- 
come newcomer to any class.

The film takes place on a 
country estate in the south of 
France, where an elderly woman 
(Paulette Dubost) dies and her wid- 
ower son Milou (Michel Piccoli) 
sends for the relatives and finds 
that his leisurely existence is threat- 
ened by the heirs’ wish to sell the 
estate. But the funeral is delayed 
when the gravediggers join the gen- 
eral strike and the congregated 
“May fools” begin to create their 
own benign version of the revolu- 
tion.

**1/2 THE PRINCE OF EGYPT 
(1998). The times call out for a 
prophet a voice of moral authority 
and righteousness — and the peo- 
ple at DreamWorks think a singing 
and dancing cartoon Moses is the 
ticket. Maybe so, but though it's 
visually striking and often inge- 
nious, The Prince of Egypt will not 
restore your faith in movies or reli- 
gion. The familiar tale (the prologue 
helpfully refers you to the Book of 
Exodus for the full details) benefits 
little from its glib contemporary spin, 
posing the founder of the Western 
religious tradition as a spoiled yup- 
pie who finds God and his purpose 
in life despite his worst intentions. 
Nearly all the characters — Val 
Kilmer as Moses; Patrick Stewart 
as Pharaoh Seti; Helen Mirren as 
his Queen; Ralph Fiennes as 
Moses’s adopted brother Rameses; 
Michelle Pfeiffer as Moses’s fiery 
Midianite wife, Tzipporah; Jeff 
Goldblum as his feckless brother 
Aaron; Steve Martin and Martin 
Short as a pair of colorless high 
priests — have the unfortunate flat 
affect of the ants in A Bug’s Life. 
Only Sandra Bullock brings a little 
spunk to her role as Moses's sister 
Miriam. In the end, Moses dutifully 
delivers the law to his bland nation, 


lined the Third Commandment 
“Thou shalt not take the word of the 
Lord in vain.” West Newton, 
Arlington Capitol, suburbs. 

*&* *1/2 PRIVATE CONFESSIONS 
(1997). Liv Ulimann's third film (after 
Sofie and Kristin Lavransdatter) is 
the second (after Bille August's Best 
Intentions) for which Ingmar 
Bergman has written a screenplay 
about the troubled relationship 
between his mother and father; but 
Private Confessions surpasses the 
messy melodramatics of August's 
effort with its icy honesty, incandes- 
cent passion, and a canny insight 
into truth and hypocrisy. The film's 
five chapters skip back and forth 
through time, as Bergman's mother, 
Anna (a crabbed, charismatic 
Pernilla August), confesses to her 
husband, Henrik (Samuel Frdler), a 
tormented and struggling pastor of a 
frozen provincial town, that she’s 
been having an affair with Tomas 
(Thomas Hanzon), a young divinity 
student and friend of the family. 
Naturally her clergyman uncle 
Jacob (Max von Sydow at the top of 
his form) tells her to abandon 
Tomas and confess everything to 
Henrik. Private Confessions can be 
as exhausting as prolonged couple 
counseling — the emotions are 
almost always high beam when not 
painfully suppressed. But Ullmann 
does bring an un-Bergmanesque 
levity to the proceedings. She's 
ready to take her place among the 
great filmmakers of the world.

*1/2 PROSPERO’S BOOKS 
(1991). Pretentious, deluded, smug, 
and boring, Peter Greenaway’s film 
of The Tempest is a self-indulgent 
pedant’s wet dream. After a bela- 
bored, precious opening, the play 
proper begins, with John Gielgud 
as Prospero (in what he said would 
be his last performance) speaking 
every part. Greenaway strips away 
the poetry, the characters, the 
humor, the pathos, and the profun- 
dity and replaces them with unend- 
ing processions of unattractive 
naked people, gratuitous allusions 
to art history, and murky video 
tricks. It’s like a second-rate Fellini 
Satyricon combined with a slide 
show on Renaissance art.

*1/2 THE RAGE: CARRIE 2 
(1999). Young Rachel Lang (new- 
comer Emily Bergl, shining despite 
the material) anchors this late- 
breaking sequel as a trailer-park 
toughie with a mother in an insane 
asylum who counters high-school 
ostracism by wearing goth duds 
and making nihilist remarks in 
English class. She achieves vindi- 
cation not through a makeover, 
however, but through telekinesis. 
When her best friend jumps off a 
building after being dumped by a 
gross football player, she seethes 
with the rage of the title despite 
falling for one of the jocks, until the 
inevitable shitstorm descends, com- 
plete with spearguns.

Wes 
Anderson goes a long way toward 
restoring the charm of adolescence 
with this story of Rushmore student 
Max Fischer (Jason Schwartzman), 
who sees his beloved private 
academy as the womb he doesn't 
want to leave. Max shines at extra- 
curriculars but not in the classroom; 
threatened with public school, he 
forms one bond with Rushmore 
benefactor Herman Blume (Bill 
Murray) and another with widowed 
first-grade teacher Miss Cross (a 
sweetly sad, blushing Olivia 
Williams). The collision of these 
three reveals the depths of their 
decency and despair. The film's 
logic is reflected in Anderson's 
blithe, rigorous layering of each 
frame in a mise-en-scéne reminis- 
cent of Jean Renoir and the Naked 
Gun people (you'll have to see 
Rushmore at least twice to get all 
the gags and details), and in its off- 
kilter "60s soundtrack and playful, 
theatrical self-reflexivity.

* * x SAVING PRIVATE RYAN 
(1998). Steven Spielberg's World 
War I! film offers the most harrow- 
ing and oddly exhilarating re-cre- 
ations of modern warfare ever to be 
seen in a movie made for entertain- 
ment. There’s no doubting the hor- 
ror of his D-Day landing on Omaha 
Beach: the troops are butchered in 
a merciless hail of bullets, with 
blood splattering the camera lens 
and everything else. But that leads 
Spielberg to ponder the value of a 
single human life, and so he sends 
Captain Miller (Tom Hanks) and a 
picked, stereotyped band of sever 
out after Private Ryan (Mati 
Damon), after it’s discovered Ryar 
is his family’s last surviving son 





Miller's squad roam through the 
chaos of no man's land, bumping 
into anecdotes ranging from the 
poignant and heartstopping to the 
predictable and pat. There's a sen- 
timental frame — an old man totter- 
ing through the rows of white cross- 
es at the present-day Normandy 
beachhead memorial — that 
entombs the trauma to come-in ret- 
rospective glory and mawkishness.

It was very masculine; the 
music was very masculine: who's 
the black private dick that’s the sex 
machine with all the chicks?” 
Gordon Parks directed this essen- 
tial item in the current blaxploitation 
revival, with Richard Roundtree as 
black private eye John Shaft, who 
amid lots of sex and violence chas- 
es after the kidnapped daughter of 
a Harlem ganglord. A remake is in 
the works with Samuel L. Jackson, 
but the original version is too fly to 
pass by.

* x * SHAKESPEARE IN LOVE 
(1998). John Madden's film is set in 
London in the '90s — the 1590s, 
where hot new playwright William 
Shakespeare (Joseph Fiennes) is 
torturing himself over his latest 
work, Romeo and Ethel, the 
Pirate’s Daughter, and falling in 
love with the unapproachable Lady 
Viola de Lesseps (Gwyneth 
Paltrow), who is secretly acting in 
his theater company disguised as a 
boy. Their love dialogues and mis- 
adventures have a familiar ring — 
they are in fact the rough drafts of 
the lines and scenes to be immor- 
talized not only in the play about 
star-crossed lovers Will is daily 
revising, but in future works like 
Twelfth Night and The Tempest. 
Although determinedly lightweight, 
Shakespeare in Love is a self- 
reflexive ode to the power of art 
and love that at times is worthy of 
its namesake.

Robert Iscove’s variation on 
Pygmalion could be’ the most gen- 
uine slapstick teenage comedy 
since Fast Times at Ridgemont 
High. Zack (Freddie Prinze Jr.) is 
his LA high school's class president 
and soccer star, but when girlfriend 
Taylor (a comely and snobbish Jodi 
Lyn O'Keefe) drops him for a for- 
mer cast member of The Real 
World (Matthew Lillard), Zack 
undertakes an ill-advised bet to 
transform the school’s resident fem- 
dork, Laney (Rachel Leigh Cook, 
reminiscent of Winona Ryder’s 
brown-eyed goth from Beetlejuice), 
into a suitable Taylor replacement 
and the next prom queen. Laney 
morphs from ugly duckling into 
blossoming beauty, of course, and 
Zack's materialistic heart sees the 
light of the human soul. The leads 
create a heartfelt chemistry, and 
the pumping prom-dance sequence 
(done to Fat Boy Slim’s “Rocka- 
feller Skank”) is an outrageously 
slick piece of choreography. Copley 
Place, Somerville Theatre, suburbs. 
* x SILENCE BROKEN (1999). 
Dai Sil Kim-Gibson’s investigation 
into the fate of the Korean “comfort 
women,” teenage girls kidnapped 
by the Imperial forces in World War 
ll to serve the sexual needs of the 
troops, doesn’t do justice to its 
excruciating subject. The inter- 
views with the aging, often infirm 
survivors of this atrocity, who have 
been unsuccessfully crusading 
since 1991 to get the Japanese 
government to answer for these 
crimes, are harrowing. The redun- 
dant attempts of the filmmakers to 
re-create the drama of their sub- 
jects’ ordeals are not. However 
well-intended, these amateurish 
sequences confuse and trivialize 
the tragedy.

**x*xA SIMPLE PLAN (1998). 
Sam Raimi's adaptation of Scott B. 
Smith's bestselling thriller prevails 
over predictability because of its 
canny subtlety, depth of character, 
and literate intelligence. Set in 
Minnesota, the film opens on a pair 
of brothers, respectable Hank (Bill 
Paxton) and jobless, crack-brained 
Jacob (Billy Bob Thornton), leaving 
Hank’s wife, Sarah (a blandly sinis- 
ter and vastly pregnant Bridget 
Fonda) and setting off to pay their 
respects at their father’s gravesite, 
accompanied by on of Jacob's bud- 
dies, the even more disreputable 
Lou (Brent Briscoe). When they 
stumble across a downed airplane 
with $4 million, Sarah contrives 
schemes to keep it from the 
searchers and keep loose cannons 


Jacob and Lou out in the cold. 
Fonda's character is the film's 
weak link in Raimi’s Plan — she's 
resolutely unsympathetic, and in 
the end she becomes a misogynis- 
tic scapegoat. But at its best, A 
Simple Plan evokes the bleak goth- 
ic misanthropy of Flannery 
O'Connor, a breath of melancholy 
cooling its most blood-curdling 
moments. Oscar-nominated for 
Best Supporting Actor (Billy Bob 
Thornton).

* * & SLAM (1998). Marc Levin's 
earnest, idealistic, sometimes rose- 
colored film gives us Ray Joshua 
(Saul Williams) as a drug-dealing 
neighborhood shaman who buys 
ice cream for the kids on the street 
when he's not selling weed or writ- 
ing a love poem so local kingpin Big 
Mike (Lawrence Wilson) can charm 
his new squeeze. When Big Mike 
gets whacked, Ray is picked up 
and booked for possession, and his 
stay in the joint with feuding 
gangstas is further confused by cre- 
ative-writing teacher Lauren Bell 
(Sonja Sohn), who urges him to 
participate in a poetry slam. Their 
relationship is tortured and superfi- 
cial, but the generous amount of 
time Levin allows real-life siam 
poets Williams and Sohn to strut 
their stuff redeems the picture's 
generic lapses and offers a genuine 
tribute to the power of the imagina- 
tion. Brattle. 

*x*x*xSLAMNATION (1998). 
Directed by Emmy-winner Paul 
Devlin, whose past credits include 
NBC and CBS Olympics and 
ESPN2’s Extreme Games 101, 
SlamNation is a feature-length doc- 
umentary about the 1996 National 
Poetry Slam in Portland, Oregon. 
Devlin approaches the event from 
a sports-journalism perspective, 
offering insight into the psychology 
of the participants, their pre-com- 
petition strategies, and the glory of 
the struggle through before-and- 
after interviews and live footage of 
the slam. And the articulate, 
adrenaline-driven performances by, 
among others, Saul Williams, for- 
mer Globe columnist Patricia 
Smith, and Taylor Mali combine 
with Devlin's fast-paced editing to 
make SlamNation an exciting ‘and 
entertaining effort. Brattle. 

** x STARVING ARTISTS (1997). 
With some movies you can see all 
the money that went into it on the 
screen; in Cambridge filmmaker 
Allan Piper’s shamelessly witty, 
self-reflexive effort, you can see the 
names of the people who paid it. 
Anyone who invested at least a 
buck in the production got his or her 
name included somehow in the fin- 
ished film — a phone message, a 
blurb on the cover of a porn maga- 
zine. Piper himself is breezy in the 
role of Zach Coolidge, a motor- 
mouthed gadfly of a playwright who 
wants to impress Mildred (Bess 
Wohl, bringing some of the sly 
sweetness of a Hope Davis) but 
can't seem to help offending her, 
either by his cursing (she’s a 
Mormon) or by accidentally punch- 
ing her in the nose and spilling 
scalding tea in her lap.

The 
first half of this curious Werner 
Herzog film is a variation (probably 
unconscious) on Porgy and Bess: 
Bruno is a Berlin street musician 
who offers shelter to Eva, a prosti- 
tute whose pimp lover has driven 
her away. In this version it's Porgy 
who takes Bess away — in this 
case, to Wisconsin, where Eva's 
been promised a waitressing job. 
As Bruno, Bruno S. (who spent 22 
years in a mental institution before 
being discovered as a Herzog 
actor) delivers his lines stiltedly and 
doesn’t focus on the people he 
speaks to; he comes across as 
slightly drunk, but he has a peculiar 
charm. And plump, overripe Eva 
Mattes has an appealing animal 
sensuousness. In America, Herzog 
shifts gears to a surreal road movie, 
ending with poor Bruno (sans Eva) 
adrift on a lonely ski slope, contrast- 
ed with Paviovian dancing chick- 
ens. It's odd, arresting stuff, singu- 
larly Herzogian.

*x TANGO (1999). The latest dance 
drama from Spanish writer/director 
Carlos Saura (Flamenco, Blood 
Wedding) turns the tango, the terp- 
sichorean equivalent of sex stand- 
ing up, into one belabored and bor- 
ing slow dance. A Best Foreign 
Language Film nominee, this plod- 
ding meditation on art and artifice 
follows a filmmaker named Mario 
(Miguel Angel Sola) as he strives to 
create the ultimate movie about. . . 

Yet the wink-wink self- 
reflexivity backfires when Saura, 
just like Mario, struggles to find a 
compelling narrative to justify all the 
heel hammering.

Mazursky’s Prospero is middle- 
aged architect John Cassavetes, 


who, fed up with the New York rat | 
race, takes his daughter (Molly |

(1998). Terrence Malick’s bela- 
bored and fitfully brilliant adaptation 
of James Jones's sprawiing novel 
of the Battle of Guadalcanal is a 
frustrating return to the screen of 


one of American film's most distinc- | 


tive and challenging geniuses. As a 
metaphor for the indifferent beauty 


of nature set against the confused | 
vanity of civilization, the lush jungle | 


footage makes its point quickly. But 
it's also a metaphor for a sensibility 
that confuses inspiration with self- 
indulgence, profundity with cliché, 


visual poetry with padding. And it | 


would help if the all-star cast — 
Sean Penn, Adrien Brody, Jim 
Caviezel, Ben Chaplin, George 
Clooney, John Cusack, Woody 
Harrelson, Elias Koteas, Nick Nolte, 
John C. Reilly, and John Savage — 
offered anyone who was recogniz- 
able as a human being. Malick’s 
goal is no less than to determine 
the nature of good and evil, the 
secret of life and death; and in that 
endeavor his characters seem 
more allegorical spokesmen than 
flesh-and-blood figures.
